The direc¬ 
tions and instructions embodied in his numerous 
Inspection Report^ and Reviews will for many 
years to come form thejitandard manpals for the 
practical guidance of Forest Officers. It is hoped 
that after his retirement Mr. Brandis will sup¬ 
plement the services he has rendered to the caUse 
of Forest education in this country by Msisting 
the Government at home to place the training of 
candidates for the superior staff of tho Department 
upon a sound and permanent basis. Tho warmest

the “ heat test” applied by Uor Majesty’s Inspectors of Explosives in England.

Exceptions: —(I) Medical Officers of the Administrative grades in the Ser¬ 
vice, namely Surgeons-General and Deputy Surgeons-General, are not compelled 
to retire from the Service until they attain the age of sixty years. A Deputy 
Surgeon-General who has not attained the age of sixty years may be appointed’ 
to be Surgeon-General either permanently or temporarily. 

{2) Medical Officers of the rank of Surgeon-Major or Brigade Surgeon, 
who entered the service prior to the 13th January 1800, may on attaining the 
age of fifty-five years be allowed to retain their appointments in the Civil 
Department for a period not exceeding three y(;ars, if tlicy are permitted to 
remain in the Medical Servi(!e under the provisions of Article 8 of the Boyal 
Warrant of the 16th November 18b0 {O. G. 0. Militai’y Eepartment No. 13, 
dated 7lh Januat'y 1881).

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

AiiTirtE 12, Schedule I, of the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for the levy of a fee of two per cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
rffsjw/t of which a cerl ideate is granted under Act XXVH of 1660. The following note is 
appended to the article :— 

“The jterson to whom any sncli certificate is granted, or his representative, shall, after the 
expiration of twdj’e jnonths from the date of such certificiite, and thereafter whenever the Court 
granting such certificate requires him so to do, file a stateineut on oath of all monies recovered 
or realized by him under such certificate. 

“If the monies so recovered or realized exceed the amount of debts or other property as 
sworn to by the jiorson to whom flic certificate is granted, the Court may cancel the same, and 
order such person to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by this schedule for 
such excess. 

“In default of filing such statement within the'time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
certificate." 

2. In tho course of the discussions in the Legislative Council which preceded the passing 
of the Probate and Admini-stralion Act, V of 1881, a jiroposal was made by Air. Pitt Kennedy 
that .\ct XXVII of ISliO and the Court-fees Act sliould be amended so as to require, from any 
onn obtaining a certificate under tho former Act for the recovery of any portion of the estate of 
a deceased jicrson, payment of a eourt-fci! at the rate of two jier cent, on the entire value of the 
estate. 

3. A circular was thereupon addressed to Local Governments calling for opinions on this 
proposal. 

The rejdies received show that the wi'ight of authority is altogether against its adoption; 
but many of them call attention to tlii'fact, already more than onee broiiglil to the notice oftho 
(joverunicnt of India, that the requirement.-! of the note in the Court-fees Act above referred 
to are as a rule lu'glecitod or evaded ; that jiersons taking out certificates do not file the state¬ 
ments required by it, that the Courts have no iirojicr means of compelling them to do so, and 
that large amoimts of debts arc thus collected under certificates obtained for tritling sums. 

4.. Various suggestions have been made for enforcing eompliance with the provisions of 
the note; but it npik'urs to the (Jovernment of India that there are objeetiiuis to any device for 
securing the fee which involves the impo.sition on tho person obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be performed after he has obtained the certificate. 

The grciit ma.ss of tlu* people who take out certificates are so indolent or careless or un¬ 
intelligent, that there is lil tie hope of getting them to eonqdy with the provisions of such a law; 
and the con.secjuence is th.it, if it is not allowed to remain a dead-letter, as the pre.sent law 
has been, public otliccr.s will be constantly compelled to inlliet penalties ou largo numbers of 
Jiersons, many of whom have been guilty of no ileliberate wrong. 

5. The simple plan, as it seems to the Government of India, is that already adopted with¬ 
out any warrant of law by some of the ollicers consulted, namely, to require each applicant for 
a certificate, to file with his ajiplieaf ion a seheilulo of the debts in resjiect of which the certifi¬ 
cate is required, and to amend Act XX\ II of i860, so as to make the certificate good only for 
the debts entered in the schedule, at the same time allowing the certirie.ate-holder, if he after¬ 
wards finds that he needs a certificate for other debts, t<i obtain an extension of the certificate 
on paying the additional duly, and (if tho Court requires him to do so) giving additional 
security. , 

C. The only objection that has been taken to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court in their Registrar’s letter No. ol, dated 10th January, 1880, printed in pajier 
No. 20 to the Court-fees Bill. They fear that “ imjiroper use"'might be made of the 
schedule “ by fraudulent debtors whose debts were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
the time [he filed the schedule], or in some way jirejudieo might arise." 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debtor would tiike the point referred to, and 
that he would tlwrehy jiut the certificate-holder to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the debt in his original schedule; hut there would be iio great hanlship in this, and there 
would, on the other hand, lie a certain comjionsating advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of tho replies to tho circular) the fear of this would stimulate ajijilicauts for certificates to be 
careful in compiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he amended in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a certificate should be bound to include in his applica¬ 
tion. Should he be bound to include— 

(a) all debts known to him to ho outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate: or 


Vof 18S1. 
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(i) only those dehts which he chooses to include, because he believes he cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would be more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existiu" law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council tliat it would hesutficient 
to adopt the second mode of valuation and allow the apjilicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as he tliinks fit. No doubt a larger revenue nii'jlit be obtained by insistinjf 
on the oth(!r mode of valuation ; but it is apprehend(*d, having regard to the class of peopU 
who take out these certificates, that any system m[nirin" the applicant to give, a complete list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly t'lifoi'ced, necessitate proceedings of an inquisitorial 
nature, for which no sulficient machinery exists, and which it would not bo worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be obtained, 

8. The rule which it i.s now proposed to lay down, while it disiienscs with all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial f)r penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the certificate being expressly limited in its oixjration to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of iiududing in if all debts except those due from persons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the appli¬ 
cants, aiul debtors -.vill probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which ia 
omitted from it. 

The a<lditional revenue realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is prc 2 )ared to accept. 

9. The ])respnt Bill has been prepared for the purpose of carrying out the above views. 
The effect of it, if it becomes law, will be th.at every applicant for a certificate under Act XXVII 
of 18()0 will be required to state in his ap])lieation the debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will ho in his ojjtion to include what debts he pleases. Jle will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts whudi he elects to include, and the operation of the certificate will be 
limited to those debts. If he subsccpiently dt-sires to include other debts, he can have the cer¬ 
tificate extended to them on paying tho additional duty. The note appended to article of 
the schedule to the Court-foes Act will not apply to him. For tho rest, the amendments m.ada 
by the Bill in Act XXVII of l86f) and in the Probate and Adminlsti-ation Act, 1881, are of an 
uniin|)urtant nature, aud merely such as are neecssitated by the above all orations in tho 
substance of the law,

Gknbrat. Hbmarks. —Rain has falW more or less throuffhout the Madras Presidency j standing 
crops are reported in good condition and tiie harvest outturn is generally fair. 

In the B jmhay Presidency heavy rain is again rejwrted from the Southern Mahratta Country; 
preparations for kharif has begun in some districts; scarcity of drinking-water still continues in parts 
of Dharwar. In the Bengal Presidency the rainfall has been general throughout the Province; it has 
been very beneficial for standing crops and has greatly facilitated the cultivation of autumn crops. 
Considerable damage is reported to have been caused to ihc mango crop by the hail and high wind of 
the past week. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh there has been slight rain in two districts; 
the outturn of the rabi harvest is reported to have been good. Slight rain is also reported from four 
districts of the Punjab; the harvest is well iu hand and a good outturn is exiicctcd. 

• There has been no rain in the Central Provinces, but prospects are good; winnowing is in pro¬ 
gress in several districts, and preparations for kharif sowings have begun in places. In Assam there has 
been good rain in all districts ; jxiddy is being cut in one district and ploughing and sowings arc in 
progress. In Mysore and Coorg there has been rain in all districts and standing crops are in good condi¬ 
tion. In the Nizam’s territories preparations for kharif still continue. In the Central India States 
and Rajputana prospects continue gonerally good.

1. The Punjab Government no longer issues passes for visitors to Kashmir. 

Tlie number of Military Odieers in Kashmir at one time is restricted to 200. 

The disposal of {kissi's for this numbtsr, less a certain number rcst;rvod for the Punjab' 
Frontier Foret*, is Avith His Excelltmt^y the Commandcr-in-Chicf. Frontier Force 
Officers desiring to visit Kashmir must apply to the Brigadicr-Gcnci*al Commanding. 

Civilians and Military Officers in tavil employ, but a small proportion of Avhom 
under th(( Leave Rules can visit Kashmir the same season, do not retpiire any passes; 
but they should report llitMi* intt'ntion to traA'cl in Kashmir to the Officer on Special 
Duty in Kashmir, from Avhom they can obtain a copy of the Rules to Avhich they must 
conform. 

2. There ai’c four authorised routes for European visitors to Kashmir— 

1st. —Tilt? principal road from the jilains by Bhimbar and Rajaori over the 
Pir Panjal Hangc. This route may be varied by leaving the main road 
at Thana Mandi and proceeding md Punch and over the Haji Pir Pass 
to L'ri. 

2n<t. —Tin; road from the plains by Kotli, Punch, Uri and Baramula. 

3i'(l. —Tin* road from jMurree by Kohala and Baramula. 

4th. —The road from Abbottabad by MuzalVarabad and Baramula. 

Information regarding Hie above routes Avill be found in Appendix A. 

The sp(K*ial jiermissionof the Officer on Special Duty in Kashmir must be obtained 
by travellers proposing to Imvcl from Kashmir to Simla (or vice versa) across the 
hills, or to the plains (or rice versa) by Kishtwar, Bhadmu^ar and Chamba. British 
Offieom arc prohibiU'd from making application on behalf of themselves or their 
friends direct (o His Highness the ]\ralia.raja. or his officers, for permission to proceed 
to or from Kashmir by any but tlu; authorised routes.

7. When going on shooting excursions, visitors must take carriage and supplies 
with them, and are not to demand them in places where no provision is miule for 
supplying (hem. They are not to press into their service the people of the country as 
beaters for game. 

8 . Travellers must not iuterfero with any Kashmir olfKiials, and no calls are to 
be made on them exec])t in real emergencies. All paymoits ar<; to be made at the 
rates demanded, which, if exorbitant, can bo re 2 )ortcd to the OlTiccr on Duty at Sri¬ 
nagar. 

0. Should trav(*llers have reason to consider that they or their servants have 
been ill-trcnrted or all'ront'.’d, tlu^y are stri(;tly forbichhm to adopt any other means of 
obtaining redress than by making complaint to the olTurials of the j\[aharaja on the 
sjjot, and iininediately rc 2 )orting the circumstances to the British Otlicor on Duty at 
Srinagar. 

At Srinagar complaints arc to b(' preferred direct to the Officer on Siiocial Duty, 
and are not to lx* preferred in any Kashmir Court. 

10. Visitors arc forbidden to take away with them from ICashmir, on any pretext 
whatever, any subjects of the Maharaja Avitliout obtaining permission and a pa.ss 2 )ort 
from the Kashmir authorities. 

11. Travidlcrs arc strictly required to settle all a(,*counts before they leave 
Kashmir, and are responsible that the d(d)ts of tluar servants are similarly discharged. 
Should any offi(!er of G<m;rnment leave Kashmir without discharging his debts, he 
will not b(^ permitted ev(!r to re-vi.sit it. 

12. Visitors arc ])rohihit('(l from receiving any presents whate\er during their 

stay from tin* Kashmir Darbar or officials. -v. 

13. Visitors are required to take eaivi that the customs and regulations of Uis 
Highness the JMaharaja are in no way violated by themselves or tlu'ir servants. 

14. Military Officers invited by llis Highness the Maharaj.a to evening entertain¬ 
ments at (In'! jialacc are rc( 2 uired to a^ipcar in uniform. Civil Officers and other 
visilora in ordinajy evening dress.

STATK.MENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Abtk!I,e 12, Schedule I, of the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for the levy of a fee of two per cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
respeet of wliieh a certificate is granted under Act XXVll of 1860, The following note is 
apjiended to tiui article :— 

“'nil! poi-son to whom any such ecftificalc is granted, or his repre.sentative, shall, after the 
expiration of twelve nv.intlis from tlie date of such certificate, and tliereafter wlienever the Court 
graiitino sueli eertiticale reipiires him so to do, file a statement ou oath of all monies recovered 
or realized by him under such eertilicale. 

“ If the monies so recovered or realized oxeced the amount of debts or other property as 
sworn to by the person to whom the oirtilieate is granted, tlie Court may cancel tlie same, and 
order sneli jierson to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by this schedule for 
such excess. 

“ In default of filing such statement within the time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
ccrtificiite.” 

2. In the course of the discussions in the Ijcgislative Council which proooded the passing 
of the I’rohiile anil Ailminislralion Ael, V of IHhl, a jiroposal was made iiy Mr. Pitt Kennedy 
that Act XX\ II of l'<liO and the (.'ourt-Fees Act sliimld bo amended so as to re([uire, from any 
one obtaining a eertilieate niuler tlie former Act for tlic recovery of any portion of the estate of 
a ilei cased person, payment of a eourt-fei! at tlie rate of two jier cent, on the entire value of the 
estate. 

;i. A eimnlar was thereupon addressed to Local Covernmeiits calling for opinions on this 
pro])osal. 

The rn)ilies rcceiveil show Unit the weight of authority is altogether against its adoption; 
bnt many of them call attention to the fact, already more than once brought to tlie notice of the 
Covernnieut of India, that the reipiiremenls of llie note in the Court-fees Act above referred 
to are as a rule neglected or evaded ; lliat persons taking out certificates do not file the state¬ 
ments reipiiied by it, that the Coiirls have no projier means of compelling them to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts are thus eolleeted under eertilieates obtained for trilling sums. 

•i. Various suggestions have bi'cii niiule for enforcing comjilianco with the jirovisions of 
the note; but. it a|)iH‘ars to the (ioveniment of fiulia that there are objections to any device for 
seeiiring the fee whieli involves the imiHisitioii on the jxjrson obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be pei'forinej after he has obtained tlie eertifieate. 

The groat mass of tlie ]«'ople wlio take out eertilieates are so indolent or c.areless or un¬ 
intelligent, tb,it there is little 1 io]h! of getting them to comply with the provisions of such a law; 
and the eiinsei|nenee is that, if it is not allowil to remain a dead-letter, as the present law 
has been, iHihlie ollieers will he Constantly l•ompelled to iiilliet penalties ou largo uumbere of 
ixirsons, many of wliuin have been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

5. 'I'lie sim]ilu jdan, tis it seems to the (roveriiment of India, is that already adopted with¬ 
out any warmnt of law by some of tlie ollieers eonsulled, namely, toTo<iuiro each applicant for 
a eertilieate to lile with his application a sehednle of the debts in respeet of which the certiti- 
ciite is re(|nired, and to amend .\et XXVll of lh60, so as to make the certificate goiKl only for 
the debts entered in the schedule, at the same time allowing the eortilicate-holder, if he lifter- 
wards finds that he needs a eerlilieate for other debts, to obtain an extension of the certificate 
on paying the lulditional duty, and (if tlie Court reipiires him to do so) giving additional 
security. 

(I. Tlie only ob jection that has been taken to this arrangement is that taken by the Calcutta 
High Court ill their Registrar's letter No. .'id, dated Idth January, 18S0, printed in paper 
No. 20 to the Court-fees Bill. They fear that “ impro|)er use” might he made of the 
sehedule “ by fraudulent debtors whose debts were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
the time [he filial the sehedule], or in some way prejudice might arise.” 

Now, there is little doubt that a fraudulent debtor would take the point referred to, and 
that he would thereby put the certificate-holder to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the didit in his original seliedtile; hut there would be no great Imrilship in this, and there 
xvimlil, on the other hand, lie a certain compensating advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the replies to the circular) the fear of this would stimulate applicants for ccidificutes to be 
careful in comjiiling tlieir seheilules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to lie amended in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a eertilieate should bo bound to include in his applica¬ 
tion. Should he he bound to ineluile— 

(a) all debts known to him to 1>e outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate; or

(i) only those debts which he chooses to include, because he believes ho cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would bo more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existing law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would be sufficient 
to adopt the second mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as ho thinks fit. No doubt, a larger revenue might bo obtained by insisting 
on the other mof j of valuation; but it is apprehended, having regard to the class of jnjople 
who take out these certificiiti's, that any system rerpiring the applicant to give a complete list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, neijessitate proceedings of an incpiisitorial 
nature for which no sufficient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceetlings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to lead to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, ina-simich as, the certificate being expressly limited in its ojicration to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in it all d«‘bts except those duo from ixirsons 
standing in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the appli¬ 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

Th<) adtlilional revenue realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is prt-parod to accept. 

9. The present Bill has been prepared for tins purpose of carrying out the above views. 
Tlie clTccd of it, if it bcconujs law, will be that every apjdieant for a certificate under Act XXVII 
of 18<10 will bn required to stale in his application Ihe debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will be in his ojdiou to include what debts he pleases. He will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts which he elects to include, and the operation of the certificate will be 
limited to those debts. If he subse<]uently desires to include other debts, he can have the cer¬ 
tificate extended to them on paying the aiiditional duty. The note appended to article 12 of 
the schedule to the Court-fees Act will not ajtply to him. For the rest, the amcadmeiits made 
bv the Bill in Act XX\Tl of IhfiO and in the Prohate and Administration Act, 18S1, ai’e of .an 
unimportant nature, aud merely such as are necessitated by the above alterations in th« 
substance of the law.

STATMAIENT OF OB.IFCTS AND REASONS. 

Tiif, existing Itiw respecting the constitution and functions (d' district eominittees in the 
North-Western Provinces and Ondh is contained in Acts 111 and IV' of 1878. 'IT.ose Acts, 
while dircetiiif'the Local Government to make allotmimts for local ]iur]Kisi‘.sto each district 
from the rales liwied imder them, yet enable the Gov<‘rnnieat to approjaiatc for the henelit 
geni'rallv <i[ (he North-Western Provinces or Oudh, as the ease may be, the biihinees of such 
iillotnienl.s remaining itne.vpendeil in etieli district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
coiitimiity in local iinancitil administration. 

2. They also, while cstahlishing committees for the propose of delorniininghow allotments 
shall he applied, and of su]ie,rvisiug and controlling such allotments, leave the ^^nointmciit of 
these committees and the delinition of their functions and authority allogolher'in the hands 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In accordance with the jiroposals for the extension of local self-government enunciated 
hy the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its resoliilioii of .alh Deecin- 
lier, 18S2, fresh legislation is now mvessary iu order to constitute local bodies for smaller areas, 
anti to impose upon district boards more extensive duties anil confer upon them greater liiiiuieiiil 
and administrative independence. 

<1. With this object the Bill has been drawn up. It has hcendi'iiftedon lines laid down hy 
the Local Government after consnltalion with its most exjicrienoed olliei rs and with non-ctlicijil 
gentlemen throughout the provinces most coinjietent to givetutvieo on the subject.

7. For each sub-district there will be established a local Board, and for each district a 
district Board. 

8. The difitrict hoaid will ordinarily consist of the aggregate memhers of the local hoards, 
hilt power is reserved to GovernmenVtb direct that it shall consist only of delegates chosen from 
the local hoards to meet cases where the total niimher of members of locid boards would 
eonstitnti! teo large a body for the elfieient transaction of business, 

9. The qualifications for members of thelociil Ixiards are contained in section 5 and sneh 
merahers must be elected, except in case of one-fourth of the board, who may h« noniinateil hy 
the Government. This principle of nomination has been already acocpled by the Council iu 
the Central Provinces Local Self-government Act. The electoral body may be eoiisiilntcd 
either by nomin.ation of the electors by the Local Government or according to rules which

The powers 
conferred are almost itlenticid with those in the (,'entral Provinces Local Self-government .\ct, 
with tho addition tluit authority has bfcn given to llm Commissioner to suspeiul and to tho 
Ijoeal Government to rescind any single act, order or resolution of the board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

It is e.)usi<lered advi.sabh* that fr.yvcrnment should have this power, to be exercised in 
cases where it might think it undesirable to resort to the heroic rerne<ly of supersession. 

20. Section 1*5 gives power to the Eocal Gov(*rnment to make forms and rides consistent 
with tho Act". These are much the same as the corrc.si)onding powci's in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sections .50, 51 and 53 deal with those exceptional localities to which the whole or 
Fomn of the provisions of this Act may be deemed nnsnitahle. In t(*rritories so vast, and among 
a jiopulation charneterized by such dilTereiiees in kuowletlge, habits and mod»*s of thought, as 
those of the North-Western Provinees and Oudh, such tracts must be mot with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the residents of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not misehiovoiis. 

23. When the provisions as to election only are deemed nnsnitahle, tho Local Government 
•will Bj/point the members of the local bo,ards; but when tlie whole Act is unsnited to the dis¬ 
trict, a district committee shall be appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
shall 1)0 .placed in possession of such funds fr.nn the local rates allotments as the Local Govern¬ 
ment shall prescribe.

STATEMENT OF OlbTECTS AND REASONS. 

Mcn’icipai. Committees in the North-Western Provinces and [Oudh arc at present ,con- 
stituted and guided iu the execution of tluur functions by Act XV, lS7<5, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh Municipalities Act of that year. 

That Act gives plenary powers to tlu‘ Local Goyernmentto appoint ordinary and ex oficio 
members of munici]>al committees. It leaves to t4c-Local (Jovernment to determine absolutely 
whether in any municipality of the united provinces members shall be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of appointing ex oj/iclo members to the extent of oue-tliird of the 
total number of the committee, a jiowcr very generally .acted on. 

2. The manner of election, where elections are allowed, is under tlin Act rcgulateil solely 
by the Local Government wit hout reference to the part ies most eoncenuxl, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same authority, or arc not tilled up at all. 

3. The Local Government may also ajipoiut the president and vice-presidents of all com¬ 
mittees, and may unconditionally cancel, suspend or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imposed Viy them. 

4. Section 31 of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of providing for the maintenance of a jioliee-establishmcnt, the effect of which has 
frequently been to throw on municipalitic’s a large portion of the charge for police kept up for 
the prevention and detection of crime and the appreheusiou of offenders against the general 
law of the land. 

5. Those provisions are inconsistent with the projxisals for the extension of local self- 
government enunciated by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1882. 

6. The present Bill has been draftKl to enable the Local Government to carry these pro¬ 
posals into effect put forward after consultation with the most experienced officers of the provin-

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8. Chapter I contains the usual j)reliininary matter, and presorihes the course to be fol- 
lowecl when it is intended to iutroducie the Act into any local area, for the first time, or into 
existing' municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal lioards. 

These are to consist of members electetl in the manner iiresciilied by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and of a cert..in pro])ortion of nominated members not to excei‘d one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of iioniiiiation has been already accepted in the (.'entral l’rovin\;es, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Heforc making rules for delermining the system of representation and election the 
Local (Tovernmeut is required by sections ti and 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of their own chaimien to municijial board.s, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Covernment may, from lime to time, by 
notilieation, exempt from the operation of this sretion. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exce])tion is imant to meet cases where an otliecr of Government must remain 
cliairman, at least for a period, cithi-r in order that he may have time to transfer i'unetions and 
acH'oimts often onerous anil complicated to a iion-ollieial Miee(-.sor, or for lack of a qnalilied r.iui- 
otlieial to deal with special circumstances, or liy reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
Board itself. 

12. Section 21 contains a provision, not. in the existing Act, enahling municipal boards 
to appoint joint coinmittecs for any purpose in which they may be jointly interestr-d. 

13. Power to a])point officers and servants necessary for the performance of its duties 
is given to the board by .sections .‘bl and 3 t, and flic :(j>i>ointnieuf, of an otliecr of Government 
or of an outsider as secret ary is made suliject to t he sa net ion of the Commissioner. It. is ob¬ 
viously im])ossil)le to allow boards to appoint, to such otlli-e Government servants against the 
W'ish of Oovornuieut, and it is necessary to take some giiarantco against the a]>]ioininient of an 
ineaiiable man as iiaid seeret.:iry; especially with a uon-olticial chairman the otiieo of secretary 
to tile innuicijial board will be one of gre.at importance. 

11. Chajiter Ill, on taxation, varies but little from the existing Act. 

la. (’hapter IV, on the jiowei s and dut.ii s of the boards, groups togeUier all the duties of 
the hoards in what is Ihonght to be the order of llieir obligation, and siiuplilies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisances. 

10. Cliiipter V (b‘als with the siihjeet of control. The provisions are similar to those of 
the Central Provinces Local Self-government .'Vet, with the exception that the Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Jiocal Government rescind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in exee.ss of its powers. 

This authority is giviui to provide for eases which may not bo of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of snpei-sessioii. 

17. Scetioii (!0 empowers the Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer¬ 
tain mat ters tliereiii specified. 

bS. Chapter VI contains miscellanecus provisions as regards the eoiidiiet of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, iriembers, acquisition of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local Government to exempt from the provisions of the Act 
regarding election mimieipalities to which it coiisidi-rs such jn-ovisions to be unsuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Counidl, to withdraw troin the operation of 
this Act, or of the NoiLh-Western Provinces and Ondh Municipaliiies Act of 1873, any local 
area to which either of those .Vets may have been api)lied. 

This latter power is deemed necessary as eases sometimes oeeur where a miiniei|)ality l.'is 
been cstablisheil in a place wliii-h experience proves to be unlit for mnnieijial, institutions, or 
where ebaiige of circumstances may liave rendered sueli institutions nnsnitalile and it woiiid 
be improper in such eases to insist on the Act remaining in force for ever. At, the same 
time, the power is one which should be e.xereised with great e.-intioii, as it is a more seriouji 
matter to withdraw a privilege oiiee conferred than to witldi.dd it in the tirst in.-lanee; 
and the Local Government has therefore been debarred from actino- ue tlie section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

BEFOBTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 8th MAY 1883. 


General Remarks.— Iloavy sltowers have afjain fallpii in Assam and "ood rain is also reported to 
have occurred tlirouf'liout Bengal proper. In jMadras rain has fallen more or less IhrougliDut the 
Presidency. In the Bomhay Presidency heavy rain is reixn-ted from jiarts of Dharwar and slight 
showers from three other districts. In Mysore and Coorg rain has fallen in all districts. Mlscwherc 
there has been no rain to report for the week under notice. No report has been received from British 
Burma. 

The harvest of certain crops continues in the Madras Presidency, with an outturn eitlier fair or 
below average; general prospects arc good. In the Bombay Bre-.ide.iey preparations for kharif are in 
progress in several districts ; cotton pi<-king is nearly completed ; siigar.-aiu' is doing well. I’loiigliing 
and sowing are now in full progress in Bengal; crops on the ground are doing wi'll and the harvesting 
of boro paddy is in progress; prospeets are good, Imt rain is still much wanted in jiarts of Biiagalpur 
division and in Cuttack. Tlic A/i/harvest in ihc North-Western Provinces and Ondh has yielded a 
good outturn; sugarcane is being jilanted and indigo sowings have<;ommeneed in some districts. In the 
Punjab, the rabi h.arvest still continues and is yielding a goml outturn generally; thri'.shing has com¬ 
menced in one district. The outturn of the rahi harvest in the Central Provinci-s is reiiorled exci-llent; 
threshing and winnowing are still in active progress. In Assam eoiisideralde daninge has occurred 
from lloods caused by the heavy r.aiii of the ])ast week. In Mysore and (’oorg standing crop.s are in 
good condition; land is being ploughed for the rice crop in Merc.tra. In the .\'i/ain’s territories jirejiar- 
ations are in ])r(igress for kharif sowings. Iii tin* Central India States and Itajput.iua j>rosj>ects 
continue geuerally good.

No. 901 The following Rirle.s for the guidanec of travellers visiting the domi¬ 
nions of Ills lligliiK'.ss ilic Malinrpja of Juiumoo and Kashmir, having received the 
sanction of llis Excellency the Governor General in Council, arc published for general 
information :— 


1. The Punjab Government no longer issues passes for visitors to Kashmir. 

The number of Military Ollieers in Kashmir at one time is restrict'd to 200. 
The disposal of passi!s for this number, less a cifrtaiu number reserved for the Punjab’ 


Frontier Foi'ce, is Avitli His Excclhmey the Commandcr-in-Chiof. Frontier Force 
Officers desiring to visit Kashmir must apply to the Brigadier-Genci*al Commanding. 


Civilians and Military Officers in (dvil employ, but a small proportion of Avhom 
under tlu! Leave llules can visit Kashmir the same sc'ason, do not reiiuire any passf!s; 
but they should report I lu'ir intention to travel in Kashmir to the Officer on Special 
Duty in Kashmir, from whom they can obtain a copy of the Rules to wliich they must 
conform. 


2. There are four authorised routes for European visitors to Kashmir— 

ht .—The principal road from the plains by Rhimbar and Rajaori over the 
Pir Panjal Range. This route may be varied by leaving the main road 
atThana Mandi andproeeeding via Punch and over tbe Uaji Pir Pass 
to Uvi. 

Siitl .—^riie road from the plains by Kotli, Punch, Uri and Baramula. 

o’/v/.—Till' road from Mnrrcn by Kohala and Baramula. 

4lli .—The road from Abbottabad by Mnzaffarabad and Baramula. 

Information regarding the above routiis will bo found in Appendix A. 

The special permission of the Officer on Special Duty in Kashmir must be obtained 
by travellers pro])osing to travel from Kashmir to Simla (or vice versa) across the 
liills, or to the plains (or rice vcr.'id) by Kishlwar, Bhadrawar and Chamba. British 
Officers arc proliibitc'd from making application on behalf of themselves or their 
friends direct to His Highness the Maliai’aja, or his officers, for permission to proceed 
to or from Kashmir by any but the authori.sed routes. 

All otla'r routes an; positively forbidden. 

3. Carriage and coolies. 

The rates payable per stage in Kashmir tcrritoiy are—

A cooly’s load shall not exeecal 2u seers, nor that of a pony or mule exceed two 
maunds. Travellers are particularly ivijuired to bo careful that their servants do not 
overload coolies or cattle. A ))air of scales will be kept at each stjige, and Avhen 
ob jection is taken to the AVi'ightof a load, traAmllers are bound to comply with a request 
that such load should he Aveighed. * 

Coora!.s must be paid daily, and travellers should sec payment made in their own 
presence. 

•1. In returning from Kashmir coolies or carriage's are not to be taken beyond the.. 
Maharaja’s frontii'r, or t he first stage beyond the frontier. 

5. Unh'ss travelh'rs encani]) at the fixed stages and encamping grounds, there is 
no certainty that supplies Avillbe available. They should not encamp within villages.

7. When going on shooting oxeursions, visitors must take carriage and supplies 
with them, and are not to demand them in places where no provision is made for 
supplying them. They are not to press into their service the pco^jlc of the country as 
heaters Cor game. 

8. Travellers must not iuterfero with any Kashmir oirua'als, and no (ialls arc to 
he mad(i on them excci)t in real emergencies. All payments are to he luadc at the 
rat(js demanded, which, if exorbitant, can he reported to the OfTiccr on Duty at Sri¬ 
nagar. 

0. Should travellers have reason to consid(‘r that they or their scwvants have 
been ill-tnxited or all'ront'.'d, tln'.y arc stri(;tly forhiddmi to adopt any otlu'r nuians of 
obtaining redress than by making complaint to the ollhdals of the ^Maharaja on the 
spot, and immediately reporting the circumstances to the British Officer on Duty at 
Srinagar. 

At Srinagar complaints arc to hc' preferred direct to the Officer on Special Duty, 
and are not to he preferred in any Kashmir Court. 

10. Visitors are forbidden to take away with them from Kashmir, on any pretext 
whatever, any subjects of the Maharaja without obtaining permissioii and a passport 
from the Kashmir authorities. 

11. ';i’rnv(dlcrs arc strictly required to scdlle all accounts before they leave 
Kashmir, and are resiamsihle that the (hdits of tludr servants are similarly discharged. 
Should any olffccr of Government h'avc Kashmir without discharging his debts, he 
will not he permitted cv(!r to re-visit it. 

12. Visitors arc ])vohil)it('d from receiving any presents whato\cr during their 
stay from tlu' Kashmir JJarhar or olffcials. 

13. Visitors ar(i required to take can? that the customs and regulations of llis 
Highness the Maharaja arc in no way violated by themselves or tlu'ir servants. 

14. Military Officers invited by llis Highness the ^laharaja to evening entertain¬ 
ments at the palace are rciiuired to appear in uniform. Civil Officers and other 
visitors in ordinai’y evening dress.

At the llhiinhar dak hun<oalow a khansama, -with the usual staff of servants, is 
kept up for the couveniciice of travellers. At all the stage's between Saidahad and 
Thana Maudi, both inclusive, ordinary Ihiropc liqtiors and stores are proeurable, but 
travellers are recommended not to depend on this source of supply. 

Erom the 25111 of ISlarch a hill-cart service ■will be maintained during the season 
by the dhk bungalow khansama at Gujrat bet\ve('n that station and lihimbar. Faro 
Rs. 11 per seat. 

In ordinary seasons the Fir Panjal route is impracticable uut'l May, and is closed 
by snow in November. The Ilaji Pir route is generally open in April.

There are dak bungalows at all the stages. The contractor on this route is 
bound to keep up 30 mules or ponies and 20 coolii^s at each stage. The road generally 
is good, and is open throughout the year. The stages from Ehara to Thandiali, and 
from Itattian to Chakoti, are troublesome, and in coming from Ghari to Uattian thero 
is a mountain stream to cross, which may (;ause eonsiderjible delay when it is swollen 
by the rains. The last stage from Paramula to Srinagar is usually done by boat in 
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two days, tlie first nigU fioing spent at Sopar. Tlie old road from Koliala to Ilattian 
via liana and Cbikar is closed to travellers.

STATEMENT OP OIIJECTS AND REASONS. 

AttTH!i,F. 12, Schedule I, of the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, provides, amonj other 
Di-stters, for tiie levy of a fee of two jier cent, on the amount or value of the property in 
respect of whicii a certificate is granted under Act XXVll of 1860, The following note is 
apjiended to the artiele :— 

"Tlie person to whom any siieh ceftifieatc is granted, or his representative, shall, after the 
expiration of twelve iiumlhs from the datt'of siieh eertificate, and thereafter wlienever the Court 
grantiti” such ecrfificjite requires liini so to do, file a statement ou oath of all monies recovered 
or reali/.i‘(i h}' him under such cerfilicnio. 

“ If the monies so ro<‘overed or realized exceed the amount of debts or other property as 
sworn to liy the jierson to whom the certilleate is granted, the Court may cancel tlie same, and 
order .such ](erson to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed by this schedule for 
such excess. 

“In default of filing such statement within the time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
certificate.” 

2. In file course of the discussions in the Legislative Council wliieli preceded the passing 
of the I’rohatc and Adminislratioii Act, V of IHSl, a ])ro]iosal was made by Mr. Pitt Kennedy 
that .L't XX\ 11 of iMiO anil the (.'ourt-Fees Act should he amended so as to require, from any 
one obtaining a ecvtilicale under tlio former Act for tlie recovery of any portion of the estate of 
a dereased person, paytuent of a eourt-fee at tlie rate of two jier cent, on the eulire value of the 
estate, 

:i. A circular was thereupon iiddrc.sse(l to Local (lovernments calling for opinions on this 
prujiosal. 

The riqilies rcceiveil .show that the weight of anthority is altogether against its adoption; 
hilt many of them call attention to the fact, already more than oneo brought to the notice of tho 
(luvernimmt of India, that the n>quiremcnts of the note in the Court-fees Act aliove referred 
to are as a rule neglected or evaded ; that jiersons taking out oertilicates do not file the state¬ 
ments reqiiiied by it., that the Cotirfs have no proper means of comiK'lling them to do .so, aud 
that large amounts of debts are tints collected under certilieates obtained for trifling sums. 

-t. Various suggestions have been m;«le for enforcing comidianoe with the ])rovisions of 
the note ; hut it a])pcars to flic (iovernment of fiulia that there are objections to any de.vioefor 
securing the fee which iiividves the inqiositioii on the ixtrson obtaining the certificate of a 
duly to he performed after he liu.s obtained tlie eortirieato. 

The great mass of the ])e()ple who take out eerlilleates .are so indolent or c.areless or un¬ 
intelligent, th.il there is little Inqie of getting tliem to com])ly witli the provisions of siieli a law; 
and the eon.sei|uenee is that, if it is not allowed to remain a dead-letter, as the present law 
has been, ])uhlie ollieers will lie eousUniily eompelled to iulliet penalties on largo uurahei'S of 
liersons, many of whom have been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

5. The simple ]ilan,as it seems to tlie (rovi’i-nnient of India, is that already adopted with¬ 
out anv warrant of law by some of tlie ollieers eon,'.idled, namely, toToqiiiro each ap])licant for 
a eertilieale to tile with liis a]>plieat ion a sehedule of tlie debts in respect of wliich the certifi¬ 
cate is required, ami to amend .\et, XXVll of 1860, so as to make the eertificate goinl only for 
tlie debts eiitoved in tlie schedule, at tlio same time allowing the eertilioate-holder, if he liter- 
wards finds that lie needs a eerlilicale for other debts, to obtain an extension of the certifieato 
on paying the lulditioiial duty, and (if the Court requires him to do so) giving additional 
soeurity. 

0. 'I’he only ohjoctinn that has been taken to this arrangement i.s that taken by the Calcutta 
High Coiii't in tlieir Registrar’s letter No. 54, dated 10th January, 18S0, printed in paper 
No. 20 to the Court-fees Rill. Tliey fear that “ improiier use ” might he made of the 
Beliediile “ by frandiileut debtors whose delits were not in the knowledge of the applicant at 
tlie time [he filixl the schedule], or in some way prejudice might arise.” 

Now, there is little doubt that a friindiileiit debtor would take the point referred to, and 
that he would thereby put the certiticate-liolder to the trouble of explaining his omission to 
enter the dehl in liis original .selicdtile; hut there would he no great hardship in this, and there 
would, on the other hand, lie a eertiiiii eonipeu.sating advantage, iiiasmuehas (as oliscrved in one 
of the replies to the circular) the fear of this would stimulate a[)})licauts for certificates to be 
careful iu compiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to he .'imendcd in the manner proposed, a further question 
arises as to what debts the applicant for a eertilieate should bo hound to include in his applica¬ 
tion. Should he he hound to include— 

(a) all debts known to liiin to lie outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate; or 
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(i) only those debts which he chooses to include, because he believes ho cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? 

The former, it is believed, would ho more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existiiifj law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would besutficient 
to a<lopt the second mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks fit. No doubt, a larf^cr revenue miffht bo obtained by insisting 
on the other iikh' j of valuation; but it is apprehended, having regard to the class of jjoople 
who take out these certificates, that any system rctpiiring the applicant to give a complete list 
of debts would, if it was to be thoroughly enforced, necessitate procec<lings of an incpiisitorial 
nature for which no sufficient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be, obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with .all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be expected to leatl to some increase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the certificate being expressly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in it all debts except thowi due from iJorsons 
standing in some pi'culiarly friendly or confidential relation will be brought home to the apjdi- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in paying a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

Th(! addilional revomie realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were .adopted, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is pia-pared to accept. 

9. The ))rcsent Bill h.as been prepared for this purpose of carrying out the above views. 
The cfTecd of it, if it bectomes law, will be that every apjdicant for a ccrtific.ate under Act XXVII 
of 18<)0 will be rc<iuired to slafe in his a])plication Ihe debts in respect of which he desires the 
certificate. It will be in his n])tion to include wliat debts he pleases. He will pay duty only 
in respect of the dcbt.s wbi<!h he elects to include, and the operation of the certillcatc will be 
limited to those debts. If In; subsequently desires to include other debts, he can have the cer¬ 
tificate (‘xtended to them on paying the adilitional duly. The note appended to article 13 of 
the schedule to the Gourt-fees Act will not apply to him. Eor the rest, the amoadmeiits made 
bv the Bill in Act X.XNTl of 18150 and in tlie Probate and Administration Act, 18S1, are of an 
unimportant nature, aud merely sucb iis are necessitated by the above alterations in thu 
Bubstauce of the law.

Nor(h-\Vc.sterii Provinces and Oudh is Contained in Acts 111 and IV'^ of 1878. 'I'lmse Acts, 
while dircetiii'f the Local Government to make allotmcnis for local ]iiir])oses to each district 
from the rates levied under (hem, yet enable (he Government to n]ipro))riate for the lieiielit 
,!>'eiierallv of the North-Western Provinces or Oudh, as (he ease may he, the halaiiciss of such 
allotiiieiit.s remaining uiie.xpended in each district at the close of the year, mid thus prevent all 
coiilimiity in local financial administration. 

2. They also, while establishing committees for the propose of deiermiiiiughow allotnieiits 
shall he ajiplied, and of supe.rvisiiig and eoiitrolliiig such allotments, leave the ;j^pointincut of 
these eomniittees and the definition of their fiiiietioiis and authority altogether in the hands 
of the Lieutenunt-Goveriior or Chief Comiiiissioiier.

STATEMENT OF 011.TECTS AND REASONS. 

Mun’icipal Committees in the Noitli-AVcstern Provinces and|Oudh arc at present ,con- 
Btituk’d and gniih'd in the execution of their functions by Act XV, 1878, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh Municipalities A(d, of that year. 

That Act' gives ])lcuary powers to the Iiocal Goyernmentto appoint ordinary and ex o^icio 
members of mimici])al committees. It leaves to t4i..- Ixical Government to determino absolutely 
whether in any municipality of the united provinces members shall be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of apiiointing ex ofjicut members to the extent of one-third of the 
total number of the committee, a power veiy generally .acted on. 

2. The manner of election, whore elections are allowed, is under the Act regulated solely 
by the Ijocal Government wit hout reference to the part ies most concerned, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same authority, or are not filled up at all. 

3. The Tjocal Government ra.ay also ajjpoint the ])resident and vice-presidents of all com¬ 
mittees, and may unconditionally cancel, 8us])en(l or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imposed b}' them. 

4. Section 31 of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of providing for the maintenance of a poliee-estahlislimcnt, the effect of which has 
frequently heen to throw on iiumicipalitics a large portion of the charge for police kept up for 
the prevention and detection of crime and the ap[)relicnsiou of ofienders against the general 
lavr of the land. 

5. These provisions are incon.sistent with the projxisals for the extension of local self- 
government enunciated by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1B82. 

6. The present Bill lias been drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro¬ 
posals into effect put forward after consultation with the mo.st experienced officers of the provin-

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8. Chapter I contains the usual in-eliiuinary matter, and proscribes the course to be fol- 
lowecl when it is intended to iutroducse the Act into any local area, for the fust time, or into 
existing- municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the org-anisation of municipal hoards. 

These are to consist of members elecletl in t lie manner prescribed by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and of a (!ert..ln pro])()rtioii of nominated members not to exceed one-fourtb of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been already accepted in the ('imtral Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Heforc making rules for determining- the system of representation and election the 
Local (Tovcrnmeiit is recpiired by sections 8 and 0 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the ele<-tioii of tlu-ir own cliairnien to miinii-ipal boai-ds, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Loi-al Covernment may, from time to time, by 
notitication, exempt from the opm-atloii of this sretion. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the- Local Government. 

This exce])tion is meant to meet cases wlierc an oHiecr of Govcriimcnt must i-emain 
chairman, at least for a iX-riod, either in <inler that he may have time to transfer functions and 
ac-(-ounts often onerous and coinplii-ated to a iion-otrieial succe'.sor, or for lack of a (jualitied r.oii- 
otlielal to (leal with special circumstaiict-s, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
Board Itself. 

12. Section 2-t contains a provision, not. in the (‘xisting Act, enabling munic-ipal boards 
to apiioiut joint committees for any purpose in which they may be jointly interested, 

13. Power to aiipoint olli(H“i-s and servants necessary for the pi-rformancc of its duties 
is givciii t(t the board by .sections 33 and 3 I, and the aiifxiintment of an olli(-<-r of Government 
or of an outsider as secretary is made'sulijeet to the san<-tion of the (Jommissioner. It. is ob¬ 
viously impossible to allow boards to appoint, to sueb otlh-i'Government, servants against the 
wish of G()Vornm.(-nt, and it is iie(;es.sary to take sonu' guarantee against tlu^ a]>point ment of an 
incapable man as paid secrct.ai-y; especially with a non-ottieial chairman the ollice of secretary 
to the municij>al board will be one of grc.at importance. 

I t. Chajiter III, on taxation, vario.s but little from the existing Act. 

Id. Ghapter IV, on thciiowms auddutits of the boards, groups together all the duties of 
the hoards in what is thought to bo th(i order of their obligation, and sirnplilies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisam-cs. 

lU, Cliaptcr V cb-als witli the sid)je(!t of control. The provisions are similar to those of 
the Central Provinc(‘s Local Sclf-g(jvernment .Vet, with!be ex(-ep1ion that the (.’onimissloncr 
may at om-e susjiend, and lln; Jjocal Government n-s(-iud, any a(jt, order or resolution of tlie 
board which is manifestly in cxce.ss of its powfu-s. 

This authority is given t.o provide for eases which may not bo <jf a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supci-S((ssiou. 

17. Se(-tlon (iO empowers the bocal Governmeut to frame forms and make rules on cer¬ 
tain mat ters therein specilied. 

1.8. Cha])ter VI contains miscellanecus ])rovisions as regards the con duet of litigation, 
penalties on, and lijihilities of, members, iiC(jnisiti<m of land, and tin- like. 

19. Chapter VII enahhis tin- Local Govermneiit to exempt from the provisions of the Act 
regarding election minii(-ipalitii-s to whi(di it con..?id(-rs such ja-ovi-'iotis to be luisuited, and, with 
tlic previous sanetiou of the Goveruor Gmieral iii Gouu(-il, to withdraw from the operation of 
this Act, or of the N(ji-tli-Western Provinces and Oudli Municipaliiios Act of 1.873, any local 
area to which either of those ,Vcts may have been ap[>licd. 

This latter power is deemed m-ees.sary as cases sometimes o(-,cur wlicrc a mnnit-ijiality l.-is 
b(>ea establislnxl in a place wliieli experience prov(-s to be iiiifit for niiinii-ijia), institutions, -.r 
where change of circumstances may have rr-nderud smdi institutions unsuital>l(! and it wouid 
be improper in suck cases to insist on the Act remaining in foree for ever. At the same 
time, the power is one which should be exercised with great (-.-lutioii, as it is a more seriouy 
matter to withdraw a privileg-e onee conferred than to withhold it in the (irst in.'l.-int-e; 
and the Local Govornmeiit has therefore been debarred from acting oi- tht; section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

THE WEEK ENDING THE 8th MAY 1883. 

General Remarks. —Iloavy .sliowcns liavo ajjain fallen in Assam ami "ood rain is also reported to 
have occurred tlirouf'hout Bengal proper. In Madras rain has I'allcu more or less throufrlimit the 
Presidency. In the Bomh.ay Presidency heavy rain is rcjiorted from jiarts of Dharwar and slight 
showers from three other di.striets. In Mysore and Coor^ rain lias lallen in all districts. Klsewhere 
there has been uo rain to report for the wei'k under notice. No report has been receiveil from British 
Burma. 

The harvest of certain crojis continues in the Madras Presidency, with an ontliirn either fair or 
below averao-e; general pros]ieets are good. In the Bombay Preddeacy prejiaralioiis for kharif are in 
progress in several distrii^ts ; cotton jheking is nearly comjdeted ; stigar.-anc is doing well. Ploughing 
and sowing are now in full jirogress in Bengal ; crops on the ground are doing widl and the harvesting 
of boro paddy is in progress ; prospects are good, but rain is still much wanted in jiarts of Biiagalpur 
division and in Cuttack. The rabi harvest inihc North-Western Provinces and ()ndh has yiidded a 
good outturn; sugarcane is being ])lanted and indigo sowings haviMtnniim'ncied in some districts. In the 
Punjab, the rabi harvest still continues and is yielding a good outturn generally; thri'shing has eom- 
meueed in one district. The; outturn of the rabi harvest in the (ienlral Provinces is reported excellent; 
threshing and winnowing are still in active j)rogres.s. In Assam eoiisideralde damage has o<;curred 
from Hoods caused by the heavy rain of the past week. In Mysore and Coorg standing crops are in 
good condition; land is being’ ploughed for the rice crop in iMerc.ira. In the .Vii'am’s territories jn-ejiar- 
ations are in jirogress for kkarij' sowings. In the Central India States and Ihijput.ma prospects 
continue generally goixl.

STATltMENT OF OB,IECTS AND REASONS. 

AaTicr.K 12, Schedule 1, of the (’ourt-I'ees .Act, VH of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for the levy of a fee of two per cent, on the aniouiit or value of the property in 
respect of which a certificate is granted under Act XXVll of IbOl). The following note is 
appended to the article:— 

"'I’he ])cr.son to whom any such certificate is granted, or his n-jircsenUtive, shall, after the 
expiration of twelve months from the date of .such ecrtilieate, and thereafter whenever the Court 
granting such certificate reipiires him .so to do, file a statement on oath of all monies recovered 
or realized by birn nndor such certificate. 

“ If the monies .so recoKcred or realized oxceisl the ainonni. of debts or other property ns 
sworn to hy the per.son to whom the ecrtilieate is granted, the (tourt may cancel the .same, and 
order such peuson to take out a fresh certificate, and pay the fee prescribed hy tliis schedule for 
such excess. 

“In default of filing such statement witliiii the time allowed, the Court may cancel the 
certificate.” 

2, In tlic course of tlie discussions in tlie Tjegislative ('onneil 'vhieh preceded the passing 

of the Probate and Administration Act, V of ISs,], a prepusal was made liy iMr. Pitt Kennedy 
that Act XXVll of 18li0 and the Courl-rees .Act should lio ainendeil so as to require, from any 
Olio obtaining a certificate under tlie former Act for tin' recovery of any portion of the estate of 
a deceased person, payment of a eourt-l'ec at the rate of two ]icr cent, on the entire value of the 
ostalo. , 

3, A circular was thereupon addressed to Ti' e.'il Governments calling for ojiinlons on this 
proposal. 

Tlic replies received show that the xveight of authority is altogether against its adoption ; 
but many of thorn call attention to the fact, already more titan once brought to thouotieo of thu 
Governineiil of India, that the rcijuiremciits of tlie note in the Court-fees Act aliove referred 
to arc as a rule neglected or evaded ; that jiersons taking out certitieates do not )1!(! the stalc- 
moiits required hy it, that the Courts have iio jiroper means of compelling them to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts arc tlius c illected under cerlilleatcs ohtainoil for trilling'siuus. 

4, Various suggestions have Ix'cn made for eiiforeing eomplianei; with the jn'ovisions of 
the note; hut it appears to the (ioverumeiit of India that tliere are ohjeetioiis toaiiy devieefor 
securing the fee whieh involves the imposition on the person obtaining llio certificate of a 
duty to be iHjrformcd after be has obtained the cerlilieiilc. 

The great ina.ss of the pcojile who take out cert ifieat.es are .so indolent or earch'ss or nu- 
intelligeiil, that thero is little hope of gi'tling them to comply with the provisions of sindi a law ; 
and the con.sequeiice is that, if it 1 ■ n pt allowisl to remain a dead-li'tter, as the present law 
has been, puhlie (pllieers will be ciuistantly i-ipinpi'lli-il to inlliet ]i(>iialtles on large numbers of 
jiersous, many of whom have been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

b. The simple plan, as it .sci ins fpi the (iovennnent of India, is that alreiuly adopted with¬ 
out any warrant of law by siime of the oilieers consulted, namely, to require each applicant for 
a eertilieatip tpi lili> with his npplii ati''n n schedule ipf the debts in rcsjiecL of which the enrtiti- 
cate is require.l, anil to auu'ud .V-t \X\ II of 1^6ll, so as to make the eerlilleato good only for 
the debts entered in the selndule, at the same time albiwing the eertilieate-holder, if he after- 
wards liiids that lie needs a eertilieale for other delits, to obtain an e.xteiisi.m of the certificate 
on paying the additional duty, and (if the Court requires him to do so) giving additional 
security. 

V). The only ohji'etiuii (hat has bein taken to this arrangement isthat 1 ikeii by the Calcutta 
High (a'urt in their lbgislrnr's letter No. .54, dated lOlh .fannnry, ISsO, printed in pajKir 
No. 2(l to the Court-fees liill. They fear that “ imiinqier u.sn” might be made of the 
schedule “ by framlulent debtors whose debts were not in the knmvledge of the applicant at 
the time [he filed the schedule], or in some way in-ejmliee might arise.” 

Now, there is little doiiht that a fraudulent delit ir would take the point referred to, and 
tlral he would thereby put the eertilieate-holder to the Iroidde of explaining his omission to/ 
cnb>r the ileht in his origimil seheiliile; but thero woidd bo no great hardshi]) in this, and there 
would, on the other hand, he a certain eoinpensaling .advantage, inasmuch as (as observed in one 
of the rejilics to tlie circular) the fear of this would stimulate applicants for eertilieatfs to be 
careful in cmiqiiliiig tbeir schedules. 

7. Assuming that, the law is to he amended in the manner jirojiosed, a further question 
arises as to w hat debts the a]iplieant fur a certificate should be hound to include in liis applica¬ 
tion. Should he be hound to include— 

(a) all debts known to him to he outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well withmt a certificate; or . 
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(i) only those debts whi<3li h(; chooses to include, because ho believes he cannot realise 
them without a certificate ? • 

The former, it is believed, would bo more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existin" law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would he sufficient 
to adopt the. sec id mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certificate in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks lit. No doubt, a larg'cr revenue mi;jrht be obtainiid by insisting 
on the other mode of valuation ; but it is up[>rehended, having regard to the class of people 
who take out these cci’tificates, that any sysf(>m rcipiiring the applicant to give a complete list 
of debts would, if it ivas to be. th<.>roughly enforced, neeessitato proc(>cdings of an iiupiisitorial 
nature for which no suflieient machinery e.xists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to bo obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it disjionsea wif h all proceedings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be cxjiected to lead to some incniaso of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch us, the certificate being ex])res.sly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of ineludiiig in it all debts e.vcept those due from persons 
etandiug in some peculiarly friendly or confidential relation will bo brought homes to tin* ai>pli- 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in jsayiug a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

The {idditional revenue realized will not, as just observed, be as large as if the alternative 
mode of valuation were adoi)tod, but this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is prepared to accept. 

9. I'he present bill has been prepared for the purpose of carrying out the above vi(!ws. 
The effect of it, if it bciconies law, will be Ibat every a]>plicant for a ccrlilicaiff* under .\ct XX.VII 
of 18(:0 will be riMiuircd fo slate in his a)ii)licalioii the ibibts in respect of wbicli be desires tlie 
certificate. It will l»e in bis option fo ineliid(> what debts he phiascis. !!(! will |>ay duty oidy 
in respect of the debts wltich lie elects to include, and the oi>eraf ion of Ibe ccrfificafe will bo 
limited to those debfs. If he siib.sojuenlly desiri's to include f)lher debts, he can havi* the <'er- 
tificatc! extended to them on jiayiiig the additional duty. The note a|>pended fo a.r( ielo lii of 
the schediihi to the (kinrt-fees Act will not a])ply to him. For the r<-sl, the atncixlmcnts made 
by the Bill in Act XX\T1 of IhSU and in tins Frobatc and Administmtion Act, iSSl, are of aji 
unimportant nature, and merely such as are nc(;essitated by the above alterations iu the 
Bubstanee of the law.

STATEMENT OP OIUECTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir CNisting law vcspeeling the constitution and fiinciioti.s of district committees in the 
N(,rth-Western Provinces and Oudh is contained in Acts 111 an<l lY <,f ISTiS. 'I’lioso Acts, 
while directing the Eocal Governniont to make allnfnicnt.s for local ]»urpo.scs fo each district 
from the rates levie,d under them, yet enable the tJovernment to ap],r,,],i'iate f(,r the lieiiellt 
generally of the Norlli-Western Provinces or Oiulli, us the e.ase may be, the balances (,f such 
allotments remaining unexpended in eaeli district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in local liuaneial administration. 

3. They also, wliile c.sf ablishing Committees fur tlio pr(,pose (,f determining how aliotments 
•sliall be a[)plied, and of supervising and controlling .such allotmeiits, lea,vo the a])[ioiii?ment of 
these committees and the deliiiition of their fimctions and authority altogelher in the bands 
of the Ijieiiteuant-Clovernor or Chief Commissioner. 

3. In aeconl.aneo with the pro[)nsals for the extension of local self-government nniinciatcd 
by the (lovernment of the North-Western Provimies and Oiulh in it.s re.solution of .5th Decem¬ 
ber, 1883, fresh legislation is now necessary in order to constitute, local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to impose upon district boards more extensive duties and euiifer uj/ou them greater llnaic ial 
.and administrative iiulepeudcnce. 

4. With this object tlic Bill has been drawn up. It lias been drafted on lines laid down by 
the Local Uoveniment after eon.sultation with its most ex],erienecd oflicers and with non-cllli ial 
gentlemen (hn/ngliout the provinces most eoinpctcuttogiveadvice on the subject. Its principal 
j/rovisions are a.s follows. 

5. Sections 3 to 13 provide for the constitution of local bodie.s in each di.-iti iet. 

6. The Ijoeal Government is empowered by soetioii 3 to divido every district into sub¬ 
districts, exeliuling military eanti/nnients and munieipalities. 

7. P(,r each suh-district tliere will bo established a local board, and for each district a 
district board. 

8. The district board will ordinarily consist of the aggregate members of the loeal boards, 
but j)Ower is reserved to (Ji/venimont to dWef that it shall ei,nsist only of deli gates (■iioseii from 
the local hoards to meet eases where the total number of members of loetd bottril.s would 
constitute too large a body for ilie efiieieut transaction of business. 

9. The qualifications for members of the local boards aro contained in seetlon 5, and .sneli 
members must be elected, exec))t in case of one-fourth of the hoard, who may he nominated by 
the Government. This principle of nomination has been alrcadv accei/tetl by the t'ouncil in 
the Central Provinces Local Self-government Act. The eleetoral body may bo constituted 
either by nomination of the electors'by the Local Government or aecorJimr to rules which 
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10. Provitiions arc next made for the term of office of members of the board, for their 
resii'naliim, removal, for filliiief up casual vacancies amon^ them, for the incorporafion of the 
district hoards, and for I'lxin" a lime for their coinin'^ into existence. 

11. Scclions 13 to 20 deal with the aj)pt)intmRnt of cliairmcn and vice-chairmen of dis¬ 
trict and local hoards. Both may clec.-t vice-chairmen. Localtioards may elect their own chair¬ 
man, and district hoards must, within a certain time art(!r coming- into exi.stcnce, decide at a' 
siHii-ial meelintt whetlier they will elect their cliairman or leave the ap 2 ’‘>i"tmcnt to be made 
hy the Ijocal (iovermnejil.

20. Section 15 gives jiower to t,lie Local CTOvernmnnt to ma,kp forms and rules consistent 
with the Act. These are much the same a.s tho corrosiioinling jwwers in tlie Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sectioii.s 50, 51 and 52 deal with those oxception.al localities to which the whole or 
some of the provisions o.f this Act m.ay be deemed nnsiiitable. In territ.orios so vast, and among 
a poYnilation characterized hy sindi dilforenees in knowledge, habits and inodc>s of thought, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, such trae.ts must lie mot with; and it i.s not 
ilcsirahle to insist on the residents of them being forced to accejit an Act which would jirova 
inojior-ative if not mischievous. 

22. When (he provisions as t.i election only .are deemed nnsnitahle, the Local Government 
will niipoin*^ the members of the local beards; hut when the whole Act is nnsnited to tho dis¬ 
trict, a ilislriet committee shall he apiHiintod in. such manner, shall jierform such duti(>s, and 
shall ho placed in p.>sses.sion of such funds from tho local rates allotments as the Local (Joveru- 
ment shall pre.icribe.

STATEAIENTOF OlbJECTS AND REASONS. 

Mu sieiiMi, Committees in the Nortli-'Wcstern Provinces and Oudh arc at present con¬ 
stituted and guided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, IST-’l, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh Alunieipalilies Act of that year. 

That Act gives ])lcuary powers to the Local Govornment to appoint ovdinayv and ei officio 
members of ninuici])al committees. It leaves to the Local Government to determine absolutely 
whether in any inunicipality of the united provinces members shill be elected or not, and 
if confers upon it the power of ai)]iointing ox officio members to the extent of oiie-tliird of the 
total number of the committee, a ]) 0 wer very generally acted on. 

!l. The manner of election, where elections are allowed, is under the Act regulated solely 
by the Local Government without reference to the parties most concerned, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by the same .authority, or are not filled np at all. 

.3. The Local Government may also appoint the jiresiilentaiid vice-pro.siJcnts of all com¬ 
mittees, and may unconditionally cancel, snspciid or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imjtosed by them. 

4. Section 31 of the Act further imposes on a municipality without any restrietioii the 
obligation of providing for the maintenaneo of a police-establishment, tile effect of which has 
frequently hecn to throw on municipalities a large portion of the charge for police kept np for 
tho prevention and detection of crime and the apprehension of offenders against the gc/eral 
law of the laud. 

.L These provisions arc iiicon.sistent with the proposals for the extension of local self- 
govenimrut onmiciatcd by the Goverumont of the North-Western I’roviuces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1882. 

6 . The present Rill has been drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro¬ 
posals into effect, put forward after consultation with tho most experienced ofllcers of the provin¬ 
ces, with the iiicmboi's of existing municipal committees and numerous non-oflicial gentlemen. 

7. Except in the provi.sions necessary to canry out the object above specified and in the 

arrangement of chapters and sections, the R'H fnllamn ---^ - .... 
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8. Chapter I contains the nsnal preliminary matter, and presoribes the course to be fol¬ 
lowed when it is intended to introduce the Act into any lo<;^ area for the first time, or inte 
existing municipalitieB. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and of a certain proportion of nominated members, nut to exceed one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been already accepted in the Central Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the cummuuity being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determining the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is recpiired by sections 8 and 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of their own chairmen to municipal boards, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from the operation of this section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant to meet cases where an officer of Government must remain 
chairman, at least for a period, either in order that he may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a non-ofiicial successor, t)r for lack of a qualified non¬ 
official to deal with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 24 contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint committees for any purpose in which they may be Jointly interested, 

13. Pow(*r to apijoint olfiners and servants neccs-ary for the jierforniance of its duties 
is given to the board by sections 33 and 3t, and the aiipointment of an oliieer of Government 
or of an outsider as seeretary is made suhjeet to the sanction of the Commissioner. It is ob¬ 
viously impossible to allow boards to appoint to siieh ofllee Government servants against tlio 
wish of Governnient, and it is neeess u-y to take some guarantee iigain.st the a])poiiittnent of au 
incapable man .as ])aid secretary j e'jjeeially with a noii-ofileial chairman the otUco of secretary 
to the mmuci[)al board will bo one of great importance. 

1 k Chapter III, ou taxation, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15. Chapter IV, on the powers audduti<“s of the boards, groups together all the duties of 
the boards in what is thought to bo the'.’dor of iheir obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
the existing Act as regunls uuisauees. 

10, Chapter V deals with the suhjcet of e«)ntrol. The proxisions are similar to those of 
the Central Provinces Local Self-governnicnt Act, witlillie exce))tioii tliat tlie Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Tjocal Government rescind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is maiiil'cstly in excess of its jiouors. 

This authority is given to ])ro\ide for cases wliieh may not be of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section (10 empowers tin* Local Government to frame forms and make rules on cer¬ 
tain matb'rs therein specified. 

IS. Chapter VT contains miseollaneous provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, metnl)ers, acepusition of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter YIl enables the Local (jovernmeut to exempt from the provisions of theT^th 
regarding election municipalities to which it con-iders such provisions to l)p uusuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of tlie Governor General in Council, to wilhduiw from the operation of 
this Act, or of the Nortli-WestiTii Provinces and Oudh Muuicifialities Act of any local 

area to which either of those Acts may have been applied. 

This latter power is deemed necessary, as eases sometimes eceiir where a municipality has 
been established in a place which experience proves to lie unfit for municipal institutions, or 
where change of circumstances may have rendered .sutdi institutioiu: un.snltuble, and it would 
be improper in such eases to in-isfc on tho Act rcmniniiig in force for ever. At tlie same 
time, the power is one which should be exercised with gri'at caution, as it is a more serious 
matter to w'itlidraw a pri\il(>ge once conferred tliaii to witlihold it in tlie first instance; 
and the Local Government has therofore been debarred from acting on the section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council.

NOIlTH-WESTEPtN PPOVINCES AND OUDH LOCAL BOARDS 

BILL. 

Tho Uon’hle Mii. Quinton moved for leave to introdnee a Bill to provide 
for the constitution of Loeal Boards in the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He saifl:—. 

“ My Lord,—I h:ive the honour to movcj for leave to introdnee a Bill to 
provide for tlte constitution of local bodies in each district of tlic North- 
Western Provinc^es and Oudh, to administer the exjjcndit lire of that portion 
of the rates h'vicd on laud Avhich is applicable to local purpo.ses in that 
district, and of tlie income acernin" from (certain other sources of revenue 
which may from time to time be made applicable to like purposes. 

“ The object of the Bill is to give cltect to tho vieivs of tho Government of 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh on the subjiHit of local self-govern¬ 
ment as enunciated in the lli'solution of that Government, dated Lneknow, 
5th December, 1882, and published, together with the letter of the Home De¬ 
partment conveying the general approval of the Government of India of Sir 
Alfred Lyall’s proposals, in the Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ Tho law at present in force in the North-Western Prmnnees and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully carried out. Tlie levy of r.ites 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts III and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the proportions in Avhicli the rates levied under them are to be 
allotted by tlie Local Government to each district and direct tho appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting m determining how tho allot¬ 
ments sliall be applii'd, and in the supervision and control of the expenditure of 
such allotments ; but they leave tho apiiointment of the district committees and 
the definition of tludr functions and authority altogether in tlio hands of the 
Local Government; they allow of the number of members of each committee 
being so small as six, and of half cv6n of this small number being Government 
officers ; and they enable the Local Government to divert to general provincial 
objects all balances of the annual allotments remaining unexpended at tho 
close of each year. 
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“The duty, therefore, devolvps on me of asking from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the B«solu- 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which the proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on wliicdi I need not dwell, as there will be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in C(jmmittee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the licsolution. 

“ Those proposals have been the subp'ct of long and careful deliberation 
with the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of Inst yi^ar, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Chief Commissioner, District and Divisional Officers put them¬ 
selves in communication with the leading non-official gentlemen of their re¬ 
spective charges, including the nnmubers of municij)al and district committees. 
Meetings were liekl at tahslls by Collectors or thedr Assistants, and at head¬ 
quarter statiojis by Commissioners. The points on which the Government 
wished for information were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of ..the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Licutenant- 
Gov(*rnor convened a large (jommittce at Naini Tal, presided over by the 
Senior Member of the Board of llcvcnue, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Police 
and Piducational Dci)artments, two otliecrs of the Secretariat, one of whom— 
Mr. Woodburn—had been a Dopuly Commissioner of long experience and 
great elficieTicy in Oudh, and four distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
—the Hon’ble Kaja Siva X’ra.sad, a Member of this Council. 

“To this Coniiuitteo were referred for consideration and .rei)ort the Beso- 
lutioms of the Government of India on tho subject of local self-government 
and the orders of tho Local Government on the subject of those llesolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to whieli I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying such provisions of Acts III and tV of 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as seemed primd facie applicable to tho new arrangements. 

“ The report of this Committee is dated the 30th September, and its labours 
are thus c.hara(.‘terisod by the Local Government;— 

‘ To tilts Coirimitk'c Sir Alfred Lyall is mnuli indobted for cU'.ar and wclI-rea.soncd 
conclu.sions upon all the prineipal rnattors referred for (lelih(!ration, espacially upon tlie methods 
adopted in the jiresont eircumstanee.s of the, country for ciirryiii}' out the [lolicy of local self- 
government as detailed hy Ills Kxcellency tlie Governor General in Council.' 

“Then followed the Resolution of the 5th December recorded by the Local 
Govcrnmtmt, accepting, with certain modifications, most of tlio recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee. Bills were drafted to eff'cc.d the necessary legislative 
changes, which, when finally ajijirovcd of, were forwarded to the Government 
of India; but the Council towards the close of the Calcutta se.ssion was so 
much occupii;;! with more pressing business, that there was no time available- 
for the eonsid(;ration of those', moa.surcs ; and I am only now in a position to 
introduce the Bills as revised by tho L:\gislativc Dopurtmont. 

“ The North-Wi slern Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already (pioted sets forth, provides for the constitution of local bodies, in 
supersession of tlu; existing district committees, to administer tho expenditure 
of that portion of the nites levied on land which is applicable to local pur¬ 
poses in that district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue wliicli may, from time to time, be made applicable to the purposes. 

“ Tho first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boards. 

“ Power is given by section 3 to the Local Government to divide, for tho 
purposes of the Act, each district into sub-districts, which will gf'ncrally corre*/ 
spond with tahsiLs; and section 1 establishes for oaoh snb-distriet a local board 
having authority over that sub-district, and for each district a district board 
having authority over the entire district (cantonments and raunicipalitiea 
excepte.'l); while sect ions 23 and 2l! define the relations of local boards to 
district boards, and the mode in which control by the former is to be exercised 
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l)y the latter. The arguments in favour of this arc stated hy the Local Govern¬ 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Resolution of Decem¬ 
ber, 1882 

“ ‘ButfortlicProvincesgcnerally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite afjrces with the arpn- 
ments in favour of m*'king' the area of each subordinate board’s jurisdlotion conterminous with 
a talisfl; and this plan has accordin<jly been adopted. On the one liand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, local wants, more regular attendance at board meetings, closer 
supervision over th(! departments under local management-, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local works, than is po.sBible with a single distric^t board meeting only at head¬ 
quarters. On the other baud, to make separate and indeirendent units of local a<lministration 
within each district would tend to break up piecemeal the organisation of the district; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious didiculty in the w'ay of, the constant 
exercise of central direction and control. For it must l^e iulmittcd that there is little or no 
pros[)ect of obtaining for suh-divisional boards throiighuut the I’rovinces, or even in different 
parts of many districts?, an equal sLandanI, or anything likt' a level, of general intelligence and 
working capacity. To set up all these boards as sepsirato :idtninistri>tivo bodio.? would be bo ac¬ 
cept the risk of great and confusing variety in tlie results of their administration—a risk that 
would be greatest in the nsmote and backward tracts, where intelligence and cncu'gy are of¬ 
ten most required, and where these qnalilies are of course'likely to be available on the spot. 
The business of settling mattcis of linanee 'and adjusting public interests betw'cea the several 
8ttb-divisional boards eoneerned in them would cause much correspondence, and would lpa<l 
to the multiplication of petty olHoes, with tlu; probable eonsequenee of wasting much money 
and time on e.stablisbments, and in the jircparation, suhmi.ssion and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making a central district, heard a.n aggregate of the snb-divisional 
boards is, on the contrary, in many w'.ays favourable to the adjustment of the mutual n'hitions 
between the various subordinate boards and 1 etween them and the, central board; while it 
appears to be tlie best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic administration 
of local affairs throughout the distritsfe. Moreover, upon no oilier system could the minor bodies 
generally rely upon scenring the membership of the leading men within their jurisdiction ; 
while lastly, the plan has the groat advantage of reducing to a minimum the necessity 
for official superintendence and interfereuec. If the sub-divisional boards were independent, 
the exjjcdient of placing them in different classes for the purjKiso of graduating their powers 
according to the eircnm.staneea and conditions of different parts of tlio Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning piobahly be unavoidable. Unt all such intermediate classifica¬ 
tions are apt to affect the simplicity of the bread g^mdwork and fundamental principle of 
aelf-governmcnt; and rlie Lientenant-Governor iniin^ly prefers that the district boaid, which 
will be by far the best judge of the elaini.s and eafiabilities of each sect ion of its own body, should 
delegate the priqx'r degree of power and allot thn requisite amount of funds to each interior 
circle. It will he for the district bo.ard, as composed of meinla'rs representing all parts of the 
district, to iie.t, after full consull at ion, npon tlie system thus skch'hotl out, and to draw up a 
Bchcme explaining the arrangements made for di.stributing the work of local administratioa 
to its various subordinate boards, and adjusting their mutual relations. ’ 

" I may add that the talisil is in the North-Western Provinces the smallest 
unit of revenue-administration; that its area is rarely altered; tliat it is well 
known to all residents within it; and that it corresponds generally with 
boundaries of the topographical divi.sion of the country known as parganas. 

“ The constitution of local bodies being thus provided for, the next step 
was to determine the method of appointing the members of tluvse hoai’d.s. Sections 
6 and G lay down the following broad rules :—At least throi^-fuiirtlis of the 
members of each local board must bo pe.rsons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in the sub-district, and must he chosen 
hy election. Tho remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

As to the mode of election. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in paragraphs 7 and 8 
of the Resolution:— 

‘ Whether, and to what extent or proportion, the membership of the bo-ards should bo 
determined by election was specially referred for inquiry and opinion to all the districls of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with the result described in the district 
and divisional reports; and, as is shown in the Committee's report, it was closely debated by 
the Provincial Committee. Tho large towns arc much alike everywhere; they are always 
centresof comparative wealth and intelligence; they form constituencies easily represented, and 
their administration is alw'ays open to puhlio icl,^ervati<in and criticism. But (ho ordinary 
Indian districts possess none of these chanu;teri.stic-s, and, as far as can ho judged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion preponderates decidc'dly against tho nnrestriettid introduc¬ 
tion into them of the elective system. Such a step certainly api)cars inadvi.sable at the pre.sent 
time, when tho state of society varies so widely in different parts of the country, when tho 
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whole principle of self-government is t novel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the towns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom we must look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government—meaning a system of administration by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted with the. characteristics of the neighbourhoods in which they are interested, and 
possessed of means, leisure and pul)Iie spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administralion—cannot Ixj initiated and developed into re:il independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is liow all systems of local representation have begun in all times 
and countries ; so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by |X)i)ular snffragij. That the services of such men could be 
secured by open clcclion, that they themselves would seek election or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collect¬ 
ed to lie questionable. If, therefore, wjc find that the views and prepossessions, us far as they 
have lieeii elicited, of persons qiialiticd to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces arc largely in favour of 
leaving at the. outset the constitution of the local boards more or less in the hands of the 
Government, there seems to bo no sullieicnt reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent aity such elective machinery as would necessarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franchise and voting rights, and all the practical dillleulties inseparable from 
the attempt to adjust an arbitrary system to the diverse eireiimstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universally recognised fact that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its Rueeess npr)n the charaiiter and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lioutonaiit-Governnr and (Jhief Commissioner to the eonvietion that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a system of oaruful and (jonsnltative noinin.ation by Government ol the 
electoral body is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the people. 

‘ Having regaixl, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of district administration in Mic beginning of what is avowedly an experi¬ 
ment, and to maintain the continnity of existing arrangcmt'nts which imply (in such matters 
as, for example, education and sanitation) a standard of civilisation in advance of tlio average 
intelligence and culture of Native society, the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
has decided to ado|)t in prinei|>le the recommendation formulated in the 9th jiaragraph of the 
Provincial Committee's re[K)rt. The Committee projiosed that the Government should nominate 
for each tahsil an electoral body which should elect a certain number of its members to form 
the tahsfl or sub-divisional board. They udvisi'd also that a minimum (inalificat ion (on the 
basis of laiid-rcvennc or license-tax assessment) shonkl be fixed, and that details might be left 
to be settled by local ollicer.s. Ibit the differences in the distribution of the population, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within different districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after ninch cxainiiiation of the question, it has been found impracticable 
to fix any eompi'cheiisivo qu.difieation for electioa jnirposes, much less to devise 
methods of canvassing and eleetion that ■would ho everywhere applie.able or universally 
acceptable. The only eomprclieiisivc plan that can ho laid down at the first introduction 
of the system is to determine, with reference to thc_ area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other conditions and special features of each sub-division, how many 
persons, not being salaried officers of the Government, would fairly represent its inhabitants 
and interests. The District Gllieer must then be empowered to prepare in each district the 
measures that may be most eonvenient and approyiriatc to its cirenmstanees and peculiarities 
for ascertaining how many suit.ahlc porsons arc .available in its sub-divisions and how they can 
best bo chosen. The proceedings taken will be reported to the Government, and the lists of 
electors that are drawn up will be duly jilaeod on record. As soon as the lists arc complete, 
the electors will he asked to return from among tlieirown body, hy such method as may seem 
appropriate or necessary, the members of the sub-divisional board, who will hold office for a 
term of throe? years.' 

“ A section will l)c found in the Hill enabling the Local Government to 
introduce this system ; and any abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded against by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the election of a member of a local board shall not be 
less than twenty-live. In addition to the elected members, at least one-fourth 
may be directly appointed by Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already aceojited by the Council in the case of the Central Provinces, and the 
reasons for it were put forth with great eloquence and force in the debate bn the 
Local Self-Government Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the Hon’ble Sayyad Ahmad Khan, a Native gentleman whose ripe experience, 
broad views, sympatliy with his countrymen and disinterested and successful 
efforts for their cnliglitcnment must always attach the highest weight to his 
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opinions. I shall read to the Council merely the eoucludino; words of the 
hou’ble member’s speech on the subject:— 

‘ In a country like India, where casto-dintiiictions .still flouri li, where tl;ero is no fn.sion 
of the various races, where rclii'’ious distiiH^tion.s arc .still viohuit, where edneatiun in its nioderu 
sense has not made an e({ual or i)ropi)rti()ual pn><>'re.ss auioiii'' all seetiori.s of the pnpnlatioTi, I 
uiu convinced that too iutroduetion of the ])rineiple of eleeliou, pun; and simple, fur re]>rescnt- 
ation of various interests on the. local hoards and the district couiuals, would he attended with 
evils of o'reater si^niticam-e than purely economic eoiisideralions. 80 lou>>’ as dittercuecs 
of ra(;e and creed and the distinctions of caste form an important element in the socio-])oliti- 
cal life of India, and inllneiice her inhahitants in m.atters connected with the administration and 
welfare of the country at laro’c, the system of elect ion, ])nre and simple, cannot ho adopted. 
The lar”-er community would totally override the interests of the smaller community, and 
the io-norant ])uhlic would hold (fovernment n'sjxnisihle for iiitrodncino- measures which might 
make the ilifferenees of race and ere<'d more violent than (*ver.’ 


“ Sect toil G of tint Hill pi'ovido.s tlitit orflittfirily the distfiet bonfd slnall 
consist of all persons avUo for the time liciiio- are iiKualu'rs of the local boards 
of the sub-districts coiupristHl iu that dislrittl. Tin's ])rovisiou is in tieeordauce 
with the views of the .lateal Govcriuueut atid of the L’rovitiei.al Committee, Avho 
consldc'.r that under any other system leading' iSallvo gentleineii would not 
consent to take olliee, and that any distiiietiou drawn, or supposed to he drawn, 
in point of position and dignity between inemhership of the local hoard, on tlie 
' one hand, and the distri(;t hoard on the other, would eerlainly occasion mneh 
unpleasantness, besides inducing an element of frielion Avhieh is manifestly 
undesirable in the public interests. Tower has, however, been reservcnl to 
the Loe;il (loveriunent to dinad; that local boards shall elect delegates to reprtiseiit 
tlieiu on the district hoard—a power to be o.viM'cisod in eases when the district 
ho.'ird eon-stituted in tlio ordinary way Avonld b(! too numerous a body for 
theetrudent transaelion of business. 


“I need not detain the. Council with the details of the arrangement made 
in seotion.s 7 to 12 respecting the term of ofiiee, the resignation and removal, 
of members of tin? lK)ard.s, the tilling of casual vacancies and such matters, 
which will doubtless bo fully discussed in Coifmittce, but pa.ss on at once to, 
the provision.s for the appoiutiuent of chairmen of the. local and district boards. 

“ It is quite clear that, in aboard (jomposed mainly of uon-ofri(dal members 
noAvto the work, niueh of its eflleieiiey will ()e])end on the elioiec of a chairman, 
whose functions will he to hold tlie hahuiee among juirties and to guide dis- 
cu-ssions, !iud with whom will |)racti(*ally rest tin; initiation and control of ordi¬ 
nary busine.ss. As regards local hoards, the Hill is ill aeeordaiiee Avirh the views 
of the Local (loverninenl, which alknvs t hem to elect one of their meinhers to he 
eliairman for one year. X ma-jority of the i’rovineial (.Committee,; eonsidcred 
that it would he sudieient for hoards to elect a ehalrmaii at each meeting, hut 
Ilis IJoiiour the Lieuteiiaut-Governor was of o])ini(m that some element oii>sj)er- 
inaneney in the office of president of the loc.il hoards would he neee.ssary at 
first for the ])ro])er transaction of business, and in ordei' to ])resorve continuity 
of admiiiislralion and unirorinity of proeeduro. Presh elections of chairmen at 
each meeting of tlie board Avoiild open a door to niueh changed and contention, 
since any de dded dilTcronce of opinion on matters before tlu^ board might leail 
to a contest at each meeting over tlie election of a chairman. 


“The appointment of ,a chairman to a dis I rid hinwii is, however, a matter 
of much greater importance, and has everywhere been Avannly debated. The 
views of Sir Alfred Lyall have been exjires.sed on it at some, length, and [ give 
them in his own words. They have been substantially thnnvn into legal form 
in. the Ittli section of the Bill:— 


‘Upon tlu; tliiixl ])oinl of iiiiportaiicL* iu the constitution of the district and suh-divisional 
boards, namely, the ap]> tintinont of thoir ehairnuui, tlie liieutenaiit-CJovernor and Cliicf Com- 
mi.ssioner ohservp.s that the (piestion of the chairmanshi]) of the di.strict Ixjard was the subject 
of prolonged diseussiou by tlie I’rovincial Committee. Tlieir tinding coiucide.s in priiiciiile with 
tlie opinions and prcpo.ssession.s gtoieniHy nlie.ited I>y the district inquiries, and recorded in the 
district and divisional reports. Of tlic foiq^ Native; members of the Provincial Committee, 
three strenuously insi.stcd upon tlie necessity for maintaining by law tlu; chief District Oflicer 
as chairman of tho district board. The fourth—a gentleman of largo projierty and influence in 
his own (li.striet—hold a dill'erent opinion; though it may be added that, while he is said to be 
exceedingly well fitted for the chairmanship, ho had nevertheless declined tho olCce iu his 
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own district on the grounds of indifferent health, want of leisure and residence at a distance 
from head-cinarters ; and the district and <Hvisi<>nal reports, which, in the Lieutenant- 
Governor's opinion, evince on the part of the writ(‘rs a most satisfactory disposition to 
interpret the genuine feeling ■:nd wishes of the peoph*, indicate clearly that the main current of 
Native opinion runs de.eidetily toward niaintaining the jiosition of the chief District Officer at the 
head of local affairs, until sonic ex])orience in the transaction of public business and the manage¬ 
ment of committees has been gained by leading membi'rs of the Native community. It is, 
beyond doubt, cx|)edi(iiit that the district board should be exempt from official pressure and 
unnecessary interference; but tlie Lieutenant-Governor is confident that in these Provinces all 
District Oilieers arc thoroughly preiKired to give every facility and aid to the policy of the 
Supreme Govermnent, and to ])roinote whatmer measures may be adopted for its introduction. 
There is accordingly, in Sir Alfn-d I a all’s opinion, no reason why due weight should not attach 
to the able find impartial reports of the oilieers best (jnalilied to inform and advise their Govern¬ 
ment when lliey dccliiro (hat the Native comniuiiity, so far as it has been consulted, has cx- 
jircssed itself very widely in favour of retaining for the present the .District Ollieer as chair¬ 
man of (he district board. It seems thfit the District Officer is jireferred and trusted in 
the exintwig complexion of local iiff.iirs iiiid IWlings for sound and pnictical reasons. There 
can be no <|uestion that the cxjierienee and business hiibits of .an oilieial chairman will at 
first bo of great .assistance to the dist rict boiirds; find there must also be borne in mind 
the strong probability that the boards will for a time iii'cd much direction and advice, possibly 
even admonition and c^-’mtrol ; es|u'ci;dly where distinctions of creed or caste, or other differences, 
still keep alive the germs of antagonism among si'ctions of the Native community.

‘ lint * * * (be middle course recommended by the (/oinmitteo in the Idtii 

paragraph of their report, which course tlic Lii'ulonaut.-tiovcriior ami (.'liief Gommissiouer 
has decided, with a slight amcmlmeut, to adopt, will furtlicr test the wishes of the 
country, and will allow lime for opinion to form and show itself among the district 
boards themselves. The Committee recommend that the Distinct Ollieer shall be e.r- 
ojficio chairman of the district boaril, except when the board, on apjiUcation 
made to the Govorninont by a majority of the members, receives permission to elect a non-offi¬ 
cial chairman from their own body. 'I’hc Jiieutoiiant-Governor and Chief (Commissioner 
agrees to the pvincijilo, with this modification, that, as soon as all the membeu’s of the district 
Hoards shall have been chosen, or at some time before the end of the present oilieial year, 
they shall bo invited to assi'inble for the imrpose of deciding whether they wish to proceed to 
the election of a non-olficial ehainuan, or whet her they will leave their chairman's ajipoint- 
meiit in the hands of the Local Goverumeut.

“This conolutlos all tlu! remarks wLich it seems to mo necessary at present 
to oiTer on tho constitution of the di.striet and local hoards. 8(!ctiuu 25 of 
the Bill provides for the appointment of joint committees of two or more 
district boards for any purposes in which tliey may ho jointly interested— 
a provision iicei.'ssary to secure the due eoiisideration of projects which aileet 
large tracts of country. 


“The duties to he pt'rformed hy district hoards will he found enumerated 
ill section 22 of llic Bill, 'nioso principally consist of tho management, 
eonstruction, repair and maiidcnanco of public roads, wells, tanks, fcrj-ics, cattle- 
pounds, stdiools, liospitals, dispcnsnric's and oilier public institutions of a like 
nature. The district hoards will dedogate to live local hoards authority to 
deal with all or any of ilu'so matters williiix their rc'spectivo jurisdictions, and 
tlicrohy, it.is hoped, secure the applieatiou to such duties of that local knowledge 
and local ill!('rc'st which should prove the host giiaraidco for their ctficient 
fultUmcnt, controlled hy the wider experieiieo of thelargiM* Ixidy. I may meu- 
tiou licro that section DO of the Bill amends the Nortlierii India Berries Act 
of 1878 ])y inserting a new section enabling tlio Licuteuaut Governor and 
Chief Commissioner to din'ct 1 hat any fi’iay shall lie managed hy tlic dislrict 
hoard, and that its proceeds, in whole or in part, shall ho paid into tho district 
fund. 


“Bor the perfonuanee* of these duties, hoards are authorised to appoint 
tlioir own servants, under certain restrictions d('Cined lU'cessai-y to guard against 
extravaganeo and iiudlleieuey; and by section do of the Act they are placed tn 
possession of funds to meet the eliarges which such duties involve?. 

“ Immediately on their const itutiou they will reei'ivo the halances of all 
allotments made to tho district which remain unexpended on that date; and 
in future such allotincuts, the amounts of which I nould remind the Council 
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are prescribed fey law, will be made over to them, and with the proceeds of the 
Ollier sources of revenue enumerated in section 35 will constitute a district fund 
at the disposal of the district committee. Under the pr('s('ut system, (here is 
practically no district fund, for all balances unexpended at the c^loso of the 
year are swept into the general J’rovincial Exe.he(]uer, and the dislricts arc left 
with empty treasuries until tlu'y receive fresh allotments. This will he no longer 
possible, and the district committees will be able to carry on tlnfr administra¬ 
tion from year to year with an acimratc knowledge of their linancial condition. 
Their revenues will not at iirst he large, and an important part of them will 
consist of assignments niadis from the general provincial funds ; but it will 
doubtless he in the power of the hoards to augment them to some extent by 
closer supervision of the managc'incnt of the other sources of income ('numer¬ 
ated; and, as tlu'y prove; their fitness to admHiistt'r the funds at tludr disposal, 
the Lo(;al Government will not he backward in iueinasing its assignments. 

“ The next point of importance in the Bill is that of control, and on this, 
I am happy to say, there is no ncc(;ssi(y for mo to dwell. ^J'lu; principle has 
been adopted by tlu; Council in the Central Provine(;s Local Self-government 
Bill, and the reasons for insisting on it were urged by my’^ hon’hle friends 
Mcissrs. lll)(n't and Crosthwaite with nnaaswc'rnhle force in the debate on that 
measure. Their spc'oclms are fresh in the cars of the Council. 

“ In this Hill the prmers of control rcservc'd to the Local Government arc 
almost identical with tl^e eonh'rrcd upon the Chief Commissioner hy tho 
Central Provinces Act, with the exception that, in case; of any single reso¬ 
lution, order or act of the oonmiittce lu'ing in excess of tho powers conferred 
upon it hy law, we enable tho Commissioner of the Division and tho Local 
Government to deal with such in tho same manner as with proceedings likely 
to lead to a serious breach of tho pc'ace, or to eause serious injury or aimoyanco 
to the puhlio or to any (dass or body of persons; the Ccmimissioner may 
in su(;li a case suspend action, and, if lie docs so, must foinvard tho order, with 
a statement of his reasons for nUiking it, to tho Local Government, which may 
thereupon rescind tho order, or din'ct that it eontinuo in fonre with or with¬ 
out modilication, permauontly or for such period, as it thinks fit. I am 
awaro that, under the gen(;ral law of the land, an injunction might bo obtained 
by any person interested to restrain such an excess of powc'rs ; and it is no 
doubt, true tliat s(;ction -1-2 of llu; Bill onal)l(;s tho Local Government, with the 
previous a[)pi’oval of tlu; Governor G<;ncraliu Coimeil, to supersech' a hoard if it 
exceed Us powei“s; but recourse t o a Court of law is not a rimu'.dy likely to command 
itself to an ignorant and apathetic population, and snperssi'sion is a penalty 
to which tlu; L(X;al Governnmjxt would naturally wish to resort only as uii cx- 
trciiu; measure', and one tho frecpient application of which it would lx; rclu(;^nt 
to put iu force. 


“Tlu; last point Avith which I need trouble the Council rvh'rs to the provi¬ 
sions of se(;tion 50, which ('uahlt; the Local Govenmu'ut to <'xcopt a district or 
any part thereof from all or any of tlu; provisions of this Hill to which it consid¬ 
ers that they are unsuit(;d. The North-\Vestern Proviiu'cs and Ondh extend over 
an area of 100,111 scpiarc miles, nearly c^qual to, and contain a po^mlation of 
4,100,000, far in excess of, that of the United Kingdom. Tlu;y com[)ris(! 40 dis¬ 
tricts, with a nu'au density of jiopnlation per scpiari; mile, A'arying from 801 in 
Banaras to 02 in G.'irhwal, Inhahih'd hy heterogeneous races (•hara(*leris(;d hy 
dilfer(;ue('s of customs and religions and liahils of thought, and stages of 


civilization ranging from tlu; h'aruedand aeeomplislu'd Paiulils of Bamiras and 
Manlvis of Ixmknow to tho boors of Biindelkhund, the wild tribes of tlu; 


Khadir and the barbarous 'riiarus of the Tariii. 


“ It is Impossibh; to assume that for such various races any one form of 
self-governmeut will be equally suit(;d or that iiitc'Uigi'iit uon-olTlcinl agency eair 
be found in every distriel of these broad ProvinfU’S ; and for ('xc(;pHonal eases of 
this nature sections 50, 51 and 52 are lAeant to provide;. They do not even in 
such cases d(;prive tlu; resid(;uts of all voice in the management of tlieir ku'al 
affairs, and they require that ovx'n here district committees must he a])pointed ; 
but, following the present hnv, they leave the nomination of members of such 
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committees altogether in the hands of Gorernment, subject to the restriction 
that one-half shall be owners or oeeupiers of land or residents in the district; and 
they do not reeplire, as (dscwlun'c, the establishment of local boards. A similar 
powerunae'eonipanit'd by the restliidiou I h.'vve pointed out is given to the 
Chief Commissioner by the Central Provinces Act.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The llon’bh! ]\[u. Quinton introducijd the Bill. 

The llon’blo Mu. Qutnton also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects and ll(>asons be ])ublished in the (JazcKc of Indio, and in the North- 
Western .Ironinces and Oodh Gooenimont (iozelte in English and in such other 
lanji’n.'n^es as the Local Gov(!rnment mit'ht think lit. 

The iMotion was put and agreed to. 


NOllTn-M'ESTLHN PKOVlxNCKS AND OUDII MUNICIPALITIES 

BILL. 


The lion’hie Mu. Quinton also moved for leave to introdui'c a Bill to 
mak(! bedter provision for the Organization and Administration of Municipali¬ 
ties in the NorLh-lVt;stern Proviuia's and Ondh. He said :— 


“ My Lord, 1 have the honour to move for h'ave to introdueo a Bill to make 
better provision f(jr the Organisation and iV.dminist'ratiou of Alunieipalities in 
North-Western Provinces and Oiidh. 


“ ^Municipalities in these Provinces ai'c at present constituted, and guided 
in the perfonnaiu'^^f their duties, by the provisions of .Act NV of 187.’}. That 
enactnient confers upon the Local Government very full powers as to the 
appointnu'iit of ordinary and eu’ oIJioio members. It leaves to the Govern- 
miint to determine absolutidy in the ease of (uery municipality in the united 
Provinci's whether the nuunhers shall be chosen by election or nominated by 
Governuu'.nt; and it further enables the Government to appoint as e.c ojficio 
members one-third of the whole eoinmitteo. 'I'he maimer of ('hiction, Avhere 
elections are allowed, is under tlu' Act regulated solely by the Local Government, 
without any obligation of consulting tlic persons most concerned, and casual 
vacancies among the members ai'c tilled up by the same authority, or are not 
filled u]) at all, at its pleasure*. 

“Phirth(w, the Local Government may appoint the presidmit or vice-presi¬ 
dent of every emninitti'e (sc'ction 10), and may unconditionally cancel, suspend 
or limit any of the proei'cdings, bye-laws or rules of tin* eominittees, and 
abolish (si'clion 20) any tax. imposed by tlu'iu. Section JJtof Act XV of 
18711 imposes o)x the municipality the duly of providing for the maintenani'c 
of a ])olici‘-establishm(',nt wilhool aiiij liinitiilion, the ed'eet of whiedx has 
been to thiaxw on nxunicipalitii'S a larger port ion of the cost of police maintained 
within municipal boundaries for the preservation of the peace and the iwe- 
vexxtioix and d('te(^tiou of crime. 


“ I'he Ih'solution of the Gov(*rnment of the North-AV'estern Provinces and 
Oudb, to which 1 have i-(‘fern'd in xny reiuax'ks on the Lox^al Boards Bill, jxi’O- 
posos an extmxsiou of local self-govx'rixixient iii muixieipalitiiis iixcompatible 
with these ju'ovisions of the ])resent law, and this Bill has beeix drxiwu up to 
give elVect to those proposals by sxd)st it nting for Act XV of 18715 an enact¬ 
ment whiidt will bi'stow xipoix the I’csidi'iits of areas in which it is ixx force 
a much larger uxeasure of eoxxtrol over muixieipal adxninistratiou thaii they 
now possess. 

“ The px’ovisions of the Bill ax'(^ the x'csult of the same eonsxxltath'c aixd 
deliborativ(' measures on the piirt of the Local GoAciaimcut as those which I 
have already described in my i-einarks on the Loxail Boards Bill. They ;xro 
based on thi; impiiries of District and Divisioxxal OfTiccrs, considered and wei^lied 
by the Proviixeial Conxinittei*, Avhose eoiudixsions huv'e been accepted with 
certain modifioatioxxs by the Local Govexmincnt. 

“ I proeiT'd to notice some of the more importaixt points of the Bill, 
premising that the substantive provisions of Act XV of 1873 have been rarely 
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departed from unless when it was neeossary for the purpose of giving 
elVeet lo the pi-o])osjils of the Ilcsolution of the 5tli l)eee;nber, 1882, though 
opportunity has been taken to make the anangemeut of the sections clearer, 
and to remedy \\ liat appe.are.1 to be defects in I lnur wording. 

“Tiie (irst (!]iaj)le.i’, whi<-h is of a ])r('liminMry cliaraeter and deals with the 
application of the Act to fre.sli placcis aiul to tliose in wliieh Acd XV of 1873 is 
already in force, need not detain ns ; but Chajdcu* 11, on th(^ organisation of 
municipal boards, is of more imynirlance. IMiinieij)al and loe.al boards are to 
consist of miunbers partly clcetccl and partly nominated; and 1 lU'cd not repeat 
what I have already sjiid when asking leave lo introduce the Local Hoards 
Bill as to the reasons for prid'erring this system to the more logically symme¬ 
trical one of clcelioTi, pun; and simple. 

“ The prinei])al la^sichuits of the areas into which the Act is to he introduced 
arc to he eonvt'ued in public meeting hy tln^ Magistrate or the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, for the purposes of y)repaia ng and submit I ing within a d(“finitc time 
pia^posals for determining the system of ri'jua'.sentation and election to he 
established in the municipality. The yxaints for their eonsidera^^ion are 
enunK'rati'd in section t); and it is only after it has weighed the pro[)osals of the 
residents on those j)()iuts 1 hat the Local Governuumt (ran e.\'ereisc the power 
conferred nyjou it of making rules to imgulate ('hretioiis. 

“ The provisions for the term of ollice of nurinhcu's of the hoard, for 
their la'signation and removal, for tilling crasual vae,aiu*i(*s among them, for 
the incrorp u'.ation of the boards and such matters are analogous to those of 
the Locral B mnls Bill, anrl call for no nunrirks from me on this oecrasion. 


“The a[>y)ointment (d; elmirnum is a siihjocit which hero also has given rise 
to cons'derahle discussion. It must be borne in mind that, under the system 
of ay)poiiitment of imunhers iniroduecvl hy this Act, the. hoards will no longer 
contain the stromg e.r ojjhno clement wliieh has hitherto formed paid; of 
muiiiciyKiI commiitecs, and that in the ahsen.ai of this the'appriintment of an 
cHielent. ehaiianau liecomes a matter of ilu' lii-st. imyiovttince. The Provincial 
Coinmittee (‘onsidered that it would he a nn\i.ike to insist on the universal 


cliaiianansliii) of 1 luMlist riet ollieer, who has, t iiey stalt', hitlierio be(*n ahvays 
ehairmnn of the hoard ; Imt 1 hey wauit on to say “ there is a strong feeling 
auiOiig those iutorc^sted that in municdyialiiies of the more imp;)rtant kind, 'wdiero 
large fuiul.-i are raiscal and syxuii, w her<; t.lic ri'sponsiliilirles .arc tlu'refore 
onerous, ami whero ilicro fire eousidiMMhle eantoiiment set I Icjmcnts, sucfh 
as is the ease in most of the largia’ mimi'Ujialities in tlu'se I’rovinecs, 
it is very mafessary to have fi ilioronglily reliabU'. })re>id.'jit, viiiilant, eayifihh; 
and unwearied in wat.ehing the gaanit iiuercvds .at stake, and that, so far Tfh* yire- 
sont experieiuu; goes, siieh ;i, ynesuhmt can only Ix', found in the pfu'sim of tlx; 
distri(d onieiu*. it was in t his view't hat tlie N.dii'e imunhers proyx)>ed that 
the district ollieer slionld lie e.v ojjicio eliairnnii of fill m inieipal hoards ;it 
the heail-(inarters of distiaets, le.aviiig if to outlying iniiuielp i!itie> to eli'et 
their own odlei.al or non-oiheial (diiirnum .as they phaised.” 'Lu' nrtjorilvnf 
the Committee, whicdi inehuled fill the Native memhers, (inaily i-.-eominend tl 
that, exe(‘pt incertfiiu eases to he six'cilled hy (Jovciaunenl, in w liiidi the district 
otTieev should lx; e.r oUiciD (diaininn, (;v('ry municipality should hi* jxu-mitti'd 
to elect its owm cduiinnan, w'lio miglil he oflieial or noii-olli.iiil, as the electors 
choose. 'I'liis reeommoiidiiliou w.as ;iec(>])t(; 1 hy flu; Li(*uten:int-(.JovI'rnor, and 
has been eiiihodied in si'et ion 18 of the Bill, av liieh filhfw's of (he election of anv 
person as eh iirman, suhj(;(,*1 to the apyirbvjil of the Local (lovernment, (;xeep*t 
in muiiieipaliti(;s exemyfted from tho operation of this .section hy notitieation 
in the otheifil Gazette. 


“The rules for the appointment of vie.e-e.hairmen and for (lllin.g up casual 
va(?aneies in tho olTieos of ehairnian fjnd vieo-cliairman, for the apymintmont 
of joint (mmmittoes, for the eondiict*of Imsiness, for the n'cord of the hoard’s 
proceedings, and tin; e unmunieation of tho.se yn'oec'ediugs to the ]M:igistrate of 
the districA, arc similar to those of tho Local Boards Bill or to the present 
Municipal Act. 

“ Sections 33 and31< give to municij)al hoards full powers as to the aj)j)oint- 
ment of officers and servants, except the secretary, whoso apyjoiut incut, if an 
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outsider, is subject to the sanction of the Commissioner, and, if a Government ser¬ 
vant, to that of Govx'ninient. With boards consistiiif' mainly of non-official 
members and presidcMl over by a non-official chairman, Ihc efficiency of tlieir 
administration will depend very miudi on their possess!re' a capable secretary, 
and it is to provide an additional i>'uarante(! for this that the sanction of the 
Commissioner is roipiire.l to the appointmcmt. If the board w'isli for the 
services of a Ciovc'rnment offic(‘r, tluiy must, of course, obtain the sanction of 
Government to bis Ixan^ so (miploycd. 

“Chapter 111 — Taxation and mnnicdpal fund—is substantially the same as 
the corr(‘spondin ‘4 sect ions of Act XV of is73 'I'lie only additicm made to the 
taxes leviable with thc-samdion of the local boards is a tax on boats moored 
within mnniiapal limits, whiL-h scamis to have becm omitted by an oversight. 
The secti^)nt^ prescribinu-(he |)roc!('dure to bo adopted in imposing taxes have 
been re-drafted and ma(b», it is hoped, eh^aia^r. 

“Chapter IV enumerates the powers and duties of mnnicipj] boards, and the 
opportunity has been C:\keuof r(>-casting the jn’ovisions of Act XV on the subject, 
so as to exhibit tin; dulit's of the boards in tlndr order of obligation. 

“ The primary charge on (he municipal fundisa poUce-establishment. The 
law on this subj(!ct is very vague. Section 31 of Act XV of 1873 runs as 
follows: — 

‘ Evory <‘ 0 !Tiniilfor> shall provide in tlio first jilacc from its funds, for llu! m.aintenaiioc of 
the poliue-vstahlislirni'nt in the tniinieiaality. 

‘ Th(Mniinie.ip:i.I ])iilioe shall ho a(>piiinfed under sueh Aet of t he Governor General in Couneil 
as may be appli'-alile to tlie town, and (heir nnmljer sliall he fixed hy the eommittee, in consult¬ 
ation with the Inspector-General of Eoliee, subject to the final decision of the Local Gov¬ 
ernment.' 

“ The cff(‘(!t of this section has been to throw upon raunieip dities the charges 
for police nso.l not only for municipal jtnrposes, but for the prevention and 
detection of crime. Tin; eonclusions of tlus Local Government on the suhjeurt 
are given in tin'. I7th paragrtiph of the lltjsolution of the 5th of December, 
which runs <‘is follows :— 

‘ 17. Tlie first of l,h(' quest ions to be eonsidored is the extent to which municipal funds 
miy fairly he nii 'ved of p>lii-e-e!iarges, and the method of adjusting tlie charges for which 
tliey are fairly H.dd.'i. 'I'lie qiiesli.m was discussed hy the Provincial Gonimittro, and the 
unanim nise ui -hisioii of tlio lAnnmif te > is stated in the ZTlh |)a.ragraph of their report;— 

‘ “ Tlie ]ir('“erv.ition of jieaco and the iirosecntion and detection of crime are 
duties for whii-li mniiieip-il roveiiii '.s can hardly he said to he fairly liable, as these 
duties si'cm t) dov iive inoi'i> oquit.ibly on tlie central Government of the country 
than on thn sealtoi-ed municipal towns. Ihit tho ciist of watch and ward, ineluding 
under this term siic'i al iili)Ual diitios of a iniscollaiieoiis kind (e. y., the enforcement of 
sanit-iry rule-i and the regulalion of int ra-nmnieip.U tr.tili-) as clearly appertain to mnnieipal 
police, app-irs to he ///c one of all others thite in with in ist fairiii'ss and propriety he debited . 
t) mnni.'pil fun N, a ul paiil for hy the peopl(> whose intci\Nt.s and property are the immediate 
objects of tile gu.ndi nivnip of the rh.nii'idnri force.” 

‘ The coiii-hi i Ul is supoorted hy the nnalogv of small towns under Act XX 

of l^srd) anil of rural \illr;'.'s, whore the watchineii are paid, not from the gen¬ 

eral revenues of t'lo (•iiiulry, hut from funds raised locally,—in the former hy a 
hoiise-tax levied for the ]nir]>oso nud-r the .\el, in tho latter hy the local cess 

levied from l i. ulh d lers along witli the land-reveiuio iiiidcr .Vet HI of 1878. Tlie 
jirineiple stated iiy tie' Gommiltee a])peavs ineontrovertihlp. t'or since tiie inliahitunts of 
small towns and landliuld -rs in villages, in aeeordaiiee with t-ne long-eslahlished custom and 
law of the country, are reejnired to ])ay for the services of the watcliineii who remain on 
watch at night, who report crime, and who are eniiiowerod to challenge and arrest thieves and 
persons carryitig snspiei uis ^iroperty within their he.ats, there is no reason wliy the inhabitants 
of the larger towns (in many of which .\ct XX of ISati was formerly in forc'c) should, merely 
through t.he transformation of tho town into a municipality, he altogether exempted from the ^ 
ehiu’ge. It is true that, miiny mnnieipalities have, in addition to the legitimate cost for watelv 
and ward, been required to share the cost of the Provincial jxdice employed within their 
limits; Imt this arrangvmeut, whieii is manifestly unfair, will be eancellod; and it now 
remains only to detc'ipiine low the legdtimale eliarge for watch and ward is to be eomjmted 
and adjusted. In a few munieii>alities, the town watchmen as a distinct body have been 
abidisbed, their ]>laces being taken hy regular |>i)liee, who form one force, and are jjaid on 
the same scale, with the district p.diee stationed within the municipality; while in the majority 
of the miinicipalitie.s the town watelunen forma separate body, wear a distinctive uniform, 
and, not being liable for.service outside their own town, are paid, like the watchmen, in small 
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towns and villages, at 1 )Wi3r rates than the n gular p >lice. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor and 
Chief Cjinmissioaer prefers the latUu- sysLeni, heeaii^e it marks oil a separate body of men for 
municipal service; hut hr'directs that tlie quesli ui he considered by municipal boards in con¬ 
sultation with the Ma"ist ra<^e of the district anil th(' Inspector General of Police, and that 
each board be left to (lecide which system it will adopt, 

“These conolusions htive been embodied in seetions 4!t-48 of the Hill. 

“The sections of Act XV of 1873 on nuisances have boon ve-oast so as to 
throw to'jfcther all the piMvisions rivspordinL' (be jurisdie.tion ol the board, and 
to bring thorn into harmony with the Penal Code and the new Code of Crimi¬ 
nal Prooofluro. 

“The control seetions in Chapter V arti similar to those in the Ixreal 
Boards Bill, and 1 nee;] not Aveary tlu' Coniicil by nqx'ating the reasons lor 
their adoption. They fall siiort in some respi'cts of (be powers given by Act XV 
of 1873 to the Local Government to (vnieel, siis^iend or limit any of the acts, 
procec(ling.s, bye-laws or rules of :;ny eonimittce, but provide otherwise tor the 
ooeurrcnce of default, exei'ss or .abuse of ])oAve. s, as, p.g.., by the supersession of 
the board in certain (^xtrimio cases— a jjeually to Avhich existing muuiciiralitics 
are not b'gally liable. 

“ Ample powers arc given to the Local Government under section 60 to 
frame forms and to make rules on matters euJiuected A\ith their''business, to 
which the boards will be bound to adhere. 

“ Chapter VI contains provisions on rniseidlaneous matters taken generally 
from the existing Act. 

“CliapterVIl empowers the Tjoeal Government to exemiit muui(U])alities 
from the opi'ration of tiie provisions of the Act res[)neiiug election. The rea¬ 
sons for this latter provi'ioii will bi^ found in those di\ ersit.ies of race, habits, 
modes of tlioiight and eiviliz itiou wliieli an' to 1)(5 found in tin* Avido tcrritorii's 
and v.ast yiopulat ions under (heswayof His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Chief Gominission 'r on whieli I have- lomdied in my obsiu'vatiojis on the 
Local Hoards Bill. 


“ Section 68 finally I'li ibles the Local CoA'crnmont to A\i(hdraAV any local 
area, with the previoin sanction of the Governor Geut-ral in Oonneil, from the 
ojieration of this .Vet or of Act XV of 1813. Expcrie'neo has shown that the 
j)ro.sent Arunieipal Act has sometimes he-cn j)ut in foreo in small tOAvns AA'horc 
there Avere no mat ('rials f(jr loicil self-gov('rnnient, no intolligi'iit non-oHicial 
agency, .and A\hero municipal .-ulministlation, a\ ith the taxation that neecissarily 
follows in iti train, was unpopular and iiuealled for. It is imt to ho expected 
that .such cases Avill not oeeasienally oeeur again, and eluinges of eir(‘nmstfmee.s 
in the progress of yea,i-s may. in respect of certain towns, bring about the same 
result. It is exiiedicmt to provide .at once a reinc'dy Avhieb may be legally 
applied Avbon .such conditions manih'st themselves. The section has been 
fr.imed with this object ; hut, .as the witlidKinal of a privilege once eouferred is 
open to a more inviJi.nis eonstrn‘lion than tlu^ Avithliolding of that privih'ge 
in the liist in.rt;inee, the exorcise of the [lower by tin' Local GoA'crnincnt is 
made; snl)j(.‘ot to the. pnnions sanction of tin; Governoi (n'lieral in Council, 
this limitation it is inli'nded to siicuro for the proposal lull euusideratioii from 
more th,an one yioint of \ie\v.” 

The Motion amis jmt and agreed (o. 

The llon’hle Alu. (,)i) inton .also introdneed the Bill. 

Tlie Hon’hle AIii. Q,i:inton also moved that the B.ill .and Statement of 
Ohj(;ets and R iu? islu'-.i in ih(‘ (iazc.l'n; of h/dio, and in the North- 

Wmtern Pracinces a,id- Ordh (Jonmi i,ir,d (Jtfztkie in linglisli and in such 
other languages as tlie Local Governine-ut might think tit.

■ogardiug tlie, standards of e.vaininaf ion for Eiirojx'an tinrl Eiim.sian seliools, 
ixeept in the ca.so of tlie linal standard for high schools. It was observed:— 

The University Enlnnic.o ]-lx!imin!i1 ion is iulinittodly not a j)ro])er standard for seliools 
f this class, and tin'(rovenmicmt of Iinlia direct that it lx* excbidcd from (be schedule' fif 
tandards of examination and fr.-ni Artii-1<! :i7 of the Uiilos.

(Tovornment of India wisli to sec iiiqiarted lo tlie class of lads ou 
dioso behalf tlie (lovernment is (;onteinplal ing addilional ('X[)(‘iidil lire of 
uhlio funds, thinks that eonsidi'rahle woiglit allaehes lo (ho arguments now 
tlduet^d. Jlis Exeellency in Council has accordingly dclcrniiiicd to include 
1 the schedule of standards for high s(!hools, as an allerualive final Staud- 
rd A, the University Aratriculation Examination supplcmenfcd so as to 
qualizc it with the standard prescribed in the former llcsolulion, which 
ill now hccomc Standard IL The snhjecds which it has been decidial to 
reserihe, urnha' the alternative Standard A, in supplmnent of those ri!(|uived 
y the Univ('rsity Matriculation Examination, are shown in the amended 
diedule attached to this Resolution. 

3. His Exeellency in Conneil has hocm further pleasial to make certain 
Loditieations in Article 27 of the Code r(!garding the payment of inslruetion 
rants to managers of schools for pupils passing the linal exuniiiiation by 
ther standard as now prescribed.

Prom the 28rd to the 80tb mile the eouutry i.s rough and uneultiv'ated, 
and a good many nullalis luive to be crossed. 

l'’rom tbe .81si to tbe lOlb mile the line again runs Ibrongb Hat riec land, 
and the work yvill be light. 

On tbe list mile tbe Sangor nullah will have to be cros.scd l)y a bridge 
of three' (>0-ieet spans. The ap[)roximate height of the line on this mile is abemt 
1,200 loot above sea level, and tbeeoiuitry tlieuec rises abruptly to an elevation, 
ot about 2,000 b^et at mile bo. Tbe Mykal range', wbieb borelens tbe Bewab 
plateau must be eros.seel at Jvusumkbcra, wbie*b is 800 feet lower than the 
adjacent bills. Kusumkbera is, however, but 7-^ miles distant in a straight line 
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from the foot of the ascent on the 41st mile, thus necessitating a rise of 6C feet 
per mile. 


If tlio contour of the hills bo followed, the grade might bo Iccpt down to 
1 in 100 or lighter, but this of course could bo done only at the expense of 
extra mileage. 

On this ghat ascent the work will bo heavy. Some 6 spans of GO feet are 
required to cross tlie numerous nullahs, besides smaller bridges. Prom the 
63rd mile the work will be much lighter, rise averaging 1 in 132 for the next 
8 miles till the line reaches the watershed ridge at the Gist mile. 

The country now falls steadily towards Sohagpore, the descent being 426 
feet in about 30 miles; the grade in the first 4.j miles is 1 in 150, and of 
the remaining portions the grades arc 1 in 400 and 1 in 650. 

Prom the 63rd to the 76th mile the line will run along the watershed 
between the Tipan and Alan rivers, and the work will be very light. 

In the 77th mile the lino crosses the Tipan just above its junction with the 
Alan. It continues on the north-cast bank of the Tip.an to the 92nd mile, 
W’herc it re-crosses that river by a bridge of G spans of 60 feet on good rock 
foundation. This line involves less bridging than one keeping on the south¬ 
west bank of the Tipan crossing the Alan on the 7Gth mile, as there are 
many nullahs running down from the hills on the west. Prom the 93i*d mile 
on to near Sohagpore (120 miles) the country is slightly undulating and 
rather loss cultivated. On the 110th mile the Serpa river requires a bridge of 
four GO feet spans on excellent foundations.

The minor bridging has not been estimated in detail, but it will i)robably 
be heavy compared with other items of construction. 

Almost directly after leaving Sohagpore the line will cross the IMoorna 
Scetinii II, nnllali by 4 spans of 40 feet, and three 

Soii!ifrporo to Kiitui. i.ctiKth, 7fii miioa. miles further on the llasai’nullali wilh 4 

spans of 20 feet. At 12.} miles from Sohn^porc the crest of thft Moorcha Pass 
is reached. The descent for 3^ miles will not exceed 1 in 123, and in no part 
does it appear probable that it need be greater than 1 in 100. Pairly easy 
curves are obtainable, and the average bank and cutting through the Pass 
may be taken at 6 feet,

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From tlic 16tli to the 20th mile at Pali there is swampy ground. The 
average height of bank over this may be taken at 4 feet. And the major 
bridging will include 2 spans of 40 and 3 of 20 feet. 

From the 20th to the 32nd mile (Karheli) not more than feet of bank 
is needed, except at the approaches to culverts. For the next 6 miles the 
line passes over pi’actically level plain to Kalesar (38^), the first half being 
covered with jungle, and the second being rich black cotton soil. The bank 
will average some 2 feet only. The first stream met with is the Johilla river, 
requiring at least 6 spans of 60 feet each; its bed is stony and firm. 

A coal-field prospected by Mr. Hughes, of the Geological Survey Depart¬ 
ment in 1882, lies near this river, and to work it, it would seem desirable to 
construct a-branch line 3 miles long leaving the main lino on the west bank 
of the Johilla. A short distance beyond the Johilla the line has also to cross 
the Goorehatt nullah (three GO-feet spans) and further on the Dongahar nullah 
by one 40 feet span. 

Around the villages Umaria and Kalesar lies another valuable coal¬ 
field, which might readily be opened out as soon as this Railway is con¬ 
structed. 


From tlic 40th to the 43rd mile the country is very rough, and an average 
of 8 feet of bank or cutting is provided for, and two nullahs have to be crossed 
probably by bridges of 3 spans 40 and 1 si^an GO feet. 

From 43rd to 53rd mile there is a tolerably even plain, with a falling 
grade of 1 in 211, requiring no major bridges and but two feet of bank on 
the average. 

At the 63rd mile the Mahanuddi is reached, and a very good crossing for 
this large river has been found. 

'' Ucyond the Mahanuddi the line passes out of the E-ewah State, and 
continues descending with a low bank and only three or four small bridgcis 
(40 feet span) to llupondh, where there is good ground for a crossing station 
on the G4th mile. 


Another 13 miles and Katni on the East Indian Railway is reached, the 
last lengtli entailing only light bank, from 1 to 3 feet high, and 5 bridges vary¬ 
ing from 30 to 120 feet of waterway apiece in small spans. 

Tlic junction with the East Indian Railway is at the south-east end of 
the present station, and will bo by a curve of 1,850 feet radius.

At Juhhulpore its cost will he about Tbs. 8-7-0 per ton, and at the junction 
with the Dhoj)al-.Ihansi Railway it can he delivered at Rs. 12 per ton. 

The sinking of a shaft at IJmai'ia, and borings in other places, are in pro¬ 
gress. 

The line may in faet hcrcgardcvl ns essentially a “ mineral” one, in addition 
to any other advantages it may ]iossi'ss.

to coal for the north and north-west, this R,aiL\vtiy will carry in ordinary tim** 
much grain from the Ccrntral Provinces to Ui)pcr India, and its valiui in time 
of scarcity in any portion of the North-AVest Provinces, west of the Punjab, 
Avill be very great. 


On the Bilaspore-Sohagpore Section tho total amount of goods ^-arric'd 
along the route at present in both directions is said to lx*. 30 tons daily for six 
months in the year only, but the pilgrims passing through towards Poorce 
are about 200,000 per annum. 

On the second Section, it is stated, that the total traffic from the Sohagpore- 
Dmaria district to Katni docs not at present average more than 300 tons 2 >cr 
month. 


Ri(!0 is the bulkiest of the exports from Soliagpnrc and South Rcv^■ah gen¬ 
erally ; then oil-seeds, millets, ghee and forest produce. 

The local traffic j)i’ospcets on the Section from Katni to Saugor arc much 
more checi’ing, a hirgo quantity of produce that now comes to Katni direct from 
Pannah will doubtless take rail at Danqjh; or near that place. The actual 
weight of goods, how'ov'or, has not been estimated. 

Prom Damoh to Saugor the country is particularly open and fertile, grain 
cultivation being unbroken from Damoh to the Suuar river, and from tho Bara- 
pani hills to Saugor.

The approximate; lieight of tlu; line on this mile is about 
1,200 feet above s('a lev(‘l, aiifl tho count ry tlunico rises abruptly ti) nn elevation 
ot about 2,000 feet at mile 55. 'flio Myknl range which borders the llew'ah 
plateau must be eiaissed at .Rusuiukhcra, which is 300 feet low er than the 
adjacent hills. Kusuiukhera is, however, but 7 a miles distant in a straight line 
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from the foot of the ascent on the 41st mile, thus necessitating a rise of 60 feet 
per mile. 

If the contour of the liills he followed, the grade might he kept down to 
1 in 100 or lighter, but this of course could bo done only at the expense of 
extra mileage. 

On this ghA,t ascent the work will bo heavy. Some 6 spans of GO feet are 
required to cross the numerous nullahs, bcsid(;s smaller bridges, Prom the 
63rd mile the work will be much lighter, rise av(;raging 1 in 132 for the next 
8 miles till the line reaches the watershed ridge at the Gist mile. 

The country now falls steadily towards Sohagporo, tlu! descent being 425 
feet in about 30 miles; the grade in the first 4.^ miles is 1 in 150, and of 
the remaining portions the grades arc 1 in 400 and 1 in 550. 

Prom the 63rd to the 76th mile the lino will run along the watershed 
between the Tipan and Alan rivers, and the work will bo very light. 

In the 77th mile the lino crosses the Tipan just above its junction with the 
Alan. It continues on the north-east bank of the Tipan to the 92nd mile, 
W'herc it ro-crosscs that river by a bridge of 6 spans of 60 feet on good rock 
foundation. This line involves less bridging than one keeping on the south¬ 
west bank of the Tipan crossing the Alan on the 7Gth mile, as there arc 
many nullahs running down from the hills on the nest. Prom the 93rd mile, 
on to near Sohagporo (120 miles) the country is slightly undulating and 
rather loss cultivated. On the 110th mile the Serpa river requires a bridge of 
four 60 feet spans on excellent foundations.

The minor bridging has not been estimated in detail, but it will ijrobably 
be heavy compared with other items of construction. 

Almost directly after leaving Sohagporc the lino will cross the IMoorna 
Sprtinn II. nullah by 1 spans of 40 feet, and three 

Sohaffnoro to Ktttui. Length, vci iniica. niilcs fiirtliev on tlic Basar nullali with 4 

spans of 20 feet. At 12^ miles from Sohagporo the crest of tliA Moortdia Pass 
is reached. The descent for 3-^- miles will n(#t''ex(reed 1 in 123, and in no part 
does it appear probable that it need be greater than 1 in 100. Pairly easy 
curves are obtainable, and the average bank and cutting tbrougb the Puss 
may be taken at G feet,

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From the 16th to the 20th mile at Pali there is swampy ground. The 
average height of bank over this may be taken at 4 feet. And the major 
bridging will include 2 spans of 40 and 3 of 20 feet. 

From the 20th to the 32nd mile (Karheli) not more than foot of bank 
is needed, except at the apyjroachcs to culverts. For the next 6 miles the 
line passes over practically level plain to Kalcsar (38^), the first half being 
covered with jungle, and the second being rich black cotton soil. The hank 
will average some 2 feet only. The first stream met with is the Johilla river, 
requiring at least 6 spans of 60 foot each; its h(;d is stony and firm. 

A coal-field pro.spccted by Mr. Hughes, of the Geological Survey Depart¬ 
ment in 1882, lies near this river, and to work it, it ■would seem desirable to 
construct q branch line 3 miles long hsaving the main lino on the west bank 
of the Johilla. A short distance beyond the Johilla the line has also to cross 
the Goondiatt nullah (three GO-feot spans) and further on the Dongahar nullah 
by one 40 feet span. 

Around the villages Umaria and Kalcsar lies another valuable coal¬ 
field, which might readily ho opened out as soon as this Railway is con¬ 
structed. 


From the 40th to 1,ho 43rd mile the country is v.ery rough, and an average 
of 8 feet of bank or cutting is provided for, and two nullahs have to be crossed 
probably by bridges of 3 spans 40 and 1 S 2 )an GO feet. 

From 43rd to 63rd mile there is a tolerably even plain, with a falling 
grade of 1 in 211, requiring no major biddgos and but two feet of bank on 
the average. 

At the 63rd mile the Mahanuddi is reached, and a very good crossing for 
this largo river has been found. 

^ Beyond the Mahanuddi the lino passes out of the Revvah State, and 
continues descending with a low bajik and only three or four small bridges 
(40 feet span) to Itupondh, whore there is good ground for a crossing station 
on the Ckh mile. 


Another 13 miles and Katni on the East Indian Railway is reached, the 
last length entailing only light bank, from 1 to 3 feet high, and 5 bridges vary¬ 
ing from 30 to 120 feet of waterway apiece in small spans. 

The junction with the East Indian Railway is at the south-east end of 
the present station, and will bo by a curve of 1,850 feet radius.

The heaviest works aro in crossing tlio scvoi’al rangers of hills, notably the 
Mykal range from Belaspore into the Rowah plateau ; the M(X)rclia Pass in the 
ridge between the districts of Sohagporoand Singwara; and the Bharair range 
on the boundary of the Paniuih &ltate. 

The large rivers that have to ho crossed are but few in number, viz., the 
Tipan (6 of 00 feet), the Johilla (5 of 00), tlie Mahanuddi (3 of 95), the Patna 
(5. of 40 feet), the Bearini (15 spans of 00 feet), the Koopra ((5 of 60 feet), the 
Sunar (9 of ^), and theUussan (8 of lUO), at all of which first class foundations 
are met wltli. 

Good building stone can bo found within easy distance along the whole 
line. Kunker nodules.pf a variety whicli gives a moderately hydraulic lime 
arc found in abundance near most of tluj large rivers. 

The stone lime of Katni is i-cnowiied and is largely exported for use oven 
as far olf as Calcutta, and it is also procurable in scv(‘ral other localiti(?s, but 
kunker lime will be mainly used for the construction of the Hue. 

Fuel is plcntful, but it is not expected that much timber fit for conversion 
into sloej^ers will be procured locally, excei)tinthe jungles of the Bhairar range, 
where saj and teak is plentiful. 

Ballast materials of first class quality can be found near tho lino from one 
end to the other. 

Brick earth for tiles or soorkco is also abundant. 

Excellent iron ore and stone lime aro to be found in the neighbourhood 
of Katni, and in the Jubbulporo District generally. 

Mr. Molesworth, the. Consulting Engineer to tho Government of India,

It would then take a more northerly direction to reach a good crossing at the 
22nd and 23rd mile in the ridge of hills forming the watershed between the 
Dussan and the Narain river, a tributary of the Betwa. 

About the 30th mile the Narain has to be crossed, and continuing on over 
a fairly easy country, a junction would be made with the projected liailway 
from Bhopal to Jhausi at or near Etawah on the 43rd mile. As yet no levels 
have been taken along this last Section of the proposed line.

STATIiMKNT OP OB.IECTS AND REASONS. 

Artkt.e 12, Schedule 1, of the Cmiil-fecs .Act, VII of 1870, provides, among other 
matters, for fhe levy of a fee of two jicr cent, on the amount or value of the projiorty in 
respect of which a ccrlifleate is granted under Act XXVll of IbfiO. The following note is 
apjiendcd to fhe article:— • 

“'Dio jiorson to whom any such certificate is granted, or his I’cjiresent.ative, shall, after the 
cxjiiratiou of fwclve monihs from the date of such ccrliHeate, and thereafter whenever the Court 
granting such cerlilicate roijnires him so to do, file a statement on oath of all monies recovered 
or realized by him under such certilh ate. 

“ If the monies so recoitercd or realized ox<'eed the amount, of debts or other property as 
sworn to by the penson to whom fhe cerlilicate is grantcil, the t'ourt may cancel the same, and 
order such per,son to take out a fresh eertilieatc!, and pay the fee prescribed by this schedule for 
such excess. 

“In default of filing such sfatement within the time allowed, the Court may eaucel the 
certificate.” 

2. In Iho course of the discussions in the Tjcgislative (’onneil whieh preceded the passing 
of the Probate and Administration Aet, V of lSsil, a proposal was made by Air. Pitt Kennedy 
that Act XXVll of ISliO and the (tonrt-fees Aet sliould be amended so as to re([nire, from any 
one obtaining a certificate under the former Aet for tin' recovery of any^ portion of tlie estate of 
a deceased j>erson, payment of a court-ree at the rate of two ]ier cent, on the entire value of the 
estate. 

3. A circular was thereupon addressed to E' cal Governments calling for opinions on this 
proposal. 

The rcidics received show that the weight of authority is altogether against its adoption ; 
but many of them call attention to the fact, already more than once brought to the notice oftho 
Government of India, that the reiiuirements of tlie n.iti; in the Gourt-fees Aet a!)ove referred 
to are as a rule neglected or evaded ; tliat jiersons taking out eertitieates do not file the state¬ 
ments required by it, that the Courts have no ]>roi>er means of e(pmpelling them to do so, and 
that large amounts of debts are thus <Mlleeteil under eerlilicatcs olpta.iiioil for trilling'sums. 

4. Various suggestions have bi'cn made for enforcing corapliauei; with the jwovisions of 
(he note; but it appears to the (lovernnicnt of 1 iidia that there are olijeeti-ms ti) any device for 
securing the fee which involves the imposition on tlie [kusou obtaining the certificate of a 
duty to be jierformed after be has obtained t.lie cerlilicate. 

The great mxss of the people wbo take out eertifieal.es are so indolent or careb .ss or nu- 
intelligent, that there is little hope of gelling them to comply with the provisions of sueh a law; 
and the eonsequenee istbaljif it i n it, allowed to remain a dead-letter, as (be jiresent. law 
has been, public oilicers will be constantly <-ompidled to inlliet ]ienalties on large numbers of 
])crsous, many of wboin have been guilty of no deliberate wrong. 

5. The simple plan, as it .seems to (be Government of India, is that alreialy adopted with¬ 

out any warrant of law by some of the oilicers consulted, namely, to require each applicant for 
a eerlilieato to tile with Ids application a schedule of the debts in resjieet of which the certifi¬ 
cate is re(|uired, and to amend .\ct \\\ 11 of so as to make the certificate good only for 

(be debts entered in (be schedule, at llic same lime allowing the ccrtilie.'itc-luddcr, if be after¬ 
wards finds (bat he ui'eds a certilicate for other delits, to ohtain an cxteuslm of the certificate 
on liayiiig the additional duty, and (if the Court requires him to do so) giving additional 
seuurily. 

(5. Theonly oh ji'etion (hat has been taken to this arrangement is (hat t ikeii hy the Calcutta 
High Court in their lugi.sirar’s letter No. .54, datod lOlh January, ISstl, printed in pajwir 
No. 20 to (he (smrt-fcis Bill. They fear that “ impnqier use” might he made of the 
scbcduli'“ by frauduhmt delitors whose debts were not in (he knowdedge of the upplieaiit at 
the time [be filed the schedule], or in some way ]irejudiee might arise.” 

Now, (here is little douht that a fraudulent debt ir would take (he point referred to, and 
that he would Iheivliy put the certilleale-holdcr to the troulile of cxi>laiuiug his omission to/ 
cnt(>r (he debt in his original Kidicdule; hut there would lie no great hardshiji in ihi.s, and there 
would, on the other hand, he a certain eoinpensaling advantage, inasmui-has (as observed in one 
of the rejilies to the circular) the fear of this would stimulate iipplicauls for eertilieatf s to be 
careful in emnjiiling their schedules. 

7. Assuming that the law is to be amended in the manner jirojiosed, a further question 
arises as to w bat debts the applicant fur a certificate should be bound to include in his applica¬ 
tion. Should he be bound to include— 

(a) all debts known to him to be outstanding, including those which could be realised 
equally well without a certificate; or . 
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(5) only those debts which he chooses to include, because ho believes he cannot realise 
them without a cortiiicatc ? • 

The former, it is believed, would be more in accordance with the views of those who framed 
the existing law; but it appears to the Governor General in Council that it would he sufficient 
to adopt the see id mode of valuation and allow the applicant to take out a certiliciLte in respect 
of such debts only as he thinks lit. No doubt, a larffcr revenue mifjht be obtained by insisting 
on the other mode of vahuition ; but it is a|)[>ioheiuh‘d, having regard to the class of people 
who take out these certificates, that any syst(>m I’cipiiring the ajiplieaiit to give a com])lnte list 
of debts would, if it W’as to be thoroughly enforced, in'cessitato proc<‘cdings of an iiujuisitorial 
nature for which no sufficient machinery exists and which it would not be worth while to 
undertake for the sake of the additional revenue to be obtained. 

8. The rule which it is now proposed to lay down, while it dispenses with all proceidings 
of an inquisitorial or penal nature, may reasonably be exjiceted to lead to some incrcjase of the 
revenue under this head, inasmuch as, the certificate being exjircssly limited in its operation to 
the debts specified in it, the necessity of including in it all debts exwpt lhc.se due from jiersons 
etanding in some peculiarly friendly or conlidential relation will bo brought home to tin* nppli> 
cants, and debtors will probably become alive to the risk they run in jiayiiig a debt which is 
omitted from it. 

The {ulditiotial revenue realized will not, as just observed, be as largo a.s if the alternative 
mode of valuation wore adopted, hut this is a result which, for the reason already stated, the 
Government is prejiared to accept. 

9. 'I’lie jircsent liill has been prepared for the purpose of carrj ing out the above views. 
The effi'ct of it, if it becomes law, will be that (‘very a])plicant for a certificate under Act XXVIl 
of ISliO will lie rc<iuired to state in his ajqilic.ation the debts in respect of which he desires tlie 
certificate. It will bo in his oplioti to include what debts he ]ileases. He will pay duty only 
in respect of the debts whuh he elects to include, and the ojieration of the certificate will bo 
limited to those debts. If he subseqiionlly desire's to include other debts. In- can have the ccr- 
tificiite extended to tiu;m on jiaying tho additional duty. The note jippended to :irlicle 12 of 
the schedule to the Gonrt-fecs A<‘t will not ajiply to him. l''or the rest, the amcndinents made 
by the Bill in Act XW'Il of IbSO and in the I’robatc .md Administnvtion Act, ISSl, are of an 
unimportant nature, and merely such as are nciJessitated by the above alienations in the 
substance of the law.

STATKMENT OP OHJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tiir existing law respecting the constitnlion and functions of di-trict committees in the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh is contained in Acts 111 and IV of 1878. T hos<i Acts, 
while directing the Local Government to make allotments for local purposcsio each district 
from the rates levied under them, yet enable the Government to appro|(ii;ite for the benclit 
generally of the North-Western Provinces or Oudli, as the ease may bo, tlie balances of such 
allotments remaining unexpended in each district at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in local liuancial administration. 

2. They also, while e.stablishing committees for the propose of determininghow allotments 
shall be applied, and of supervising and controlling such allotments, lea,vc the appointment of 
these committees and the dclinition of their funetierns and authority altogether in the hands 
of the Lienteuant-Governor or Chief Commissioner. 

.‘1. In accord.ancc with the pro[)o.sals for the extcnsif)n cf local self-government enunciated 
by the Government of the Nortli-Wcstcrn Proviiuics and Oudh in its resolution of .5th Dccvuii- 
ber, 1883, fresh legislation is now necessary in order to constit ute. local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to imiMisc upon district boards more extensive duties and coiifiM- upon them greater linam !al 
and administrative independence. 

4. AVith this object the Hill has been drawn up. It has been dr.afli'd on lines laid down by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most exjtcricnccd otiicers and with non-eliieial 
gentlemen throughout the provinces most competent to give advice on the subject. Its principal 
provisions are as follows. 

5. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitnlion of local bodies in each district. 

fi. The Local Governnient is empowered by section 3 to divido every district inttj sub- 
districts, excluding military cantonments and municipalities. 

7. Eor each sub-district there will be established a local board, and for each district a 
district board. 

b. The district hoard will ordinarily consist of the aggregate members of the local hoards, 
but power is reserved to Government to dWef that it shall consist only of dcif gales eho.-icn from 
the local boards to meet cases wluu'e the ttnal number of members of local boards would 
constitute too large a body for the etlieieut transaction of business. 

9. The qualifications for members of the local Ijoards are contained in section 5, and sneh 
members must he eh’cted, excejrf. in case of onc-fourth of the board, who may be nominated by 
the G-overnment. This principle of nomination has been already aeceidcd by the t5)uricil in 
the Central Provinces Local Self-government Act. The electoral body may bo constituted 
either by nomination of the electors*by the Ijocal Government or accordimr to rules which 
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10. Provisions arc next made for the term of offiee of members of the board, for their 
resif^nation, removal, for tilling lip eaanal vacancies amonjj them, for the incorporation of the 
district hoards, and for lixing a lime for their coining into existmice. 

11. Sections 13 to &0 deal with the aj»pi)intment of chairmen and vice-chairmen of dis¬ 
trict and local hoards. Doth may elect vice-chairmen. Local hoards may elect their own chair¬ 
man, and district hoards must, within a certain time after coming into cxi.stence, decide at a’ 
siHJcial meeting whether they will elect their chairman or leave the appointment to be made 
by the Ijocal (jovcnimejit. 

li. 'I'luisi'provisions are mainly in accordance with the views elicited at public meetings 
held throughout the North-AVestern Provinces and Oudh, with the recommendations of the 
jirovineial committee, and thi> opinion of His Honour the Ijieuteiiant-doveruor that for 
a time at least, unless there he a strong expression of [Hijndar feeding to the contrary, it is 
expedient that the di.-triet otiiecr should he chairman of the district hoard. 

13. Th(! diilii's of district, hoards arc enumerated in section Zi. Among these is the 
manageiivnt of ferries nnule over to them by (Jovernmont. The Northern India Ferries Act 
vests the immediate superintendence of every ])uhlic ferry in tin* "Magistrate or some other ollieer 
duly appointed, cxei'pt wtu're the fiocal (lovernment makes over the sn])erintendenee of a ferry 
Bitualed within municipal limits to a. muniei]iality. Section CO of the llill adds a section to the 
Is'orlheni India Ferries .Act, giving corresponding powers to make over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to ilislrict hoards. 

14. Sections :i3 and 2t dtdino tin? ndations.between district, and local hoards, and the eon- 
tnd to he exercised by the former. The smaller is to lx* the agent of the larger body, which 
may reverse or vary any orders of a local hoard w ithin the district under certain conditions 
laid down. 

1.5. Section :25 gives power to dist.rict bo.ards to ajipoinfc joint committees for any pur¬ 
pose, such as a tong line of eoinnumieation, in whhdi they may he jointly inti-rested. 

Sections ii'i to .‘10 lay down gtsneral rules for the conduct, of business, and provide 
for the views of departinent.al ollicers <m subjects coiineeted with their dejiartnients being 
brought l)eroro tin* district hoard by t lii>.su oflicers in pcr.son, as well as for the record of the 
resohitions of the board aiul the coinniuiiieation of them to the Alagistrato of the district 
within 10 days. 

17. Sections 32 and 3.‘5 enable the district board, subject to general or special orders of the 
Local (iovernment, to appoint such ollicers and servants as aro necessary for the proper dis¬ 
charge of its duties, and to appoint as secretary one of its memhers, or, with the sanction of the 
Commissioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on the i>ower of appointment are made, as it is lU'cessary that certain 
oflicers of the jiroviiicial est.ahlishments employed in tho deparfincuts made over to the 
board should he taken ov(*r ; and as much of the routine work will he in tin* hands of the 
Hceretarv, it. is <h*sira.l»lc that., when a salary is attached to that otlico, there should bo sumo 
guarantee that an incapable man is not appointed. 

IS. Si'<*lion ,35 estahlishos a district fund, which shall he at the disposal of the district 
boanl for the disi'harge of its duties under the Hill. 

The jirinc.ipal items will consist of tho allotments from lo<*al rates prescribed by Acts 
III and I V of 1878, and of assignments from provincial revenues; but various potty sources of 
income aro also made over, and it is expecti'd that the closer supervision to he hoped for from 
the local hoards w ill develop them to a con.siUerable e.xtent. 

H). 'riu* subject, of control by tho Executive is dealt w’ith in seetion.s 3.S-1.5. The powers 
conferred aro almost identical with those in tho Central Provinces Ijoeal >Self-govcrnmont Act, 
w'ith the addition that authority has bc(>n given to the Commissioner to suspend, and to the 
Li*cal (Sovernment to ve.seind, any single act, order or rc'solutiou of the board that is in excess 
of its powers. 

It is eonsitliTcil advisable that (rovornmi'ut should have this pow*or, to bo exercised in 
cases where it might think it undesirable to resort to the heroic nmiody of supersession. 

20. Section 1.5 gives )>owcr to the Local Government to make forms and rules eonsistont 
with the Act. These are much the same as tho corresponding* 2 >owors in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Sc^etions 50, 51 and 52 deal with those oxeoptional loe.alitics to which tho whole or 
some of the provisions td' this Act m.ay bo deemed unsuit aide.

STATEAIENT OP OH.TECTS AND REASONS. 

MnNirir.u,Committees in the North-AVestern Provinces and Oudh are at present con¬ 
stituted and f'uided in the execution of their functions by Act XV, ]87.’5, the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh Aliinicipalities Act of tliat year. 

That Act <;ives jileiiary powers to the fjocal Government to appoint ordinary and ex officio 
members of municipal committees. It leaves to the Local Government to determino absolutely 
whclTicr ill any municipality of the united provinces members shill be elected or not, and 
it confers iiism it the power of aiipointiiig ex officio members to the extent of one-third of the 
total number of the committee, a power very {jcnerally acted on. 

2. The manner of election, where elections are allowed, is under tho Act rcf»nlated solely 
by the Iiocal Government without reference to the parties most concerned, and casual vacancies 
are filled up by direct appointment by tho same .authority, or are not tilled up at all. 

. 3 . The L(K-al Government may also appoint the jircsidentand vice-prosidents of all com¬ 
mittees, and may iiiiconditionally cancel, suspend or limit any of tho proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules of the committees and abolish any tax imjiosed by them. 

4. Section 31. of tho Act further imposes on a municipality without any restriction the 
obligation of j>roviding for the maintenance of a poliec-cstablishmcnt, the effect of which has 
frequently lH>cn to throw on municipalities a large portion of the charge for pdiee kept up for 
the prevention and detection of crime and tho apprehension of offenders against the get'eral 
law of the land. 

.a. These provisions arc inconsistent with tho proposals for the extension of local self- 
government enunciated by the Government of the North-Western I’rovinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated 5th December, 1882. 

6. The present Rill has lioen drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro¬ 
posals into effect, put forwanl after i-onsultation with the most exiieriencod oflicers of the provin¬ 
ces, with the members of existing municipal committees and numerous non-official gentlemen. 

7. Except in the provisions necessary to canry out the object above specified and in the 

arrangement of chapters and sections, the Rdl follAmn aIao..!.. -■"r—• • > ■ 
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8. Chapt« I contains the nsnal preliminary matter, and prescribes the coarse to be fol¬ 
lowed when it is intended to introdnce the Act into any lo<^ area for the first time, or into 
existing municipaliiies. 

9. Chapter II deals with the organisation of municipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and of a certain proportion of nominated members, nut to exceed one-fourth of the whole. 

The principle of nomination has been already accepted in the Central Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determining the system of representation and election, the 
Local Government is required by sections 8 and 9 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leaves the election of their own chairmen to municipal boards, with the 
exception of such municipalities as the Local Government may, from time to time, by 
notification, exempt from the operation of this section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant to meet cases where an officer of Government must remain 
chairman, at least for a pcM-iod, either in ordt>r that he may have time to transfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a non-oflicial successor, or for lack of a qualified non- 
official to deal with special circumstances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 24 contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enabling municipal boards 
to appoint joint committees for any purpose in which they may be jointly interested. 

13. Power to appoint oifioers and servants neccs-ary for the i)crformance of its duties 
is given to the hoard by sect ions 3.3 and 31, and the aiipointment of an ollicer of Government 
or of an outsider as secretary is made subject to the sanciion of the Coinjiiissioner. It is ob¬ 
viously impossible to allow boards to a])point to such office (lovcrnmcnt servants against the 
wish of Government, and it is ncccssiry to take some guarantee agaimst the aj)i)ointment of an 
incapable man .as paid secretary; c-pccially with a non-otfieial chairman the otiico of secretary 
to the niuuicipal board will be one of great importance. 

11. Chapter III, on t.axation, varies but little from the existing Act. 

15. Chapter IV, on the powers and duties of the boards, groups together all the duties of 
the boards in what is thought to bo the ; ■ dor of ibeir obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
the existing Act as regards nuisaiiecs. 

10. Chapter V deals with the subject of control. The pro\isions are similar to those of 
the Centr.al t*rovinc(‘s Local Self-government Act, withtlie ext*cption that tin* Commissioner 
may at once suspend, and the Tjocal Government rescind, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is manifestly in excess of its j)owcrs. 

This authority is given to pnnide for <’ascs which may not bo of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section (10 empiwvers the Local Government to frame forms and make rules oncer- 
tain matb'rs therein specified. 

IS. Chapter VT contains misccllanoous provisions as regards the conduct of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, aetpiisiticm of land, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local Government to exempt from the provisions of theT^Ch 
regarding election municipalities to whicli it considers su<d> provisions to he unsuited, and, with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General in Couireil, to withdiaw from the operation of 
this Act, or of the North-Western Provinces and Ondh Municipalities Act of IsTd, any local 
area to which »‘ither of those Acts may have been applied. 

This latter jKiwer is deemed necessary, as eases sometimes oeeur where a mnnieijrality has 
been established in a jdaee which experience j)rovcs to be unfit for municipal institutions, or 
where change of circumstances may have rendered .such institutions: unsuitable, and it would 
be improper in such eases to insist on the Act reiuaining in force for ever. At tlie same 
time, the power is one which should be exercised with great eaut ion, as it is a more serions 
matter to withdraw a pri\il(«gp once eonfenxsl tliau to withhold it in the first instance; 
and the Local Governin<‘nt lias therefore boon debarn-d from acting on the section unless with 
the previous sanction of the Govcimor General in Council.

NOllTH-AVESTEIlN PROVINCES ANH OUDH LOCAL BOARDS 

BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mii. Quinton moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
for the constitution of Local Boards in the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He said :—. 

“ My Lord,—I have the honour to move for leave to introdueo a Bill to 
provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district of the North- 
Western Provim;es and Oudh, to admini.ster the exi)eiwliturc. of that portion 
of the rates h'vied on land Avhich is applieahlo to hx^al purposes in that 
district, and of tlie income accruing: from <;ertain other sources of revenue 
which may from tiimi to time be made applicable to like pui'poses. 

“ The object of the Bill is to give ctTect to the vieivs of the Government of 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh on the suhjcxit of local self-govern¬ 
ment as enunciated in the Resolution of that Government, dated Lucknow, 
6th December, 1.S82, and published, together with the letter of the Home De¬ 
partment conveying thc! general approval of the Governnumt of India of Sir 
Alfred Lyall’s proposals, in thc Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ The law at present in force in the North-Western Proinnces and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully carried out. The levy of rates 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts HI and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the proportions in which thc rates levied muhw them are to be 
allotted by the Local Government to each district and direct thc appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting m determining how the allot¬ 
ments shall be applied, and in thc supervision and control of the expenditure of 
such allotments; but they leave the appointment of the district committees and 
the definition of tlu'ir functions and authority altogether in the hands of the 
Local Government; they allow of thc numlxT of members of each committee 
being so small as six, and of half evin of this small number being Government 
oflicers; and they enable the liQcal Government to divert to general proiuncial 
objects all balances of the aimual allotments remaining unexpended at the 
close of each year. 
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The duty, therefore, devolvps on me of asking from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the Resolu¬ 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which the proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on whi<;h I need not dwell, as there M'ill be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in Committee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the llesolution. 

“ Those proposals have been the subjc'ct of long and careful deliberation 
witli the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of last y<^ar, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Chief Commissioner, District and Divisional Officers put them¬ 
selves in communication with the leading non-official gentlemen of their re¬ 
spective charges, including the members of municipal and district committees. 
Meetings wore lield at tahsfls by Collectors or tlu;ir Assistants, and at head¬ 
quarter stations by Commissioners. The points on w'hich the Government 
wished for information were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of ..the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Lieutenant- 
Governor convened a large (jommittee at Naini Tal, presided over by the 
Senior Member of the Board of llevenuc, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Police 
and Educational Departnnnits, two officers of the Secretariat, one of whom— 
Mr. Woodhurn—had been a Deputy Commissioner of long c.xiiericnee and 
great etfieiency in Oudh, and four distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
-—the Hon’hle Baja Siva Prasad, .a Member of this Council. 

"To this Committee were referred for consideration and report the Reso¬ 
lutions of the Government of India on the subject of local self-government 
and the orders of the Local Government on the subject of those llesolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to wbicli I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying such provisions of Acts III and IVof 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as seemed primd facie ajiplicable to the new arrangements. 

" The report of this Committee is dated the 30tb September, and its labours 
are thus chaivuderiscd by the Lo(!al Government;— 

' To this ConimitU*e Sir .\lfr(!d Lyall is immh indohted for clear and well-reasoncd 
conclusions upon all the principal rnattors referred for (Iclilxiration, espficiully upon tlie methods 
adopted in the present circumstances of the country for carrying ont the [»oIicy of local self- 
government as detailed by His Kxcellency the Oovenior (Jeueral in Council.’ 

"Then followed the llesolution of the 5th D(icembor recorded hy the Local 
Governmemt, accepting, with certain modifications, most of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee. Bills were drafted to effect the necessary legislative 
changes, which, when finally ai)])rovcd of, were forwarded to the Government 
of India; but the Council towards the close of the Calcutta session was so 
much occupiiid with more pressing business, that there was no time available- 
for the oonsid(;ration of tbos('- raeasiu*os ; and I am only now in a position to 
introduce the Bills as revised by the Legislative Department. 

“ The North-Wfsiern Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already quotc'd sets forth, provides for iho constitution of local bodies, in 
supersession of the existing district committees, to administer the expenditure 
of that portion of the Kites levied on land which is applicable to local pur¬ 
poses in that district, and of tlie income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue Avhicli may, from time to time, be made apidicable to the purposes. 

" The first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boards. 

" Power is given by section 3 to the Local Government to divide, for the 
purpo-ses of the Act, each district into sub-districts, which ivill generally corre-/ 
spond with tahsils; and section 1 e.stiiblishes for each sub-district a local board 
having authority over that sub-distru-t, and for each district a district board 
having authority over the entire district (cantonments and municipalities 
excepted) ; Avhile sect ions 23 and 21 define the relations of local boards to 
district boards, and the mode in w'hich control by the former is to be exercised 
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by the latter. The arguments in favour of this arc stated by the Local Govern¬ 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Resolution of Decem¬ 
ber, 1882:— 

“ ‘But for the Provinces generally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite agrees with the argu¬ 
ments in favour of n)''king the area of each subonlinate board’s jurisdiction conterminous with 
a tahsfl; and this plan lias accordingly been adopted. On the one hand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, local wants, more regular attendance at board mootings, closer 
supervision over the departments under local management, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local w’orks, than is possible with a single district board meeting only at head¬ 
quarters. On the other hand, to make separate and indeiiendent units of local a<lministration 
within each district would tend to break up piecemeal the organisation of the di.strict; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious diffioulfy in the w'ay of, the constant 
exercise of central direction and control. For it must Ije iulinitt.ed that there is little or no 
prosjject of obtaining for sub-divisional boanls throughout the Provinces, or even in dilTcrcnt 
parts of many districts, an equal sLandanl, or anything like a level, of general intelligence and 
woi'king capacity. To set up all these boards as sejiarattj admiuistrat.ive bodies would be to ac¬ 
cept the risk of gi’cat and confusing variety in tlie results of (heir administration—a risk that 
would be greatest in the remote and backward tracts, where intelligence and cnc'rgy are of¬ 
ten most required, and where these qualities are of course-likely to be available on the spot. 
The business of settling matteis of finance and adjusting p»d)lic interests betw-ecn the several 
sub-divisiona! boards concerned in them would cause invich corresjiondence, and would lead 
to the multiplication of petty offices, with the jnobablc eonsec|neneo of wasting much money 
and time on establisliinents, and in the preparation, submi.ssion and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making a cculaal district, heard at* aggregato of the snb-divisional 
boards is, on the contrary, in many WM,ys favourable to tlje luljiistmcnt of the mutual n-'ations 
between the various subordinate boards and 1 etween them and the central hoard; while it 
appears to be the best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic administration 
of local affairs throughout the district. Moreover, upon no other system could the minor bodies 
generally rely upon scenriiig the membership of the leading men within their jnrisdictioB ; 
while lastly, the plan lias the gro.at advantage of reilucing to a minimum tlie ne<-essity 
for official superinteudenee and interfcreuco. If the sub-divisional boards were indep(*udent, 
the exjxidient of placing them in different classes for the )iurj>oso of graduating their powers 
according to the eirciirnstaiices and conditions of different parts of the Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning piohahly be unavoidable. But all such intermediate classifica¬ 
tions are apt to affect the simplicity of the hn ad grojindwork and fundamental principle of 
self-government; and rhe Lieutenant-Governor iiilin^ly prefers that the district hoard, which 
will bo by far the best judge of the claims and ea[)abilities of each seed ion of it.s own hotly, should 
delegate the projx-r degree of power and allot the lequisite amount of funds to each interior 
circle. It will he for the district hoard, as composed of members rejiresenting all parts of the 
district, to act, after full consultation, upon the system thus sketched out, and to draw up a 
Bclicme explaining the arrangements mtule for distributing thn work of local admiuistratioa 
to its various subordinate hoards, and adjusting their mutual relations.' 

“ I mny add that the talisil is in the North-Westovn Provinces the smallest 
unit of revenue-administration; that its area is rarely altered; that it is well 
known to all residents within it; and that it corresponds generally with Clio 
boundaries of the topographical division of the country known as parganas. 

“ The constitution of local bodies being thus provided for, the next step 
was to determine the method of appointing the momhers of tht'se l)oard.s. Sections 
6 and G lay down tl>e following hroad rules;—At lea.st throcvfourlhs of tlie 
members of each local board must bo ptuvsons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in tho sub-district, and must lie chosen 
hy election. Tho remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

** As to the mode of election. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in paragraphs 7 and 8 
of the Resolution:— 

‘ Whether, and to what extent or proportion, the membership of the ho.'n-ds should bo 
determined by election was specially referred for inquiry and opinion to all the districts of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with the result desciihed in the district 
and divisional reports; and, as is shown in the Committee’s report,, it was closely debated by 
the Provincial Committee. The large towns arc much alike everywhere; tlu-y are always 
centresof comparative wealth and intelligence; they form constitucucies easily reprcsi-ntcd, and 
their administration is alw-uys ©isju to public idj^crvation and criticism. But the ordinary 
Indian districts possess none of these characteri.stics, and, as far as can he judged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion prepomloratcsdccid('dly against tho unrestricted introduc¬ 
tion into them of the ch-ctive system. Such a step certainly ap^x-ars inadvisable at the present 
time, when the state of society varies so widely in different parts of the country, when tho 
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whole principle of self-government is • novel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the towns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom wc must look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government—meaning a system of administnition by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted with the characteristics of the neighbourhoods in which they are interested, and 
possess^ of means, leisure and public spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administration—cannot Ijc initiated and developed into real independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is how all systems of local representation have begun in ail times 
and countries ; so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by |X)])ular snffragq. That the services of such men could be 
secured by open election, that they themselves would sock eleetion or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collect¬ 
ed to l>e questionable. If, therefore, wjc find that the views and jiropossessions. as far as they 
havn Ireen elicite<l, of persons qtialified to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces are largely in favour of 
leaving at the outset the constitution of the local boards more or less in the hands of the 
Oovernmont, there seems to bo no suflicient reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent aity such elective machinery as would necessarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franchise and voting rights, and all the practical diiriculties inseparable from 
the attempt to adjust an arbitrary system to the diverse circumstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universal!}' recognised fact that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its success upon the character and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lieutenant-Governor and (Ihief Commissioner to the convietion that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a system of oaruful and <!onsultativc nomination by Government ol the 
electoral bo<ly is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the jioople. 

* Having rog.ard, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of district administration in the beginning of what is avowedly an exixjri- 
munt, and to maintain the continuity of existing arrangcmimts which imply (in such matters 
as, for examjilo, otluealioii and sanitation) a standard of civilisation in advance of the average 
intelligence and cidtnrc of Native soeicty, the Ijieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
has decided to adopt in prinei|>le the recommendation forinii1at(Hl in the 9th paragraph of the 
Provincial Committee's rejH)rt. The ('oniniittee pro])ose(l that the Government should nominate 
for each tahsil an electoral body which should elect a certain number of its members to form 
the talisil or sub-divisional board. They advised also that a niiniinnrn (pialiPicxifioii (on the 
basis of land-revenue or license-tax assessment) should be fixed, and that details might be left 
to be settled by local olliccrs. But the differences in the dislribiition of the pojjulalion, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within dilYcu'cnt districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after much examination of the question, it has been found imjjracticable 
to fix any comprelionsivo <pi.d ill cation for elcetit>n purposes, much less to devise 
methods of canvassing and election that would bo everywhere applicable or universally 
acceptable. The only comprclieusivc plan that can bo laid down at the first introduction 
of the system is to deternuue, with reference to thc_ area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other ooiulitioiis and special features of each sub-division, how many 
persons, not being salaried officers of the Government, would fairly represent its inhabitants 
and interests. The District Glli(.*er must then be empowered to prepare in each district the 
measures that may be must convenient and a]>propriate to its circumstances and peculiarities 
for as(!ertaining hi>w many suitable persons are .available in its sub-divisions and how they can 
best bo chosen. The proceedings taken will bo reported to the Government, and the lists of 
electors that aiv* drawn up will be diily jdaced on record. As soon as the lists are complete, 
the electors will be asked to return from among their own body, by such method as may seem 
appropriate or necessary, the members of the sub-divisional board, who will hold office for a 
term of threcf years.' 

“ A setjtion will Ikj found in tlio Bill enabling the Local Government to 
introduce this system ; and tiny abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded tigainst by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the election of a member of a local board sliall not be 
loss than twenty-five. In addition to the cdcctcd members, at least one-fourth 
may ho directly appointed hy Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already accej)ted by the Council in the ease of the Central Provinces, and the 
reasons for it were put forth with groat eloquence and force in the debate bn the 
Local Self-Gov(‘rnnient Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the Hon’ble Sayyad Ahmad Khan, a Native gentleman whose ripe experience, 
broad views, sympathy with his countrymen and disinterested and successful 
etVoits for their enlightenment must always nttaeh the highest weight to his 
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opinions. I shall read to the Council merely the concludiu" words of the 
hon’ble member’s speech on the subject:— 

‘ In a country like Intlia, whci-e caste-distinctions still (lourl h, whore there is no fusion 
of the various races, where rclii'ions distinctions arc still violent, where ediieatiun in its modern 
sense has not made .an eijual or proportional proo'ress union,^ all sections of the population, I 
am convinced that too introduction of the ])rinei])lc of election, pure and simple, for represent¬ 
ation of various interests on the local hoards and the district conninls, would ho attended with 
evils of fyreater sif'nificance than |)urcly economic considerations, tSo lone; as dilfcronccs 
of race and creed and the tlislimtions of caste form an important element in the socio-politi¬ 
cal life of India, anil inllnence her inhaliitants in matters connected with the administration and 
welfare of the country at laro'e, the system of elect ion, pure and simple, cannot he adopted. 
The lai’ii'er community would totally override the interests of tlie smaller coinmnnity, and 
the ig-norant public v/ould hold (rovernment responsihle for introduciny measures which might 
make the dillerences of race and erei'd more violent than ever.’ 


“Soctiou G of thd Hill provides that orfliiiarily tlio district ho.ard sh.all 
consist of all persons who for the time hoiny arc nunnlxa’s of the local boards 
of the .sub-districts comprised in that dislriid. This ])rovisiou is in accordance 
with the views of the liocal Qovcrnmmit and of the Provincial Committee, who 
consider that under any other systetn leading is'ativc gentlemen would not 
consent to take ollice, and that any distincthm drawn, or sup])osed to be drawn, 
in point of position and dignily Indween membership of the local board, on the 
' one hand, and the district board on the other, would certainly occasion much 
unpleasantness, besides inducing an eleimmt of friction whiidi is manifestly 
undesirable in the public interi'sts. I’ower has, however, been resei’ved to 
the Loc:il Covermneut to dinad that local boards shall elect delegates to represent 
them on the district board—a power to be exan-cisod in oases when the district 
board constituted in the ordinary way would b(5 too numerous a body for 
the efficient transaction of Imsimsss. 


“I need not detain the Council with the didails of the arrangement made 
in sections 7 to 12 respecting the term of oflico, the resignation and removal, 
of members of the boards, the lilling of casual vacancies and such matters, 
which will doubth‘ss bo fully discussial in Committee*, but pass on at once to, 
the provisions for the appointment of (diairim'U of the local and district boards. 

“ It is quite clear that, in aboard composed maijily of non-offi(?ial members 
now to the work, mucb of its enicicncy will ()c])end on the choice of a chairman, 
wliose functions will be to hold the balance among parties and to guide dis¬ 
cussions, iind with whom uill practically rest the initiation and control of ordi¬ 
nary business. As regards local boards, the Hill is in accordance Avirli the views 
of the Local («overnnn*nl, which allows t lu'm to ch'ctom* of their mcnilu'rs to bo 
chairm.'in for one year. A majority of the rrovincitil Committee considered 
that it would be sufficient for boards to (*lcct a chairman at each meeting, but 
Ilis Honour the .Lieutennnt-Covernor was of o])ini<m that some clement olkjicr- 
manency in the otlice of pr(*sidcnt of the loc.il biiards would be necessary at 
first for the ])ro])or transaction of business, ajul in order to ])reservc continuity 
of administration and uniformity of proci'dnro. Presh elei*tions of chairmen at 
c.a.ch 7neeting of the boaril would open a door to much changi^ and contention, 
since any de nded difference of o|)ijiion on matters Ix'lore the board might leacl 
to a contest at e.ach meeting over the election of a chairman. 


“ The appointment of a chairman to a dial riel board is, hoAvever, a matter 
of much greater importanci;, and has evei'ywhevc been Avarmly debated. The 
views of Sir Alfred I^yall have bci'u ex])r(;s.sed on it at sonui length, and [ give 
them in his own Avords. They have biicn substantially thrown into legal form 
in the li-th section of the Hill:— 


‘ Upon the third jioint of iiii porta nee in the constitution of the dislrii-t and snb-divisional 
boards, namely, the appointinent of their ehainnan, the bieutenant-dovernor and Chief Com- 
mi.ssioner ohservp.s that the ipiostion of the chairmaushi]) of the district hoard was the subject 
of prolonged diseussioii hy the Provincial Committee. Their finding coincides in principle with 
the opinions and pi-opossessions goiierally nlie.ited liy the district impiirios, and recorded in the 
district and divisional reports. Of the fou^ Native members of tho I’rovincial Committee, 
three strenuously insisted upon the necessity for maintaining by law llie chief District Officer 
as chairman of the district boai’d. Tlie fourth-—a gentleman of largo property and inllnence in 
his own district—held a diJlcrcnt opinion; though it may be added that, while he is said to be 
exceedingly well fitted for the chairmanship, ho had nevertheless declined tho ollice in his 
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own district on the grounds oE indifferent liealtli, want of leisure and residence at a distance 
from head-finarters ; and tlio district and divisional reports, which, in the Lieutenant- 
Governor's opinion, evince on the* part of tlio writers a most satisfactory disposition to 
interpret the genuine feeling '.nd wishes of the peoph*, indicate clearly that tlie main current of 
Native opinion runs decidedly toward maintaining the position of the chief District Officer at the 
head of local affairs, until some ex])erienee in the transaction of public business and the manage¬ 
ment of committees has been gained by h'ading members of the Native community. It is, 
beyond doubt, cxpe«li<)ut that the district board should bo exempt from official pressure and 
unnecessary interference; but the Lieutenant-Governor is confident that in these Provinces all 
District Oificers are thoroughly prejared to give every facility and aid to the policy of the 
Supreme Govermnent, and to jM-omotc whati'ver measures may be adopted for its introduction. 
There is aceoixlingly, in Sir Alfred Iivall’s opinion, no reason why due weight should not attadi 
to the abhi and iin|iar(ial reports ofllie officers best (jnalilied to inform and advise their Govern¬ 
ment when they declare that the Native <-ommuuity, so far as it has been consulted, has cs- 
presse<l itself very widely in favour of retaim'jig for the present the District Ollieer as chair¬ 
man of the district board. It seems thfit the District Officer is j)referred and trusted in 
the exiefiug complexion of local affairs and fuelings for sound and practical reasons. There 
call be no <|nestiou that tin* cxjwrienec and business habits of .an ollieial ebairman will at 
first bo of great .assistance to the dist rict boards; and there must also be borne in mind 
the strong probahility that the hoards will for a timo need much direction and advice, possibly 
even admonition and c^!introl ; espe(;ially where distinctions of creed or caste, or other differences, 
still keep alive the germs of autag(niism among sections of the Native eommunity.

‘ Hut * * * the middle course recommended by the Committee iu the 1‘.Ith 

pamgraph of their report, which course tho Lientonant-Goveriior and Chief (.'oinmissioiier 
has decided, with a sliglit aniendmeut, to adopt, will further test the wishes of tho 
country, and will allow linui for opinion to form and show itself among tlio di.strict 
hoards themselves. The Comniittco vccoinmeud that the District Ollieer shall he r.r- 
ojficlo chairman of tho district board, except when the Ixianl, on apjilieation 
made to the Govornmciit by a majority of tho members, receives permission to elect a non-offi¬ 
cial ch.airrnan from their own body. 'I’lie Jiieutenant-Govornor and Cliief (Commissioner 
agrees to tho prinei])lc, with this modification, that, as soon as all the members of the district 
Hoards shall haves been elioson, or at some time before the end of the present ollieial year, 
they shall ho invited to asscmiblis for this pnrjiose of deciding whether they wish to proceed to 
the election of a non-otficial <-haiimau, or whether thisy will leave their chairman's appoint¬ 
ment in the hands of tho Local Govermnent. 

***** 

“Tliis coiU!ludo.s all tin? remarks which it seems to me noccssarj at present 
to ofl’or on tho constitution of the district and local hoards. S(!ction 25 of 
tho Bill provides for the appointment of joint eommitt('cs of two or more 
district boards for any purposes in which tliey may ho jointly interested— 
a provision necessary to secure the due consideration of in-ojects whicli aileet 
largo tracts of country. 

“The duties to ho performed hy district hoards Avill he found enumerated 
in section 22 of the Bill. TTicse principally consist of tho management, 
construction, repair and maiulenaneci of public roads, wells, tanks, ferj-ies, cattle- 
povinds, schools, hospitals, dispensaries and olhor public institutions of a like 
nature. The district hoards will d(‘logate to tho local hoards authority to 
deal Avith all or any of tlu'sc mattc'rs within their rcs|)octivo jurisdictions, and 
thcrohy, it. is hoped, sccun; the application to such duties of that local knoAvledgo 
and local iuteri'st which should prove the best guaraiiti'o for tlicir ctricient 
fuUUiuent, controlled hy tlio u idor experience of the larger body. I may men¬ 
tion here that section GO of the Bill amends the Noriliern India Berries Aet 
of 1878 hy inserting a ucav section enabling tlio Licutenant-Ciovcnior and 
Chief Commissioner to direct that any ferry shall ho managed hy tlio district 
hoai’d, and that its proceeds, in Avholo or in part, shall be jiaid into the district 
fund. 

“Por the performance of these duties, hoards arc authorised to appoint 
their oavu servants, under ccriaiii restrictions deemed ni'cossary to guard against 
extravagance and iii(‘flu*iency; and hy section Ho of the Airt th(*y arc placed in 
possession of funds to meet the cliargos Avhieh such duties iiiA’olve. 

“ Immediately on their constitution they Avill reciuA'c the balances of all 
allotments made to tho district Avhieh remain unexpended on that date; and 
in futui'e such allotincnts, tho amounts of Avhich I aa ould remind the Council 
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are prescribed fcy law, will be made over to them, and wntli tbe proceeds of tbe 
other sources of revenue enumerated in section 35 will constitute a district fund 
at the disposal of the district committee. Under the pi’t'sent system, there is 
practically no district fund, for all balances unexpended at the (iloso of the 
year are swept into the general J’rovineial Ex(dio()uer, and the dislricts arc left 
wdth empty trcastiries until tlu'y receive fresh allotments. This wil I bo no longer 
possible, and the district committecs will be able to carry on tlufr admiuistra- 
tiun from year to year with an accurate knowledge of their linancial condition. 
Their revenues will not at lirst bo large, and an important part of them will 
consist of assignments made from the general pi’ovimdal funds ; but it will 
doubtless bo in the jjower of the boards to augment them to some extent by 
closer supervision of the nianagcMncnt of the other sources of income enumer¬ 
ated ; and, as they prov(i their fitness to administer the funds at their disposal, 
the Lo(!al Government will not he backwartl in increasing its assignments. 


“ The next |5oiut of importance in the Hill is that of control, and on this, 
I am haj)py to say, there is no nec(?ssi(y for me to dwell. I'lni principle has 
been ado[)ted by thc! Council in the Central Provinces liOeal Self-government 
Hill, and the reasons for insisting on it wen^ urged by my hon’hle friends 
Messrs, llbert and Crosthwaitc with unanswerable force in the debate on that 
measure. Their speeches are fresh in the ears of the Council. 


“ In this Bill the pfm'crs of control rcserv('d to the Local Government arc 
almost identical with tl^e conferred upon the Chief Commissioner by tlio 
Central Provinces Act, with thc (exception that, in cas(? of any single reso¬ 
lution, order or act of thc committee Ix'ing in excess of the powers eojiferrcd 
upon it by law, we enable the Commissioner of the Division and the Local 
Government to deal with such in the same manner as with proceedings likely 
to lead to a serious breach of thc peace, or to cause serious in jury or annoyance 
to thc piiblio or to any class or body of persons; i.e., the Commissioner may 
in siudi a case siispond action, and, if he does so, must foinvard the order, with 
a statement of his reasons for muking it, to the Local Government, which may 
thereupon rescind the order, or dirc'ct that it continue in force with or with¬ 
out modidcation, permanently or for such period, as it thinks fit. I am 
aware that, under the general law of the land, an injunct ion might bo obtained 
by any person inlorcslcd to restrain snch an excess of i^owm’S ; and it is no 
doiibt, true that scjction J'2 of the Hill enables the Local (iovernment, with the 
previous a()pr()val of th<; Governor General in Coumdl, to snpcrst'dc a haardif it 
exceed its powci*s; but recourse to a Court of law is not a rcmiody likely to command 
itself to an ignorant and apathtdic population, and supcr.ss(‘sion is a ])enalty 
to whhdi th(! L<x;al Oovcrnmejit would naturally wish to resort only as an ex¬ 
treme measure, and one the frccpient application of which it would lx; rcluct^int 
to put in force. 

“'.riu; last point Avith which I need ti’oublo the Council I’efers to thc provi¬ 
sions of section 50, whi(;h cmahh; thc Local Govornnu'nt to <'xcepf a district or 
any part thereof from all or any of tin; provisions of this Hill to which it consid¬ 
ers that they arc imsuited. Thc North-NV'estevn Provinces and Oiulh extend over 
an area of 100,111 scpiarc miles, nearly equal to, and contain a po[mlaiiou of 
4,100,000, far in excess of, that of the United Kingdom. They com^trisc; 40 dis¬ 
tricts, with a juoan density of ]K)pulati<m jicr scpian; mile, Aurying from 801 in 
Hanaras to (5i! in (JarliAViil, inhabited by heterogyneuus races (diaraclerisod by 
dilferences of enstoms and religions and hahKs of thought, and stages of 
civilization ranging from the learned and accompIish<'d Pandits of Hainirns and 
Maulvfs of Lucknow to the boors of Hundelkhund, the wild tiihcs of the 
Khadir and thc barbarous T'harus of the Tarui. 


“ It is impossible to assume that for such A arions races any one form of 
self-government Avill he equally suit<;d or that intelligent uon-ofiicial agency can 
he found in eA^cry districl of these broad Provinces; and for cxc(‘pHonal cases of 
this nature sections 50, 51 and 52 are irfeant to provid*;. I'hey do not evc3» in 
such cases depriA'othe residents of all voice in the management of their local 
alTairs, and they require that oven here district committees must ho a])pointed ; 
hut, folloAA’iiig the present laAV, they IcaA'o the nomination of members of such 
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committees altogctlier in the hands of GoTernment, subject to the restriction 
that one-half shall he owners f)r occupiers of land or residents in the district; and 
they do not require, as elscwlu;rc, tluj estahlishment of local hoards. A similar 
powerunacconipanit'd by the restriediou I luivc pointed out is given to the 
Chief Commissioner by the Central Provinces Act.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The llon’bhs j\[u. Quinton introdaccjd the Bill. 

The Ilon’blo Ma. Quinton also moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objetds and lle.asons Ixi published in the iiuzvUe of India, and in the North- 
Western l*roninci‘s and Oadh Goorrnment in English and in such other 

languag<*s as the Ixjcal Gov<jrnmeut might think tit. 

The AFotion Avas put and agreed to. 

NOllTn-AVESTEllN PllOVlxNCES AND OUDII MUNICIPALITIES 

BILL. 

The lion’hie Mr. Quinton also moved for leave to introduce a Bill to 
mak(5 Ixdter provision for the Organization and Administration of Municipali¬ 
ties in the North-Western Proviue(‘s and Oudh. lie said :— 

“ My Lord, I hav(! the honour to move for leave tointrodueo a Bill to make 
better provision for the Organisation and Administration of Alunieipalitics in 
North-Western Province's and Oudh. 

“ lMunIcii)aliti<‘s in these Provinc'cs are at present constituted, and guided 
in the perlbrmaiK^Pbf their duties, by the provisions of Aid. XV of 187.‘}. That 
enactment confers upon the Local Government A'crv full powers as to the 
appointment of ordinary and ex oflicio members. It leaves to the Govern¬ 
ment to determine absolutidy in the case of inery muuieii)ality in the united 
Provinci's whether the minnhers shall be chosen by election or nominated by 
Government; .and it further enables the Government to .appoint as ex ojficio 
members one-third of the whole eommitlee. 'I'he manner of election, Avhere 
elections are .allowed, is under the Act regulated solely by the Local GoA crument, 
Avithout any obligation of consulting Iho jiersons most concerned, and casual 
vacancies among the members arc filled up by the same authority, or aro not 
filled u)) at all, at its pleasure. 

“Eurther, thi; Jx)cal (.lovernmeut m.ay appoint the pi’csident or vice-presi¬ 
dent of every committee (section 10), and may unconditionally cancel, suspend 
or limit any of the proceedings, bye-l.aAvs or rules of the committees, and 
abolish (si'ction 20) any tax imposed by them. Section otof Act XV of 
1873 imposes on the municipality the. duty of providing for the maintenance 
of a ]»olice-est.ablishment witliont anij linutation, the efVeid of Avhie.li has 
been to throAV on municipalities a larger port ion of the cost of jiolice maintained 
Avithin municipal boundaries for the preservation of the peace and the iwo- 
AX'utioii and detect ion of crime. 

“ The llesolution of the GoA'crnment of the North-Western ProAunces and 
Oudh, to Avhieh F have referred in my remarks on the Local Boiirds Bill, pro¬ 
poses an extension of local self-government in municipalities incompatible 
Avith these jirovisions of tlu' ])ivsent law, and this Bill has been drawn up to 
give effect to those pro])osals by sid)st ituting fur Aet XV of 1873 an enaet- 
inent Avhiclr will bi'stoAV upon the residents of areas in which it is in force 
a much larger measui o of control oA'er municipal administration than they 
noAV possess. 

“ The provisions of the Bill are the result of the same consultatiA’e and 
deliberatI at' measures on the part of the Local GoA'ernraeut as those Avhich I 
have already described in my remarks on the Local Bo.ards Bill. They ;iro 
based on the inipiirics of District and Divisional Officers, considered and Avei^hed 
by the Provincial Committee, Avhose conclusions huA'e been accepted Avith 
certain niodifioations by the Local Government. 

" I proceed to notice some of the more important points of the Bill, 
premising that the substantive provisions of Act XV of 1873 have been rarely 
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departed from unless when it was iieeossary for the purpose of 
elTeot to tlio pro])osals of tiie Resolution, of the 51.h December, 1882, though 
opportunity has bi'en taken to make the arrangement of the sections clearer, 
and to remedy \\ hat appearo.l to be defects in their wording. 

“Tlie first cbaj)l(M*, which is of a jm'liminary character and deals with the 
application of the Aid to fresh places ainl to those in which Act XV of 1873 is 
already in force, need not detain us ; but Cha]der 11, on tin^ organisation of 
municipal boards, is of more imporlanec. JMnnicdp.xl and local board.s are to 
consist of members partly elected and partly nominated; and 1 n<“ed not rcjieat 
what I h ive already said Avhen a.skiiig leave to introduce the Local Hoards 
Bill as to the reasons for preferring this system to the moi'e logically symme¬ 
trical one of election, pure and simple. • 

“ The prinei])al laxsidx'nts of the areas into whieh the Act is to he introduced 
are to he eonvxmcd iu public meeting hy the Magistrate or the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, for tlm purposes of pn'paring and snb.uitling within a dcliuite time 
proposals for determining the- system of ri'prescnlation and election to he 
established in the municipality. The points for their eonsidera+^ion are 
enunu'rab'd in scadion t); ami it is only after it has weighed the pro[)Osnls of the 
residents on those jxoints that the Local (jovernnumt can exorei.se the power 
conferred upon it of making rules to regulate (deetious. 

“ The ])rovisioiis for the term of office of memhers of the hoard, for 
their resignation ami removal, for filling easu il vaeaneitxs among them, for 
the ineorp )raf ion of Ihc hoards and such matters are analogous to those of 
the Locjal IJ.iards Bill, and call for iio launarks from me on this ocesasion. 

“The appointment of chairman is a snhjecd whieh hero also has given rise 
to cons d<'ra!)lc discussion. It must bo homo iu mind that, under the system 
of appointment of imunbers introduced hy this Acl, the, hoards uill no longer 
contain the slroixg e.r ojjicio elcinei.t whifdi has hitherto for;noJ paid of 
municipal conmiiitoes, ami that iu 1 he ahsen.-e o" this tlu'apprxintment of an 
clfieicnt (diaiianan heeomes a matter of tlu‘ lirst im]>orianee. The Provincial 
Committee considered I hat it would he a ini'.!.ike to insi.st on the universal 
chairmanship of 1 he (listriet otfieer, who Icis, tliey stale, hitlierlo been alway's 
ebairman of tbi‘board ; but they wmil, on to say" “tiuneis a sfrong feeling 
amOiig those iiiten^stial that in muuieip i1il ies of the morc'important kind, where 
large*, fuml-s are raised ami spent, w lien; j.Iie responsiliilities :irc therefore 
onerous, and where therx*, are eoiisidcralile eanfonmeiit set I le iients, such 
as is the ease in most of the larger miiiii-ipalities in tlu'se I’rovinecs, 
it is very m*(;c.ssary to have a thoroughly r.'liaiilc president, A'iuilant, <• ipahio 
and unwearied in wafehiiig the gns.it iuicre.sls at slake, and that, so far pre¬ 
sent experience goes, such a ])resid(!nt can only lx* found in tlie pc'rson of the 
district oniei*]*. it was iu this view that tla* N.dive nu'mheis propo>ed that 
the district ollieer should he c.v olJicio eUairnnn of ail m iiiieipal h.cirds at 
the liead-ijiiartcrs of (listriels, leaving it to outlying mii'iielp ilitic-, to elect 
their own odieial or iion-odh-ial <‘hairiiien as they" ph'ased.” 'flu* m ijovily of 
the Coiumittei*, wliieh inehuled all the Native nu*ml><*rs, liiially' r.'eomniend d 
that, except in certain eases to he sjx'ciiied hy (love-iaiment, in which the distnhd 
oHicer should 1)(5 e.r chiiriinn, x^veiy municipality'si.ould he pcmiilli'd 

to elect its own (diainuan, Avho might be <dlieial or mm-ofU.ial, as tlie electors 
choose, 'riiis recommendation Avas acee])t(!.l hy tin; Li(*ut(*nant-(.Joveriior, and 
has been embodied in s»*cti<in IS of the Bill. Avliichallows of tin; <'h‘ction of nnv 
person as ch iirman, subject to the approval of the Local (lovcrnmcnt, cxccjd 
in muiucipaliti(;s exempted from the oxieratioii of this .section by notitication 
in the official Gazet tc. 

“The rules for the appointment of vice-chairmen and for fillin.g up casual 
vacancies in the offices of eliaivman ijnd A'ico-chairmaii, for the appointment 
of joint committees, for the comluct^»f business, for the record of the hoard’s 
proceedings, and the e unmunicat ion of those ])roee,edings to the IMaglstratc of 
the district, arc similar to those of the Local Boards^ Bill or to the present 
Municipal Act. 

“ Section.s 33 and 31< give to municijial hoards full powers as to the appoint¬ 
ment of officers and servants, except the secretary, M'hoso ajAxiointincut, if an 
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outsider, is subject to the sanction of the Commissioner, and, if a Government ser¬ 
vant, to that of Govcninient. With hoai-ds consisting mainly of non-official 
memb(?rs and presidi^l over hy a non-official chairman, 1 ho efficiency of their 
administration will dcpentl v('ry mutdi on their possessing a capable secretary, 
and it is to provide an additional guarantee for this that the sanction of the 
Commissioner is rccpiired to the appointnnmt. If the l)oard wisli for the 
services of a Government officer, tluiy must, of course, obtain the sanction of 
Government to his being so (miploycd. 

“ Cha|)tcr III — Taxation and municipal fund—is substantially the same as 
the corresponding seel ions of Act XV of 1S73 'I’ho only additi</n made to the 
taxes leviable with the.saiiction of the local boards is a tax on boats moored 
wdthin muni(!ipal limit'!, whicdi sc'cius to have beem omitted by an oversight. 
The sijctibnt} prescribing'(he prottedure to be adopted in imposing taxes have 
been re-drafted and made, it is hoped, elear(!r. 

" Chapter IV enumerates the powers and duties of municipj l boards, and the 
opportunity has been C?iken of re-casting the provisions of Act XV on the subject, 
so as to exhibit tlui dutii's of the boards in tlndr order of obligation. 

“ The, primary charge on the municipal fundisa police-establishment. The 
law on this subj(jct is v<n'y vague. Section 31< of Act XV of 1873 runs as 
f<illows: — 

‘ Fvory shall provi<l<“ in the first j)la(:c from it-! funds, for (he maintenanec of 

tho policc-e.stal)lislirni‘nt in (he municipality. 

‘ Th(! municipal piilioi* shall he a[>poinfcd inidor sindi Act of (he Governor (tenoral in Council 
a”! may be aj)pli.'-al)le to tin' town, and (heir number shiill he iix(!d hy tin) committee, in consult¬ 
ation with tho Inspeetor-Gonoral of Ihdice, subject to the final decision of the Local Gov¬ 
ernment.' 

“ Tho effect of (his section has been to throw upon raunicip ditics the charges 
for poUc(? used not only for mmiicipal ])nrp()ses, hut for tho prevention an<l 
detection of crime. Tin; c.onclusioiis of the Local Government on the subject 
are given in lh(‘. I7th p.iragraph of tho llcsolution of tho 5th of December, 
which runs as follows :— 

‘ 17. Tlic first, (if tho qocs( inns t.() bo C'insiderod is tlm extent to which municipal funds 
may fiiirly ho rcli->vod of p ili'-o-cliargos, and the method of iuljtistiiig (ho clnirges for which 
tliey‘W? iairly li ilile. Tin' i|ii(>-;lion was discn.«sod hy the Provincial GnnimiKoo, and ihe 
unanim mse iii'-lnsiiin of iho C'ommilte • is s(ali-d in (he iirih pa.riigraph of their report:— 

‘ “ The prescrv.Uion of peace and (he ]irosocn(ion and detection of crime are 
dtitios for which inniticip-il rovenn -s ctin hardly he said to he fairly liable, as those 
duties si-em ti d.-v.ilvo »noi-o c.|uilably on the central G.ivernmont of the country 
than on the scalloro.l municipal (owns, lint the ei'st of walcli and ward, including 
uiidor this torm siic!i aMitiuial ihitios of a miscellaneous Iciiid (c?. y., the enforcement of 
sanit-iry rule! and (lie rcgnlalion of intra-mnnicip.ii Ir.iili') as clearly ajipertain to municipal 
p.iliee, app-ifs lo he ///-' one of all oUici-s lhite i.n with in ist fairness and propriety he debited . 
t> mnni.-'pil fun Is, a id ]>aid f.ii- hy the jieoph' whose interiNls and property are the immediate 
ohjeets of l.ie ga.ii'di iii'-liij) of the rh.ni/iiddri force.” 

‘The con.-In i >11 ij supn-u-t'!.! hy the analogy of small towns under .\et XX 

of (‘'ht) and of rural \ ill i;.;-.-!, where the w.itehinen are paid, not from the gen¬ 

eral revenues of the coiutry, hut from funds raise.l locally,—in the former by a 
lionse-t:ix levii'il far the juirpaso uud-r tho Aet, in tho latter liy tho lotail cess 

levied from hi idli >1 lers along with tho iand-revcmio under Act HI of 187.S. The 
principle staled by tie' Gammiltce ajipcars incontrovertible, hor since the inluihitants of 
small towns and landliuhi -rs in villages, in iieeonlance with (no long-estahlishe<l custom and 
law of tile eoniitry, iiro nspiired to ]):iy for the services of the watchmen who remain on 
watch at night, wli.) n-part crime, and who are empowered to challenge and arrest thieves and 
pi-r.sons carrying snspieiaiis property within their he.als, there is no reason why the iiiliahitants 
of the larger tawiis (in many of which Act XX of ISyti was formcrl}' in force) should, meroly 
tliritngh the transforniiition of tho town into a ninnieijiality, he altogether exempted from the ^ 
ehiU'ge. It is true that, many mnnicipalitii's have, in addition to the legitimate cost for watelv 
ami ward, L'lUi reipiiivd to share the cost of the Provincial police employed within their 
limits; hilt, this .iiraiigement, which is manifestly unfair, will he cancelled; and it now 
remains only to determine how tho legitimate charge for watch and ward is to he eomjmted 
and adjusted. In ;i few miinieipalities, the town watehmen as a distinct body have been 
abolished, their places being taken hy regular police, who form one force, and are paid on 
the same scale, with the district p.diee stationed within the municipality; while in the majority 
of the municipalities the town watehmen forma separate body, wear a distinctive uniform, 
and, not being liable for.service outside their own town, are paid, like the watchmen, in small

REVENUE REPORT OP IRRIGATION WORKS IN THE PUNJAB FOR 1881-82. 


Nos. 164-761, dated Simla, the 30th April 1883. 
RESOLUTION—By the Government of India, Public Works Department. 


Read— 

Letter from the Government of the Punjab, No. IIISI, dated 20th Marcii 1883, forward¬ 
ing copy of the Revenue Report of Irrigation Works in the Punjab for 1881-82, and 
of the Resolution by that Government reviewing the Report. 

Observations. —The total capital outlay incurred up to the end of the year 
under review amounted to R6,47,57,36S; the gross revenue assessed to R39,31,566‘ 
the maintenance charges, direct and indirect, to R 17,47,246, and the net re¬ 
venue to R21,84,321, or 4 per cent, on the total capital expenditure to the end 
of the year, excluding the capital cost of the Muzaffargarh Canals, which is not 
known. Deducting from the total capital outlay R2,89,56,192, expended upon 
the Sirhiud and Swat River Canals which had not come into operation during 
1881-82, the net assessed revenue yields a return of very nearly 8^ per cent, on 
the balance, which represents the total capital cost of the canals which actually 
irrigated during the yeaf.' The surplus of accumulated net revenue over accu¬ 
mulated interest charges payable up to the end of the year amounted to R 
1,82,27,076.

The decrease on the Bdri Dodb Canal was duo to the season being unfavor¬ 
able for irrigation. ' The hope expressed by the Local Government that the 
revenue of the Western Jumna Canal had reached its lowest figure in 1880-81 
and would thereafter improve, seems likely to be verified. Tiro large increase 
under the head of Inundation Canals was mainly caused by an indirect credit of 
112,38,483 on account of enhancement of land revenue due to the Muzalfargarli 
Canals, for which nothing was allowed in the returns of the previous year, but 
there was also an increase of R76,000 in the canal revenue assessed on the 
Upper Sutlej Canals, due to the excellent administration of the officer in charge 
of them.

The increasi! of expenditure on the Bari Doab Canal occurs under all heads 
except “ llefunds” and “ Indirect charges,” and that on the Western Jumna 
Canal mainly under " Exttmsions and Impi’ovcments” and “ Establishment.” 
The decrease of expenditure on Inundation Canals is entirely due to a large 
decrease of 111,35,453 on the Lower Sutlej and Chenab Canals, the expenditure 
on all others having increased.

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The net assessed revenue of the Bdri Dodb Canal yielded 5*42 per cent.; 
that of the Western Jumna Canal 8'6 per cent.; and that of the Inundation 
Canals, for which Capital and Revenue Accounts arc kept, 31-25 per cent, on 
the total capital outlay (direct and indirect) to the end of the year under 
review. ' 

5. The statement of areas irrigated, which is given in paragrapli 6 of the 
Resolution of Iho Punjab Government, shows a large and satisfactory increase 
in the area watered by the Inundation Canals. 

On the Western Jumna Canal the ai-ea under sugarcane was 50 per cent., 
and that under cotton nearly 40 per cent, greater than that watered during the 
previous year. • 

Of the total area irrigated by the canals of the Punjab during 1881-82, 
602,860 acres, or 36 per cent., were under wheat.

9. Prom paragraph 18 of the Resolution by the Local Government it 
appears that the charges for collection of canal revenue include cost of 
measuring and assessing the irrigated areas. This was not understood when 
the liocal Government was asked to reduce the charges to 5 per (Hint, on the 
revenue collected. Prom the figui-cs given by the Government of the Punjab 
it would, however, appear that it may bo found possible to reduce the charges 
on this account on the Western Jumna Canal from 817 to 6-60, or 7*0 
per cent. 

10. The balancqs uf canal revenue remaining uncollected on the 1st of 
April 1882 amounted to E 63,044-8-6 out of a total demand of R 19,84,313-7-2. 
The balances uncollected on the 1st April 1881 amounted to E 1,82,622, and 
those of 1879-80 to E 64,262.

Revenue Report of the Chief Engineer, Irrigation Works, Punjab, for the year 1881-82. 

Resolution. —^Tho result of the working of tho canals in the year under 
review again shows an improvemennt on that of the previous year. The net 
revenue of the works in operation in excess of all charges, including interest, 
by assessments, is 3-99, against 3 52 in the previous year, and by collections 
4 61, against 8 78, but the last figure was tho result of abnormal credits. 

2. Tlie area irrigated has increased from 3,565,877 acres in the last year 
to 1,687,725, notwithstanding that there was a falling-off in the Bari Dofib 
Canal of 65,078 acres. Tlicre was an increase of 31,994 acres in the Western 
Jumna Canal, and this shows that the cultivators on that canal are resuming 
mucli of the irrigation that had been temporarily abandoned. 

3. The Capital invested by Government in- the Punjab Canals amounted 
to R1,49,78,190, in addition to which R97,79,178 has been contributed by 
Native States for the Sirhind Canal, so that the total cost of the Punjab Canals 
has been R6,47,67,368. 

4. Tho above includes R1S,26,106 spent on the Swdt River Canal classed 
as a Famine Relief Protective Work, and excludes R8,65,648 which had been 
expended on surveys made some years ago for new canal projects, and which 
Government of India have ruled in para. 2 of their Resolution No. 66-66 A-I, 
dated 5th April 1882, should bo classed as works for which neither Capital nor 
Revenue Accounts are kept. 

6. The returns from tho canals in operation by collections amounted to 
R5,06,981 in excess of all charges for working expenses and interest, so that 
there was a profit of Rl-13 per cent, on the Capital invested by Government, 
including that locked up iu the Sirhind and Swdt River Canals, which are not 
yet in operation. 

Up to date the receipts have exceeded tho whole of the charges by 

HI,82,27,075. 
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6. Of the permanent canals in operation, the Capital amounted at the 
end of the year to R2,38,46,044, of which U4,43,224 had been spent during 
the year. 

7. The gross revenue collected during the year was Br26,63,261; the 
working expenses R9,41,728; the interest charges 149,03,267; and the profits 
R8,18,266, or 3’43 per cent, on th Capital invested, against 7 66 per cent, in 
the previous year. 

8. But the latter included adjustments on account of previous years; 
deducting these the percentage was only 2 29 or 1'14 less than the year imder 
review. 


9. The realizations on account of the lease of water-power continue to 
exhibit a satisfactory increase, as will appear from the following:—

* The receipts in these years on Western Jumna Canal were abnormally low, for reasons explained in pre- 
vions reports. 

This revenue is almost entirely due to the rentals paid for the native flour 
mills, the single exception being the sugar works near the head of the Bari 
Dodb Canal. During the year, however, the Egerton Woollen Mills were 
established on the same canal, and enquiries have been since made by the 
Manager of a Company comj)oscd entirely of native capitalists who propose to 
utilize for ice-making and general purposes the water-powder that is still avail¬ 
able at the tail of the Delhi Branch of the Western Jumna Canal. 

10. The Capital invested in the Inundation Canals in operation, with 
which is included the Madhopur Workshops, at the end of the year, was 
B19,21,037, being 1133,446 less than at the commencement of the year; this* 
was duo to a decrease in the suspense balances and principally to the sale of 
stores collected in the Madliopur Workshops. This docs not include the 
Muzaffargarh Canals, for which no Capital Account is kept. 

11. The gross revenue amounted to H10,82,287, the working expenses to 
B6,37,763, and the interest to R74,299, so that the profit was R370,236, or 
19*27 per cent, after paying all charges. 

12. By assessments the gross revenue would amount to R10,86,804, and 
the profit to R3,74,762, or 19*61 per cent. 

13. Although not pertaining to the year under review, it may here be 
remarked that the extension of the system of Inundation Canals from the 
great rivers of the Punjab, rcfcrrtjd to in para. 14 of the observations of the 
Government of India in the Revenue Report for 1880-81, has received atten¬ 
tion, and that three Divisions have been constituted for the purpose of pre¬ 
paring projects in detail for the construction of Inundation Canals from the 
Sutlej, Chenab and Ravi Rivers, of w'hich the two former arc far advanced, 
and will shortly be submitted for the sanction of the Supreme Government.

14. Surveys of the Ravi in connection with the project for a canal in 
the Montgomery District are also in progress.

On the permanent canals there has been a satisfactory increase- of 34,994 acres 
on the Western Jumna Canal, Avliich is, however, more than balanced by a de¬ 
crease of 05,078 acres on the I5ari lloab Canal, the cause of which is explained 
in detail in the Chief Engineer’s report. The increase on the Inundation 
Canals is due to the favorable conditions of the rivers. 

16. As directed in para. 8 of Government of India’s llevicw of the Revenue 
Report of 1880-81, classified statements of crops irrigated in each Canal Division 
have been appended to Chief Engineer’s rej)ort.

There appears to be no possibility of reducing the cost of collection, which 
includes that of measurement to the limit of 5 per cent. pvo 2 )Osed by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in para. 12 of its I’cview of last year’s report. The low per¬ 
centage shown in 1880-81 was abnormal, in eousequence of the inclusion in the 
accounts of considerable arrears of revenue on jdgir lands. The figures for 
present year do not diil'cr mueh in the aggregate from those of the years 1879-80 
and 1878-79. The fees paid to Lambardfirs and Patwiiris amount to 6 per cent, 
on the direct Avater-rate, AA'hichiii a normal year may be taken at 70 per cent, of 
the gross revenue, so that these fees aa^ouW of thcmsclA'cs amount to 3‘5 per 
cent. It has been shown in the preceding para, that the cost of measurements 
A'ary from 2 o to 3 percent., and the salaries of the superior and inferior Reve¬ 
nue establishment form the balance of the charges under this head. 
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WESTERN JUMNA CANAL. 

19. The area irrigated by this canal has increased by 31,991 acres, which 
justifies the hope expressed in last year’s report that the depression under which 
this canal has suffered for the last few years from causes that have been ex¬ 
plained in previous reports was only temporary, and that there would be a steady 
expansion of the area under cultivation. 

20. The collections of the year give a profit of 6-06 per cent, and the assess¬ 
ments 4*92. The profit by assessments is less than that by collections owing to 
large arre.ars of water-rent having been collected during the present year. These 
Iiercentages are net results after paying interest. 

• 

The percentage on collection last year, excluding that due to adjustments 
on account of arrears of revenue on jagir lands, was 3 59, and on the assessments 
3-8.1. 


21. The working expenses were Sl-43 per acre irrigated against 1-64 in the 
previous year, and the establishment charges 0 80, against 0-86. 

22. After deducting all charges, the balance at credit of this canal at the 
end of the year was R2,ti0,53,432. 

BARI UOAB CANAL. 

23. The area irrigated by this canal was 368,002 acres, being a decrease of 
65,078 acres; this is mainly duo to an unfavorable season. It is hoped.that 
the construction of kliarif nijbahds, two of which have recently been sanctioned, 
will lead to greater stability in tins revenue of this canal in future years. 

24. The collections of the year show a net profit of R2-03, against Hl-64 
per cent., which was tlie normal profit in the previous year. 

25. The assessments give a net profit of Rl-58, against 2*72 in the previous 
year. The charges and interest unpaid at the end of the year were I’cduced to 
tt60,79,691. 

26. The charge for establishment is 0-623, against 0-526 per acre irrigated 
in the previous year; and the working expenses 1-39, against 1-01. Both these - 
rates are necessarily higher than those of the previous year, owing to the decrease 
in the area of irrigatioia. 

27. The balance uncollected at the end of the year has icen reduced from 
R43,204 to 35,387, but there is still room for reduction in the amount of out¬ 
standings. 

UPPER SUTLEJ INUNDATION CANALS. 

28. The net profit on these canals was 6-46 on the Capital, against 0-53 in 
the previous year. The accumulated interest unpaid at the end of the year was 
H6,20,114. 

29. The area in-igatedwas 221,982 acres; but deducting from this the area 
on which remissions have bc(;u granted on account of flooding and river spill 
irrigation, the arc'a finally assessed was 179,578 acres; this is largely in (jxccss 
pf the greatest gross area ever before irrigated. The steady increase in the area 
irrigated from these canals is very satisfactory, and can only be attributed to the 
improvements in administration that have been effected by the Executive En¬ 
gineer in charge. 

LOWEJ^. SUTLEJ AND CUENAB CANALS. 

30. The profit on these canals was R205-93 per cent., against 179-97 in tlu^ 
previous year. 
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31. The amount of land revenue was R3,07,837, against H3,09,687 in the 
previous year. The balance at credit of these canals, after paying interest and 
all other charges, was S42,83,676. 

32. The area irrigated was 346,278, which is 14,639 acres in excess of the 
largest previously recorded (1878-79). 

33. The cost of cultivation to the irrigators was HI*61 per acre, against 
1'76 in the jirevious year, the decrease deing due to the irrigation of a larger 
area. 


INDUS INUNDATION CANALS. 

34.. The profit on these canals was 15‘86, or excluding an adjustment of 
H98,626 on account of arrears of land assigned to J4glrddrs, 1*94 on the Capital, 
against 3*44 per cent, in the previous year. 

36. From the above causes the balance of interest unpaid was reduced from 
H4,21,694 to H3,09,329. 

36. There was a i rofit to Government on the half share of the clearance 
rates of H7,698, wln’cb reduces the loss on this account up to date to H30,194; 
the balance uncollected under this head was H61,662. 

37. There was an increase of H4,691 in Maintenance charges, which is due 
to an abnonnal expenditure on silt-cleai’anccs and in watching embankments; 
and in Establishment of H 17,416, owing to adjustment of Direction charges in 
the previous year. 

38. The area irrigated was 190,802 acres, being 26,417 acres in excess of 
that in the previous year; 22,338 acres more than the average of the previous 
nine years, and only 18,000 acres less than that for 1878-79, which is the 
greatest on record. 

MUZAFFARGARH CANALS. 

39. The amount credited to these canals during the year on account of land 
revenue for previous year was 112,29,046. 

40. The accounts for the year show a profit of H4,08,013; but omitting the 
above credit, the profit isRl,78,967. 

41. The area irrigated was 248,693 acres, being 8,687 acres more than the 
previous year, and 67,770 acres than the year 1879-80. The cost of the irriga¬ 
tion to the cultivators was I* 3 7, against 1'80 in the previous year. 

42. These favorable results are attributable to improvements in manage¬ 
ment since the transfer of these canals to the Irrigation Department. 

SnAHPDR CANALS. 

43. The profit on these canals was 33*86 on the Capital invested, against a 
loss of 2*46 i)cr cent, in the previous year. 

44. At the end of the year the balance of profit in excess of all charges 
including inteinst was H34,010. 

46. The area inagated was 11,623 acres, being 2,388 acres in excess of the 
previous year. The groat increase in the profits of these canals during the year 
under review is largdy. cUic to the thorough clearances effected under the direc¬ 
tions of an oflicer who was spemally deputed for the purpose.

2. Of the expenditure on works, R17,017 was spent on the Main Line; 
fil9,908 on the New Main Line; and R2,30,634 on the New Delhi Branch 
including the Ildnsi and Bdtdna Branch; Kl,0l7 on the Okla Navigation 
Channel; RG1,61.1 on Distributaries and R173 on Drainages. The establish¬ 
ment charge was 30’7 on the gross expenditure on works. 

3. The heavy percentage of establishment on works is due to the lapse of 
more than a lakh of rupees from the grant for the year. The causes which led 
to this short expenditure were to a great extent unavoidable. Objections, raised 
by the Municipal Committee of Delhi to the proposed alignment of and dis¬ 
position of spoils from the Okla Navigation Channel were only overcome late 
in the year, and work was consequently for some time in abeyance. There was 
also short expenditure on distributaries owing to delay in the submission of 
detailed estimates.

The balance of receipts is thus R8,08,176, or 9 74 per cent, on the Capital 
invested. 
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6. The interest charge for the year amounts to B3,06,377. Deducting this 
the net profit of the year is H5,02,798, or 6 06 per cent, on the Capital. The 
accumulated profits at credit of the Canal is B2,60,53,432. 

6. The improvement is due in a great measure to the realization of arrears 
as noted in a subsequent para., but the increase in area irrigated during the 
year under review affords good grounds for expectation that the improved rates 
of interest will be maintained. 

7. Of the expenditure under maintenance B24,465 was on account of ex¬ 
tensions and improvements; K8,006 of this was on account of the Canal office 
at Delhi; B8,334 on the Juah jhil drain ; and the remainder in petty items.

13. The increase of nearly a lakh oC rupees in water-rate from irrigation 
and more than half a lakh from owner’s rates show that the anticipations of 
last year’s report (para. 13j have been realized. 

14. Nearly all the items of miscellaneous revenue show a satisfactory in¬ 
crease. The principal items arc—receipts for rafting of timber, on which there 
is an increase of R11,440; sales of water, R2,660; and of other canal produce, 
Rl,102. There is a satisfactory decrease of Rl,441 under the head of Fines. 
The Superintending Engineer explains that the falling-otf in receipts from 
‘ water-power’ are due to the water being required for irrigation, and from 
* miscellaneous ’ to the small tenders for saltpetre earth on the llansi Canal. 


16. The table below shows the details of the working of the canal for the

16. There was a falling-off in rabbi area in the Hdnsi Branch, due to the 
unusually large area under kharif crops in the previous year, but the decrease 
in this division was moi'e than compensated for by an increase of nearly 90 per 
cent, in the areas of the two other divisions. 

The decrease of irrigated area is attributed to the introduction of owner’s 
rates in the Umballa district. 

There was very little rain in K!arndl, Delhi and Bohtak Districts during 
the mont^ of September and October, and the increase of rabbi irrigation in 
the Karnal and Delhi Divisions is due to this cause.

The percentage of cost of measurements and preparation of demand state¬ 
ments on the acreage irrigated is for the whole canal 2*53. The circumstances 
of the three Divisions are not alike, the high charges are in the Delhi Division, 
and the necessity for them is under investigation. 

19. The value of crops irrigated during the year amounted to R95,68,979, 
against E90,46,039, in the previous year. 

20. The table of rain-fall shows tliat the rain-fall during the earlier 
months of the kharif did net differ perceptibly either in amount or distribution 
from the corresponding period of the previous year, so that as before mentioned 
the improvement in area must have bwn due to other causes. The marked 
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deficiency of rain during September, October, November and December caused 
increased demand for water for the rabbi crops.

24. This show's a balance profit of R0,13,348, or H6 87 on the Capital 
invested, against R8'71 in the previous year; but the latter profit included 
R2,24,138 water-advantage rate for 1879-80, and R2,03,745 on account of ar¬ 
rears for jagir lands. 

25. The interest charge for the year is H6,97,890, so that tlie net revenue, 
after paying all charges, is R2 03 per ccitt., against 4‘39 in the previous year 
according to the year’s account, hut deducting the arrears 1'64 per cent. The 
balance of unpaid charges and interest at tiic end of the year was R60,79,691. 

26. The sum of R37,108 spent on extensions and improvements includes 
R7,807 for improving inspecting bungalows; R14,236 for construction and 
improvement of mills; E6,8f)3 on an inlet and outlet for Egerton Woollen 
Mill channel; R3,859 on drainage syphons; R1,344on w'ater-course heads;

Tlui jjrofit on assessments of ilio ycai’ nndcr review are less than those 
ealeulated o/i either collections or*assessments of the previous year. The col¬ 
lections of 1880-81 were swollen by ari'oars of land revenue, and the assess¬ 
ments Avere for a year very favorable for irrigation operations. The Superin¬ 
tending Engineer reports that during tin* current year tlic seasons were most 
unfavorable to the sppf?ad of canal irrigation. The total rain-fall of the year 
Avas about GO per cent, in excess of the average, and morcoA^er the distribution 
of the rain Avas such as to exactly suit the Avanls of the cultivators. There 
Averc good sj>ring rains; and the monsoons set in early in June and continued 
Avithout long breaks till the middle of Se])tember ; and there Avas also a copious 
and Avell distributed rain-fall in January and Ecbruaiy at the only time of the 
Avliolc year Avhen Iberc ap])eared any good hope of increasing the irrigated 
area, rh., toAvards the close of the kharif, Avhen there was a partial cessation of 
the rains, a failure of su])])ly otjcurred and put all extensions out of the 
question, and oven endangered the crops already irrigated. The failure of the 
supply was due to the rh'cr at IMiidhopur iaiving set oa^u* to the Kashmir side. 
This necessitated the construction of a bund, Avhich involved a heavy expenditure 
both of money and of time. It is to be hoped that the system of sunken l)ars 
(Avhieh Avas commenced last cold weather, and will noAV bo vigorously pushed 
on) Avill, Avhen completed, obviate any repetition of the failure above 
adverted to.

32. There is a decease in the Avater-rate assessed of Rl,48,792, and in 
the land revenue of Iill,035, duo to a less area having been imgated, as 
oxiilained in para. 30. Under Miscellaneous revenue the decrease has been 
115,651, due maiiAly to less receipts from Plantations, Pines and Miscellaneous. 
The decrease in Plantations to a smaller demajid for fuel during the year; that 
under Einos to a change of nomenclature, as much of Avhat used to bo credited 
under this head is noAv classed as Avatcr-rates. The decrease under Sundry 
collections is due to the abnormal inflation of that item in the previous year 
by the sale of land and material to the Egerton Woollen Mills Company. 
There is a satisfactory increase in the receipts from Avater-power; the receipts 
during the present exceed those of the previous year by S 7,640.

35. The causes of the falling-olf in area irrigated, as compared with 
1880-81 have already been explained in para. 30. The decrease is most 
noticeable in the kharif, and is due to the unfortunate change in the course of 
the river at a critical time. The works now in hand will, it is believed, be 
sufficient to prevent a recurrence of a failure of supply. Notwithstanding 
seasonable winter rains, the rabbi area compares not unfavorably with the 
average of prerious yali/s. It is believed that when the river is brought under 
control, the irrigation of this canal will become more uniform, and that even 
in bad seasons it may be expected to reach 350,000 acres. Considerable 
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attention is tlierefore now paid to the construction of works for ihe control of 
the river and to the strengthening of the rapids on the upper part of the canal.

The Superintending Engineer justly remarks that in classes III., IV. and 
V. the proportion has remained nearly the same, that there has been a consi¬ 
derable increase in class I., and a corresponding decrease in class II. This 
is only what might have been expected, as the cultivation of class I. (sugar¬ 
cane) extends over so long a period that it is almost certain to require canal 
irrigation at some period or otfcer of its growth, whereas in the ease of class II. 
(I'ice) there will necessarily be much less need for canal-water in a year of such 
heavy monsoon rains as that under review.

The cost of measurements and of the subsequent preparation of demand 
statements for the year under reriew was nearly il3 per cent, on the acreage. 
This small increase on the figures for the previous year is due to the irrigation 
of an unfavorable yesir being always more difficult to bring to book; the 
l)ercentago is higher owing to the area measured being smaller.

Tho area irrigated in 1880-81 was described in the I’eport for that year as 
the largest then on record ; it is again exceeded by that of tho year under re¬ 
view. Remissions from various causes have reduced the area finally assessed 
to 179,678 acres, which is still largely in excess of the gross measurements of 
any previous year. The large increase during this year is mainly due to the 
water from the canals at times of high fiood in the river reaching many villages 
which do not ordinarily obtain water.

61, The Superintending Engineer reports that the causes of delay in 
completing the irrigation assessments of this year were as follows :— 

Tlie very largo area to bo measured and assessed; the enormous number 
of tandzahs or objections to assessment put in by the iiTigators, and which 
needed to be enquired into in detail; a more careful mode of measuring than 
heretofore used was insisted upon tliis year; additional irrigation occurring 
after the kharif measurements had been commenced; the temporary Amins 
employed in the Lahore District were with one exception new men without 
experience of the work; and lastly, a prominent cause of delay in completing 
the assessments w'as the very inadequate strength of the llcvenuo staff con¬ 
sisting of one Ddrogha and two Ndib-Zilahdars. The Dbcal Government has 
now (September 1882) sanctioned a very considerable increase to the temporary 
establishment, and although the value of this increase will very probably not 
become apparent during the year 1682-83, which, so far as irrigation is concerned, 
is practically closed, it is hoped that the benefit will be apparent in 1883-84, 
and the strain on the establishment will, at any rate, be sensibly lightened.

69. The Z:\r-i-nagha expenditure consisted of—extensions and improve¬ 
ments 11235 for making ma[)S of tln^ canals; maintcninncc and repairs, 316-1,390, 
Avhich is 1110,270 less than the previous year; the decrease is due. to the failure 
of contractoi's to complete their work in time for payment during the year 
under review. 

70. TIi6 amount of Imjierial vc])airs ivas fill,711, or E179 in excess of last 

year. 

71. In the Establishment charges there is a decrease of R21,996 on the 
pi’cvious year, due principally to an adjustment of the Direction charges in the 
accounts of last year. 

72. In the Miscellaneous revenue there is an increase of 319,100, which is 
due to large sales of wood, a large number of ti'ccs having been cut down in 
widening the Pakhtiiwah Canal 

73. There is a decrease of H2,56,870 on tlu* land revenue credited; this is 
duc! to arrears of revemie on account of land assigiu'd to Jagirdars having been 
included in the accounts of the previous year; omitting this sum the amount 
for the y(\ir is R3,07,837, as against 113,09,687 in the previous year, the decrease 
of 111,850 being due to the collection of arrears during the previous year. 
113,353 were remitted during the year. The Superintending Engineer 
explains that the remissions were only due in part to the failure of a 
proper sup])ly in the canals, and that many of them were made on account of 
“ poverty of the owner, ” or because he had elected to cultivate sonuj other part 
of his estate.

The sum levied on absentees is high, but the increase in c.ash realizations 
over that of the previous year is mainly due to the Avorking of Rule 21 under 
Avliich R23,096 were rceeiA’^ed in commutation of labor at the rate of six annas 
per man. If this sum is deducted from the total, the sum reedvt^d from tines, 
proper at 8 anna.s per bead amounts to only R 16,652, AAiiicli is 111,822 less tlian 
the corresjionding amount of the previous year. As this Avas the first year 
of the Avorking of the ncAV rule, no fair conclusion can be draAvn of its elTeet; 
but in the opinion of the local oflicers the loss of labor wlu.cb it involves in a 
country where few men work willingly is likely to delay the work of clearing 
the canals.

79. The areas of the principal crops irrigated are giv’cn bcloAV for the 
last five years. Rice is the only crop in which there is a decrease compared 
with the last year. There is an extraordinary increase in millet and indigo, 
and a steady one in wheat. The area fit for the growth of sugar-cane is limited 
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to the vicinity of Shujahad, and varies but little from year to year. Turnips 
are chiefly grown for feeding cattle during the winter when forage, is scarce 
and diflieult to obtain.

Tlxe total irrigation is 40,991. acres in excess of last year and 14,639 
acres in excess of the largx'st previously recorded, that for 1878-79. The 
increase in ar«‘a is duo to tbo favorable rise of the rivers Sutlej and Chenab, 
which gave early waterings for the kbnrif and late ones to the rabbi. The 
high water not only continued longer, but the rise itself Avas greater than in 
the previous year. 


81. The measun'ments for tliis year werp again made by the Civil Estab¬ 
lishment I’atwaris; 111,555 Avas p.aid to them as fees, and the total cost, m- 
cluding check measurements, was K2,715, against 112,413 in the previoxis year, 
the increased cost being due to the increased area measured.

In addition to the area shown above as irrigated, an area of 10,811 acres 
was flooded with waste water during the kharif, and this brings the total uix to 
201,613 acres. This is the best on record, with the exception of the year of 
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great floods, 1878-79, but a larger area came to maturity during 1881-82, as 
no damage was done by the floods and inundh,ti*)n whicli in 1878-79 destroyed 
a lai’go proportion of the crops. The area flooded by waste water for the 
growth of grass is very nearly the same as in the previous year, being only 
20 acres less._. It will be seen fi’om the table that the iutjreasc in area wa.s 
chiefly in the rabbi, when the river was far more favorable than in the begin¬ 
ning of the season. On the whole, this was a most favorable year for these 
canals. There were fcAv such changes in the river as necessitate the construc¬ 
tion of new heads. The floods were high but not dangerous, and thci’e was no 
damage to crops by inundation either from the river or from the hill torrents.

106. In the balance profit is included R2,29,046 on account of Land Reve¬ 
nue for previous year; deducting this sum the net profit for the year is 
Rl,78,967, and the total profit to date R3,64,9G8. Of the expenditure on 
Maintenance and Repairs, R6,7S3 is from Imperial Funds, and is principally on 
account of the establishment for sujicrvisiug statute-labor; the balance H16-,902 
is from the Zar-i-nfigha Fund, of which R4,735 is on account of expenditure 
during last year, which was adjusted in the accounts of this year. 

There is an increase of R6,09S in the Establishment charges as compared 
with the previous year.

JiORTH-WESTEEN PBOVINOES AND OIJHH LOCAL BOABDS 

BILL. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
for the constitution of Local Boards ^in the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh. He said :— 

" My Lord—I have the honour to move for leave to introduce a Bill to 
provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, to administer the expenditure of that portion 
of the rates levied on land ivhich is applicable to local purposes in that • 
district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources of revenue 
Ifvhich may from time to time be made applicable to like purposes. 

“ Tlie objwt of the Bill is to give effect to the views of the Government of 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh on the suliject^f local self-govern¬ 
ment as enunciated in the Resolution of that Government, dated Lucknow, 
6th December 1882, and published, together with the hdter of the Home De¬ 
partment conveying the general approval of tlie Government of India of Sir 
^fred Lyall’s proposals, in the Local and Imperial Gazettes during the same 
month. 

“ The law at present in force in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh 
does not admit of these proposals being fully carried out. The levy of rates 
in the united Provinces is authorised by Acts III and IV of 1878. Those Acts 
prescribe rigidly the proportions in wdiich the rates levied under them are to be 
allotted by the Local Government to each district, and direct the appointment 
of district committees for the purpose of assisting in determining how the allot¬ 
ments shall be applied, and in the supervision and control of the expenditure of 
such allotments; but they leave the appointment of the district committees and 
the definition of their functions and authority altogether in the hands of the 
Local Government; they allow of the number of members of each committee 
being so small as 8ix,«nd of half even of this small number being Government 
officers; and they enable the Local Government to divert to general provincial 
objects all balances of the annual allotments remaining unexpended at the 
close of each year. 
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“ The duty, therefore, devolves on me of nsking from the Council leave to 
introduce Bills which will remove these obstacles to giving effect to the Resolu¬ 
tion interposed by the existing law, and substitute for it enactments under 
which the proposals of the Local Government can be brought into operation. 

“ With a few exceptions, on which I need not dwell, as there will be ample 
opportunity for discussing them in Committee, the Bill embodies and throws into 
legislative form the recommendations of the Resolution. 

“Those proposals have bqpn the subject of long and careful deliberatfon 
with the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. During the 
rainy season of last year, under instructions from His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Chief Commissioner, District and Divisional Otficers put them¬ 
selves in communic.atio’n with the leading non-oflicial gentlemen of their re¬ 
spective charges, including the members of municipal and district committees. 
Meetings were held at tahsils by Collectors or tboir Assistants, and at head¬ 
quarter stations by Commissioners. The points on which the Government 
wished for informatiq^ were fully discussed at these meetings and elsewhere, 
and the outcome of the meetings and discussions was a mass of reports 
filling more than 300 closely printed pages. In August, the Lieutenant- 
Governor convened a large committee at Naini Tal, presided over by tlio 
Senior Member of the Board of Revenue, and having on it as members three 
Commissioners of Divisions, four District Officers, the heads of the Politic 
and Educational Dtipartments, two ftfficcrs of ihc Secrctaritit, one of whom— 
Mr. Woodburn—had been a Deputy Commissioner of long experience and 
great efficiency in Oudh, and four distinguished Native gentlemen, one of them 
—the Hon’ble Raja Siva Prasad—a Mcmlier of tin’s Council. 

“ To this Committee were roforred for consideration and report the Reso¬ 
lutions of the Government of India on the subjtict of local self-government 
and the orders of the Local Government on the subject of those Resolutions, 
the reports of Divisional and District Officers to which I have above alluded, 
and a draft Bill embodying .such provisions of Acts III and IV of 1878, and 
Act XV of 1873, as prlmd facie applicable to the new ai’rangcments. 

The report of this Committee is dated the 30th September, and its labours 
arc thus chaaficteriscd by the Local Government :— 

'To this Committee Sir Alfred Lyall i.s much indebted for clear and wtdl-reasoncd 
conclusions upon all the principal mattcrM referred for ileliheration, cspcciiilly upon the methods 
best adapted in the present circumstances of the country for carrying out the policry of local 
self-government as declared by llis Excellency the Governor General in Council.' 

“ Then followed the Resolution of the 5th December recorded by the Local 
Govemnvint, accepting, with certain modifications, most of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee. Bills were drafted to elfcet the necessary legislative 
changes, which when finally approved of were forwarded to the Government 
of India; hut the Council towards the close of the Cabmtta session was so 
much occupied with more pressing business, tliat there was no time available 
for the consideration of those measures ; and I am only now in a position to 
introduce tlie Bills as revised by the Legislative Department. 

“ The North-Western Provinces and Oudh Local Boards Bill, as its preamble 
already quoted sets forth, providers for the constitution of local bodies, in 
supersession of the existing district committees, to administer the expenditure 
of that portion of the rates levied on land which is applic.ahlo to local pur¬ 
poses in that district, and of the income accruing from certain other sources 
of revenue which may, from time to time, be made applicable to the purposes. 

“ The first, and perhaps most important, point dealt with is the constitution 
of these boards. 

“Power is given by section 3 to tbe Local Government to divide, for the 
purposes of the Act, each district into sub-districts, which will generally corre¬ 
spond with tahsfls ; and section 4 establishes for each sub-district a local board 
having authority over that sub-district, and for each district a district board 
having authority over the entire district (cantonments and municipalities 
excepted); while sections 23 and 24 define the relations of local boards to 
district boards, and tbe mode in which control by the former is to be exercised 
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by tlie latter. The arguments in favour of this are stated hy the Loeal Govern¬ 
ment in the following passage which I extract from the Resolution of Decem¬ 
ber, 1882 :— 

* But for the ProvinceB generally, the Lieutenant-Governor quite agrees with the argu¬ 
ments in favour of making the area of each subordinate board’s jurisdiction conterminous with 
atahsilj and this plan has accordingly Vicen adopted. On the one hand, the formation of 
representative boards for the chief subordinate divisions of each district will ensure better 
knowledge of, and attention to, loeal wants, more regular attendance at board meetings, closer 
supervision o^r the departments under local management, and prompter and more effective 
execution of local works, than is possible with a single district board meeting only at head¬ 
quarters. On the other hand, to make separate and independent units of local administration 
within each district would tend to break up pieciemeal the organisation of the district; and while 
increasing the necessity for, would throw serious difficulty in the way of, the constant 
exorcise of central direction and control. For it must'be admitted that there is little or no 
prospect of obtaining for sub-divisional boards throughout the Provinces, or even in different 
parts of many districts, an equal standard, or anything like a level, of general intelligence and 
working capacity. To set up all these boards as separate administrative bodies would be to ac¬ 
cept the risk of great and confusing variety in the results of their administration—a risk that 
Would be greatest in the remote and backward tracts where intelligence and energy are often 
most required, and where these qualities arc of course least likely to be available on the .spit. 
The busine.ss of settling matters of tinancp and adjusting public interests between the several 
sub-divisional boards concerned in them would cause much correspondence, and would load 
to the multiplication of petty offices, with the jirobable consequence of wasting much moiU'y 
and time on establishments, and in the pre]»aration, submission and scrutiny of returns and 
reports. The plan of making the central district board an aggregate of the sul>-divisional 
Iwards is, on the contrary, in many ways favourable to the adjustment of the mutual relation 
between the various subordinate boards and between them and the centuil hoard; while it 
appears to be tlie best arrangement for maintaining a consistent and systematic ailrainistration 
of loeal affairs throiiglnmt the district. Moreover, upon no other systmn could the minor bodies 
generally rely upon securing the membership of the loading men within their jnrisdicliou; 
while lastly, the plan has the great advantage of rcdmiing to a minimum the necessity 
for official superintendence and interference. If the sub-divisioiial boards were independent, 
the expedient of placing them in different classes for the ]mri)Osp of graduating their powers 
according to the circumstances and conditions of different parts of the Provinces and of 
districts would in the beginning probably he unavoidable. But all such intermediate classifica¬ 
tions are apt to affect the simplicity of the broad groundwork and fundanumtal principle of 
self-government; and the Lieutenant-Governor infinibdy prefers that the district board, which 
will be by far the best juilgeof the claims and cajiaiiilities of each section of its own body, shc.iild 
delegate the propiir degn>e of jiower and .allot the requisite amount of fnmls to each interior 
circle. It will he for the district board, as composed of rnemlrers representing all jiarts of the 
district, to act, after full consultation, upon the .sysbmi thus sketched out, and to draw up a 
scheme explaining the arrangements made for distributing the, work of loeal administration 
to its varioms subordinate boards, and adjusting their mutual lelations.’ 

“ I may add that the tahsil is in the North-Western Provinces the smallest 
unit of nivonne-julministnition ; that its area is rarely aiteivd; that it is well 
known to all residents within it; and that it corresponds generally with the 
boundaries of the topographical division of the country knowe. as pargauas. 

“The constitution of local bodies l)eing thus providi'd for, the next stop was 
to determine the method of appointing the members of these hoards. Sections 
6 and 6 lay down the following broad rules ;—At least three-fourths of the 
members of each lo(!al. hoard must be persons residing or owning landed 
property, or carrying on trade or business, in the sub-distriet, and must be chosen 
btj election. The remaining fourth may he appointed directly by the Local 
Government. 

“As to the mode of election. Sir Alfred Lyall writes in i)aragraj)h9 7 and 8 
of the Resolution :— , 

'Whether, and to what extent or proportion, the memhership of the hoaitl.s should be 
determined by election was specially referred for inquiry and ojiinion to all the districts of 
the Provinces; the point was discussed in every district with the result deserihed in the district 
and divisional reports; and, as is shown in the Committee’s re^iort, it was closely debatwl hy 
the Provincial Comnrittpe. The large towns are much alike everywhere; they are always 
centres of comparative wealth and intelligence ; they form constituencies easily represented, and 
their administration is always open to public observation and criticism. Mut the ordinary 
Indian districts posse.ss noqf nf these characteristics, and, as far as can !»• jmlged from these 
papers, the balance of Native opinion preponderates decidedly against the mirestricted introduc¬ 
tion into them of the elective system. Such a step certainly appears in eU liable at the pre.seiit 
time, when the state of society varies so widely in different parts of Hh.' . .juntry, when the 
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whole principle of self-government is dovel and imperfectly understood, and when the practice 
of general election is not only unknown outside the to^ns, but is apparently not in accord 
with the feelings and ideas of those classes of the community that have the largest interest in 
local self-government, and to whom we must look for its success. It is manifest that local 
self-government—meaning a system of administration by the gratuitous exertions of persons 
best acquainted with the characteristics of the neighbourhoods in which they are interested, and 
possessed of means, leisure and public spirit enabling and impelling them to devote themselves 
to that administration—c>annot be initiated and develoi)e(l into real independence except by 
the co-operation of these classes, represented by men who can lead and will be trusted by the 
community at large. This is how all systems of local representation have begffh in all times 
and countries j so that it would be remarkable if in such a country as India the best way of 
beginning were found to be by popular suffrage. Th.at the services of such men could- be 
secured by ojien election, that they themselves would seek election or would generally allow 
their names to be submitted for the purpose, seems from all the information hitherto collect¬ 
ed to be^ questionable. If, therefore, we find that the views and prepossessions, as far as they 
have been ’elicited, of persons qualified to form a judgment on the best mode of initiating 
local self-government in the extensive districts of these Provinces are largely in favour of 
leaving at the outset the constitution of the loiral boards more or less in the hands of tli® 
Government, there seems to be no suflicicut reason for endeavouring, almost on the spur of the 
moment, to invent any such elective machinery as would ncce.ssarily raise numerous and various 
questions of franchise and voting rights, and all the practical difficulties inseparab'e from 
the attempt to adjust an arbitrary system to the diverse circumstances of the country. In 
short, the solid and universally recognized fact that local self-government depends absolutely 
for its success ujwn the character and ability of those to whom it is entrusted has led the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner to the conviction that, in inaugurating the 
policy in the districts, a system of careful and consultative nomination by Government of the 
electoral brsly is preferable to election by untried and unfamiliar methods. Sir Alfred Lyall 
believes that this conclusion is supported by the judgment, and conforms to the present wishes 
of a large majority of the jieoplc. 

* Having regard, then, to the extreme importance of placing in competent hands the duties 
and responsibilities of district administration in the beginning of what is avowedly an expert 
ment, and to maintain the continuity of existing arrangements which imply (in such natters 
as, for example, education and sanitation) a standard of oivilissitiou in advance of the average 
intelligence and culture of Native society, the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 
lias decided to adopt in principle the re<sommetulation formulated in the ffth jmragraph of tho 
Provincial Committee’s report. The Committee proposed that the Government should nominate 
for each tahsfl an electoral body which should elect a certain number of its members to foni^ 
tho tab-sil of snb-divisional board. They ailviscd also that a minimum qualification (on the 
basis of land-revenue or license-tax a.ssessment) should be fixed, and that details might be left 
to he settled by local officers. Put the differences in the distribution of the population, of 
wealth and of property in land between and within diifercnt districts are so large and 
manifold, that, after much examination of the question, it has bgen found impracticable 
to fix any comprehensive qualification for election purposes, much less to devise 
methods of canvassing and election tb.at would bo everywhere applieahlo or universally 
acceptable. The only comprehensive plan th.at can be laid down at the first introdgetioq 
of the system is to (li lermine, with rofereneo to the area, revenue and tenures, population, 
wealth, and to other conditions and special features of each suh-division, how many 
persons, not being salaried officers of the Government, would fairly represent its inhabi^nts. 
and interest s. The district otficer must then be empower<>d to prepare in each district, the 
measures that may be most convenient and api)roi)riate to its ciren instances and pccullaritips 
for ascertaining how many suitable pci’sons are availahb- in its sub-divisions and bow they can 
best be chosen. Tho proceedings taken will he repoi-ted to tho Government, and the lists of 
electors that are drawn up will he duly placed on record. As soon as the lists are completo,^ 
the electors will be asked to return from among thf*ir own body, by such method us may seem 
appropriate or necessary, the members of tho sub-divisional board, who will hold oIBc® for a 
term of three years,’ 

“ A section will be found in the Bill enabling the Local Goyernment to 
introduco this system; and any abuse of the power conferred in the direction 
of limiting the number of electors is guarded against by the proviso that the 
persons entitled to vote at the election of a member of a local board shall not be 
less than twenty-five. In addition to tho elected members, at least one-fourth 
may he directly appointed by Government. This principle, my Lord, has been 
already accepted by the Council in tho case of the Central Provinces, and the 
reasons for it wore put forth with great eloquence and force in the debate on tho 
Local Self-Qovernngent Bill for those Provinces on the 12th of January last, 
by the Hon’ble Sayyad Ahmad Khdn, a Native gentleman whose ripe experience, 
broad views, sympathy with his countrymen and disinterested and successful 
efforts for their enlightenment must always attach the highest weight to his

Punjab Noktuern State Railway. 

Opening of the Attack bridge over the Miter Indus. 

The Governor General in Council having formally authorized the opening 
for public traffic on the 24th May 1883 of the railway bridge across the river 
Indus near Attock, desires to record his great satisfaction at the masterly 
and expeditious manner in which tliis important engineering work has been 
brought to completion. 

2. The following is a brief description of the bridge which has been con¬ 
structed on a design prgiered by Mr. G. L. Moleswortli, Consulting Engineer 
to the Government of India for State Railways : the total leugtli over all is 1,651 
feet, comprising two spans of 314 feet and three of. 264 feet each, with 
two short abutment spans j and the height of rail level above the low water 
level of the river is 142 feet. The girdei^s are of steel with open bracing, 
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and are carried on strongly bracpd steel piers, founded in rock. The rail¬ 
way track is on the top of the girder, and a roadway for ordinary .trafiic ia 
provided on the bottom boom. 

3. Work was commenced on the abutment and pier foundations towards 
the end of 1881, the piers were completed and erection of girders com¬ 
menced by July 1882, and the first engine passed over the completed struc¬ 
ture on the 5th May 1883. 

4. The rapid construction of a work of such magnitude reflects the greatest 
credit on the olliccrs concerned, to whose ruiremitting exertions and fore¬ 
thought it is due that the work has been carried through fi’om beginning to 
end without any check; and llis Ex(!ellency tlie Governor General in Council 
has much pleasure in according the thanks of the Government of India to 
Mr. F. li. O’Callaghan, who has'throughout been in charge of the work as 
Engineer-in-Chief, as well as to the whole of his staff, amongst whom 
Mr. H. Johnson, the Executive Engineer in immediate charge of the work, 
and Mr. S. M. Hecquet, Honorary Assistant Engineer, the senior member 
of the Upper Subordina1;p Establishment, deserve spetnal mention. 

5. The opening of this fine bridge completes the Punjab Northern State 
Railway, and supplies the last link in a continuous chain of railway com¬ 
munication from Calcutta to Peshawar, a distance of l,r)60 miles. The con¬ 
struction of a railway from Lahore to Peshawar presented many physical diffi¬ 
culties ; it had to cross the great rivers Ravee, Chenah and Jhelum, and from 
Jhclum to Peshawar it had to pass through an exceedingly wild and difficult 
country, intersected by numerous streams and ranges of hills, besides the 
river Indus, the opening of the bridge over which has now brought the 
whole to completion. 

6. The bridge over the Chenab river is the longest in the Avorld, being 9,30(> 
feet or over rniles in length; this bridge was opened on the 22nd January 
1876, and named the Alexandra Bridge, by His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales. 

7. Tins railway has passed tlwough several changes since its construction 
was first determined on. It was originally intended to be carried along the 
Grand Trunk Road in itself a magnilicent work constructed sliortly after thu 
annexation of the Punjab under Lord Napier of Magdahi, and Ge7ieral Sir 
Alexander Taylor), and was cornmcnccd as a broad gauge. I’aihvay in November 
1869. 

8. In Ax)ril 1870, however, it was dec*idcd as a measure of economy tn 
change the gaug(>, and the railway on the metre gauge was opened to Wazirabad, 
62 nulcs, in April 1875, and to Jholnm Cantonintmt, 103 miles, in September 
1876. Meanwhile, during Lord Northbrook^s viceroyalty, on more mature con¬ 
sideration of the evils attendant on a bi*eak of gauge, on an essentially military 
line of communication, it was again decided in August 1874 that the railway 
from Lahore to Peshawar, in continuation of tliQ line from Calcutta to Lahore, 
should be a broad gauge line; and, looking to the importance of maintaining 
the Grand Trunk Road intact as a road, it was deemed best that the broad 
gauge line should be constructed on an entirely new alignment. 

9. The (ronstruction of the new' broad gauge lijie was commenced early in 
1875, and it was opened to Jhelum in October 1878, when the metre gauge 
line W'as removed from tins Grand Trunk Road, and the latter work restored 
to its full i 7 S(?fIllness. The w'isdom of the final decision to make this railway 
on the broad gauge was abundantly verified during the recent Afghan war, 
for— 

1,23,000 men, 

19.500 horses, ponies and mules, 

2,500 c.arts, 

21.500 tons of military material, 

were transported hy it, although open only as far as Jhelum until 1st January 
1880, when the short extensiou to Rahtial was opened. As soon as it was seen 
that war with Afghanistan w'as imminent; orders wei*e issu(*d to press on the 
work through the very-difficult country between Jhelum and Raw'al Pindi and 
on to the Indus at Attoek, and by very great exertions (work being carried 
on bv night as Avell as by day at several of the bridges by means of the 
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electric light) the railway was opened to Bawal ^ Pindi in October 1880, and 
to Attock in January 1881.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tirn exi.sting law i-rsfieeling the constitution and functions of district eommiltees in the 
North-Western Ibovinees and Oudli is contained in .Vets III and IV' of 1S78. Those Acts, 
while ilirec.i g the liocal Governuu nt to make ,allotments for local purposes to e.nch district 
from liie rates h vicl under them, yet enable the (.rovernment to ajiprojiriate for the benefit 
geiieraliy of ibn North-Western Provinces or Oudh, as the ea.si! may be, the lialances of sueh 
allotments remaining unexpended in each di.slriet at the close of the year, and thus prevent all 
continuity in liKail financial admiiiistrati.in. 

2. T’ley also, while e.stablishing committees for the propo.se of determining how allotments 

shall he applied, and of suiievvising and controlling such allotments, leave the apjiointment of 
tlie.s« committees and the definition of their functions and authority altogether in the hands 
of the Lieutenant-Governor or Chief Commissioner. * 

3. In ace irdance with the pro])osals for the extension of local self-government enunciated 
by the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh in its resolution of 5th Decem¬ 
ber, l8S2, fresh legislation is now necessary in oriba- to constitute local bodies for smaller areas, 
and to imp se ujam ilistriel hoards more extensive duties and confer upon them greater financial 
and admiiiisti’ative iiide[)e:ideuce. 

4. With this ohjis;t the Bill has been drawn np. It h-is been drafted on lines laid down by 
the Local Government after consultation with its most experienced offieers and with uon-oflieial 
gentlemen (hronghout the provinces most competent to give advice on the subject. Its principal 
provisions are as follows. 

6. Sections 3 to 12 provide for the constitution of local bodies in each district. 

ft. The Local Government is empowered by sc tiim 3 to divide every district into sub- 
districts, excluding military cantimments and municijralitics. 

7. For each sub. district there will be established a local board, and for each district a 
district hoard. 

8. The district l)ra''d will ordinarily consist of the .aggregate members of the local bo.ards, 
but power is reserved to Government to direct that it .shall consist only of delegates chosen from 
the I(x;al b. aids to mielr cases where the total number of members of local hoards would 
constitute too large a l) 0 <ly for the rtfieient transaction of business. 

9. The mial ficatinns for members of the local boards are contained in section 5, and such 
members must be elected, except in case of one-fourth of the bo.ud, who may be nominated by 
the Government. Tiiis principle of nomination has been already accepted by the Council in 
the Central Provinc.-s Irocal Self-government Act. The electoral body may he constituted

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10. Provisions are next made for the terra of office of niem!)er8 of the board, for their 
resignation, removal, for filling: np casual vacancies amon^ them, for the incorporation of tha 
district boards, and for fixing a time for their coming into existence. 

11. Sections 13 to 20 deal with the appointment of cliairmen and vice-chairmen of dis¬ 
trict and local boards. Both may elect vice-chairmen. Local boards may elect their own chair¬ 
man, and district boards most, within a certain time after coming into existence, decide at a 
special meeting whether they will elect their chairman or leave the appointment to be mada 
by the Local Government. 

12. These provisions arc mainly in accordant with the views elicited at public meetings 
held throughout the Nortli-AVcstern Provinces and Oudh, with the recommendations of the 
provincial committee, and the opinion of His Honour the Lirutcnant-Govenior that for 
a time at least, unless there he a stiom; exjiression of popular feeling to the contrary, it is 
expedient that the di.-^trict onioer should be chairman of the district board. 

IS. The duties of district boards arfc criiimeratod in section 22. Among these is the 
management, of ferries made over to them by (iovernment. The Northern India Ferries Act 
vests the immediate siiperintenilencc of every pnhlie ferry in the Magistrate or some other officer 
duly appointed, except where the Local (Iovernment makes over the superintendence of a ferry 
sitoat^ within municipal limits to a innnicij):ility. Section t 0 of the Bill adds a section to tlie 
Northern India Ferries /^ct, giving corresjwnding powers to make over the management of 
ferries and their proceeds to district hoaitls. 

14. Sections 23 and 24 define the relations between district and local boards, and the con¬ 
trol to be exercised by the former. The smaller is to be the agent of the larger bofly, which 
may revei'se or vary any orders of a local board within the district under certain conditions 
laid down. 

15. Section 25 gives power to district boards to appoint joint committees for any pur¬ 
pose, such as a long line of commii.uc.ition, in which they may Iw ji^infly interested. 

16. Sections 2(i to 30 lay d'lwii general rules for the conduct of business, and provide 
for the views of departmental ofttcers on subjects connected with tlieir dejiartmonts being 
brought before the district board by those ollicvrs in person, as well as for the record of the 
resolutions of the board and the eumiimnicatiun of them to the Magistrate of the district 
within 10 days. 

17. Sections 32 and 33 enahle the district hoard, subj(‘ct to general or sjtecial orders of the 
Local (iovornment, to appoint such officers and servants as are necessary for the proper dis¬ 
charge of its duties, and to appoint as scci'etary one of its members, or, with the sanction of the 
Commiftsioner, an outsider. 

The limitations on the power of appointment are made, as it is necessary that certain 
officers of the provincial ostablishmcnis employed in tlie departments made over to the 
board should be taken over; and as mnoh of the routine work will be in the hands of the 
secretary, it is desirable that, when a salary is attaidied to that uffiee, there should be some 
guarantee that an incapable man is not a]/])ointed. 

18. Section 3n establishes a district fund, which shall be at the disposal of the district 
board for the discharge of its duties under the Bill. 

The priruiipal items will consist of the allotments from local rates prescribed by Acta 
III and IV of 1378, and of assignments from provincial revenues ; but various petty sources of 
income are also made over, and it is exix;eti.sl that the closer t-upervision to be hoped for from 
the local boanls will develop them to a considerable extent. 

19. The subject of control by the Executive is dealt with in sections 88-42. The powers 
conferred are almost identical with those in the Central.Provinces Local Self-government Act, 
with the addition tluit authority has been given to the Ci>minissioner to suspend, and to the 
Local Government to rescind, any single act, order or resolution of the board that is in excesa 
of its powers. 

It is considered advisiihlc that Government should liave this power, to be exercised in 
oases where it might think it undesirable to report to the heroic remedy of supersession. 

20. Section 45 gives power to the Local Givernment to make forms and rules consistent 
with the Act. These are much the same as the corresponding powers in the Central Provinces 
Act. 

21. Secti4>ns 50, 51 and 52 deal with those exceptional localities to which the whole or 
some of the provisions of this Act may be deemed unsuitable. In territories so vast, and among 
1i population characterized by such differences in knowledge, habits and modes of thought, as 
those of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, such tracts must be met with; and it is not 
desirable to insist on the residents of them being forced to accept an Act which would prove 
inoperative if not mischievous. 

22. When the provisions as to election only are deemed unsuitable, the Local Government 
will appoint the members of the local boards; but when the whole Act is unsiiited to the dis¬ 
trict, a district committee sliall be appointed in such manner, shall perform such duties, and 
shall be placed in p.>ssessioa of such funds from the local rates allotments as the Local Govern¬ 
ment shall prescribe.

STATEMENT OF ORJECTS AND REASONS. 

MiTNirTPAT, Committees in the North-AVe.sterii Provinees and Oudh are at present con- 
Btitntcd and guided in the exoention of their functions by Act XV, 1873, the North-AVestern 
Proviiu'cs and Oudh IMunicipalitics Act id' that year. 

That Act gives jilenary jiowers to the Local Government to .ajipoint ordinary and rx nflino 
members of municipal committees. It loaves to the Local Government to determine absolutely 
whclhcr in any miinieipality of the united provinces members shall be elected or not, and 
if confers iipnii it the pow'cr of appointing c.r (ijfii'io members to the extent of oiic-third of the 
total number of the committee, a jiower v(*ry generally ai'ted on, 

3. 'ih(‘ manner of election, where elections are allowed, is under the Act regulated solely 

by the Local Governmint without rc'lermiec to the parties most concerned, and casual vacancies 
me tilled up by direct appointment by tho .same authority, or are not tilled up at all. 

•1. 1 he Local Government may also ajipoint the yiresideiit and vice-presidents of all eom- 
niittces, and may uncouditioually cancel, sn.spend or limit any of the proceedings, bye-laws or 
rules ol the committees and aboiish any tax imposed by them. 

•I-. Section .11 of the Act further iinjioses on a municipality without .any restriction the 
oblig.ation of j'roviding for the maintenance of .a pfdicc-cst.ablishment, the effect of which has 
frequently been to tlimw on municipalities a large jiortieii of the charge for police kept uji for 
the prevention and detoetiou of crime and the aiiprehcnsion of offenders against the general 
law of the land. t, h 

0 . hp-:e provisions are inconsistent with the proposals for the extension of loaal self- 
government euuiiei.ated by the Government of tho North-Wostorn Provinces and Oudh in its 
resolution dated oth Decmiiber, 1883. 

6. riie pri'sent Hill has Ix'cn drafted to enable the Local Government to carry these pro¬ 
posals into effect, put iorward after consultation with tho most experienced officers of the provin¬ 
ces, with the members of existing luuniciyial committce.s and numerous non-official gentlemen. 

7. Except iu the provisions necessary to carry out the object above sjXHiified and in the 
arrangement of chapters and sections, the Rill follows closely the present Municipal Act. 
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8. Chapter I contains the usual preliminary nfatfer, and prescribes the course to be fol¬ 
lowed when it is intended to iiitruduco the Act into any local area for the lirst time, or into 
existing municipalities. 

9. Chapter II deals with the org.aniKatiou of niunicipal boards. 

These are to consist of members elected in the manner prescribed by the Local Govern¬ 
ment, and of a certain proportion of noniinalcd members, n<,t to extfecd onc-fotirth of the whole. 

The principle of noniination hiia been alr< July a<-cej)ted in (be Central Provinces, and is 
meant to provide against the danger of classes of the community being overridden by hostile 
majorities. 

10. Before making rules for determininir the system of represent.ation and election, the 
Local Government is required by sections .Sand 0 to inform itself of the sense of the community 
on these subjects. 

11. Section 18 leitves the election of their otvn elriirmen to municipal boards, with the 
exception of such municilialitiiis as the I.ot al (loveinm< nl ma\-, from lime to time, by 
notification, exempt from the opm-ation of this section. In these latter the chairman will be 
appointed by the Local Government. 

This exception is meant t,o meet cases where an officer of Gov»>rnmcnt must remain 
chairman, .at least for a luniod, either in order that, be may b.ave time to tninsfer functions and 
accounts often onerous and complicated to a ui.n-ofileiid successor, or for lack of ji (pialiiied non- 
official to deal with special eircurastances, or by reason of the expressed wish of the municipal 
board itself. 

12. Section 2'1< contains a provision, not in the existing Act, enjdding municipal boards 
to appoint joint committees for any ])iirpo.'C in whi<'h they imiy be jointly interested, 

13. Power to appoint officers and servants neees ai'y for the performjincc of its duties 
is given to the board by seeti. ns .‘i.’) ;ind 3 I, and the ajjpointment, of an officer of Government 
or of an outsider as secretary is injide subj< ct to tl e .-auction of the Commissioner. It is ob¬ 
viously ini])ossible to allow boards to iqip >int to .such <iffice Govi'i'uraent sei'vanis against the 
wish of Government, .and it is nceessaiy to t;ikc soun* gu;ir:inti>c Jigainst I lie a.p]K)intment of an 
incapable man sis paid secretary; especially with a non-oflicial chairman the ollice of secretary 
to the municipal bojird will bo one of g’rcat imp irtancc. 

It. Chapter III, on taxation, varies Imt. little from the existing Act. 

1.0, Chapter IV, on the powi'rs and dnti. s of th(> boards, groups together all the duties of 
the board.s in what is tbouo'ht to bo the order of their obligation, and simplifies the rules of 
tlio existing Act as regards nui.sancca. 

If), Cbapti'r V deals with the suhjo-t of control. Th(> provisions arc similar to tho.ss of 
the Central Provinces Lceal 8(.dr-governmciit .\cf, with the e.xeejition that tlie Commissioner 
may .at once suspend, and the Local Government rrseiiid, any act, order or resolution of the 
board which is maniL‘e.st]y in excess of its iiowors. 

This .authority is given to provide for casc.s wdiich may not bo of a nature grave enough to 
call for the penalty of supersession. 

17. Section fiO empowers the Local Governinciit to frame forms and make rules on cer¬ 
tain ni.atters therein specified. 

IS. Chapter VI contains misecllaucous ]irovisioiis as regards the conduct of litigation, 
penalties on, and liabilities of, members, acijuisition of laml, and the like. 

19. Chapter VII enables the Local GovOi-ninent to exempt from the proviisions of the Act 
regarding election mnnieiiialities to which it considers such provisions to 1^0 un.s-uited, and, with 
the pi'evious sanction of the Governor General in Council, to witluhaw from the oYieration of 
this^ct, or of the North-Western Provinces ami Gudh Nlunleipalitics Act of 1873, any local 
area to which either of those Acts nuiy liavi* hecn ajqilied. 

This latter {lower is deemed necessary, as eases sometimes occur where a munieijiality h.as 
been c.stublisliefl in a jilaco wbieb expi-rience proves to be nntit for innnieii'al insf iliitions, or 
where ebiiugo of cireumstanecs may b.ave remh'ivd such institutions unsuitable, and it would 
be imjiroper in such cases to insist on the Act rt>maining in force for ever. At tlie same 
time, the {lower is one wdiieh should he exerci.-cd witli great eaufion, as it iy u more sindous 
matter to withdraw a {U'ivileg’e once conferred lluin to witliiiold it in tiie first instance; 
and the Iioeal Government has therefore hi'cii debjirred from acting on the soetiou unless with 
the previous sanction of the Governor General iu Council.

In the North-We.stern Provinces .and Ondh l-lm-J/ oiierati.ms are going on, and natran and .sugar¬ 
cane are being irrigated in Partabgarh. In the Punjab the nthi harvest, is almost completed, exeejit in 
the extreme north-we.st; prospects are generally good. In t he (lent ral Proviiu'cs land is being jireiiared 
for kharifm several districts, and threshing and winnowing of the nihl continue in others. In Caehar 
and Sylhet great damage, though not as yet precisely ascertained, has been done by floods, which arc 
now abating. In Mysore and Coorg .standing crops are in good condition, and in the Ni/.ain’s tmad- 
tories preparations for kharif are geimral.

Observations. —Tho capital expenditure during tho year under review 
amounted tfl RB,96,0(56, and the total outlay incurred under this head up 
to the end”of the year to R90,93,031!, including direct and indirtict charges. 
Of this amount, li23,(>9,777 had heen oxpendtMl on l*roduetiv<i Public ‘Works, 
and R07,23,257 on other Irrigation AVorks for -which Caitital and Revenue 
Accounts are kept. 

2. The gross receipts from all sources amounted to R30,j!l!,828, being 
nearly l(i per cent, in excess of those for the previous year; the mainten¬ 
ance charges, dii'cct and indirect, to 1113,1 (>,203; and tho net revenue to 
1117,28,026. The net revenue from Productive Public AVorks retm*ncd 0 per 
cent., and that from other Irrigation AA'’ovks for which Capital and Revenue 
Accounts arc kept 9-15 per cent., on the total capital outlay to the end of the 
year. 


3. The total area cultivated under tlie canals during tho year amounted to 
1,601,981 acres, being 7 3 per cent, in excess of that of tho previous year, but 
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tlio assessed revenue (ft34,74!,351) was 18 per cent, in excess of that of 
1880-81. The disproportion between the increase in the area under cultivation 
and tlic assessed revenue is partly duo io an increase of revenue on “kharif” 
lands, hut mainly to the revision of settlements which is now going on as the 
old settlements fall in, and a steady increase in revenue is anticipated from this 
cause for many years to come. 

4. The irrigating duty obtained from the water varied from about 36 to 65 
acres per cubic foot per second, Jind was on the whole rather above the average 
of the previous year. On the Eastern Nara, on which the average duty was 
64'75 acres per cubic foot per second, the duty obtained in irrigation of rice was 
about 60 acres, and in irrigation of “ dry crops ” about 120 acres per cubic foot 
.per second.’ • 

6. The maintenance charges were considerably above the average of the 
previous five years owing to the necessity for special clearances of the canals, 
which htid been somewhat neglected in ])revious years from the greater necessity 
for completion of flood embankments. The Superintending Engineer states that 
lt7'28 lakhs may be (ionsidered as the nominal allowance for the proper mainten¬ 
ance of canals and embankments, and E2’35 lakhs for tistablishmouts, making a 
total of about 63 lakhs of rupees as tlu^ ordinary annual allotment I’oquircd; but 
this appears to be rather a narrow estimate of requirements, as the average 
outlay of the 5 years ending on March 31st, 1881, amounts to ll’ tO lakhs of 
rupees. The Commi.ssioner in Sind states that much yet remains to bo done, 
and is confident that, if liberal grants are maintained fora few years longer, the 
results will bo even more satisfactory than those given in the report under 
review. 

6. The revenue charges arc given in paragraph 6 of the Superintending 
Engineer’s report as E2,7l<,070, and amount to 8’82 per cent, on the actual 
realisations of canal revenue, whiidi arc shown in pai’agraph 10 as amounting to 
E31,01-,939. The charge seems high, unless detailed measurements and assess¬ 
ments are annually made of the irrigated areas. 

7. The Government of India agrees fully with the Government of Bombay 
in considering that no necessity exists for making any alteration in the present 
method of accounting for the canal revenue, as the share of the land revenue 
duo to the canals is fixed and duly credited to these works in the Administra¬ 
tive Accounts.

Resolution. —The inundation of 1881 was on the whole a favorable one, 
and in its results above the average. 

2. The steady increase in the area of cultivation, omitling years of 

flood, is extremely salisf‘a<;tory, indicating, as it does, that the y)rotective 
ehibanknients of recent construction are being efTicient.ly maintained, and that 
ruined lands arc again being gradually brought under cultivation. 

3. No increase in rahi eultivatiou can he looked for until the existing 
conditions arc somewhat modified by the introduction of a certain tinantity of 
perennial water into some of the canals which will admit of such a system 
heiug economi<!ally carried into elVeet. 

4. The increase in the Irrigation revenue of over G;]; lakhs of nipees on the 
average of tiie five pvc'ccaling ycairs is satisfactory proof that the revised system 
of ass(\ssment is already bearing fruit, and further that tlio aclcbtional sum 
expended sinc^e 187U-8() on the; mrcintcuauce and repairs of canals and embank¬ 
ments has yielded a substantial return. 

6 . Both the Commissioner and SiiperintencUng Engineer for Irrigation in 
Sind agree that, as the vevisc'cl system of assessment is extended throughout th«‘ 
province, combined with a liberal grant for canal clc;arauccjs, the revenue may 
bo exi)ccted to inciarasc annually for some years to come. 

0. The decro.ase of rewenue on tlio Eastern Nara for ttic year under review 
is fully explained. The protective embankments are now making good pro- 
grc'ss, and tlie lands that have bc'on injured by floods will sewn bo recovered. 
When com]}lcde immunity from floods can be? guariinteed, the returns from all 
the canals under this system wall I'apiclly inc'rease : and the supply channel at 
Rohri can then be? deepeued sufficiently to ensure a proper rabi supply for tl»e 
Mithrao and Thar canals. 

7. The expemdituro on maintenance and repairs for the whole provinces 
during 1881-82 was 1110,98,941, or Rl,{38,233 more than in 1880-81. The 
result of this large additional outlay Avill be seen in the report for the next 
year 1882-83. 

8 . The normal amount required annually for the proper mainteuance of 
the canals and emhankmenls is said to be about R?!- lakhs, or, including 
establishment charges, about 9;} lakhs. 

9. The percentage of cost of establishment in 1881-82 works out to about 
24; that of expenditure on revenue to about 40; and the cost of maintenance 
per acre of cultivation to 13| annas. 

10. The Superintending Engineer for Irrigation has correctly interpreted 
the intention of Government in the 9th paragraj)h of his report. Credit should 
be given in the accounts of all the canals for the difference of assessment ou 
Jaghir lands. The Examiner of Public Works Accounts should be requested 
to revise the Gcncrjil Abstract of Financial Results of Irrigation Works iu 
Siud for, and up to the close of, 1881-82 accordii gly. 

11. Tho Commissioner concurs with the Superintending Enginet'r that the 
present arrangement oE*tdiowdng tlu; Irrigation share of the consolidate<l rate 
under the bead Indirect in the General Abstract of Financial Results of Irriga¬ 
tion Works is apt to mislead. Oovcrimicnt, however, consider that there is uo 
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necessity for any change in the form of keeping the accounts of Irrigation 
works in Sind wliudi has been ordered by tlui Government of India. 

The value of tb(i canals as Irrigation works cannot be overlooked so long 
as tb(^ share of the land revenue, under the consolidated rate system, due to or 
dependent on tlui works, is jn’operly credited in the accounts; and this share 
has b(?eu fixed at 9:) per cent. 

32. The Commissioner brings prominently to notice the importance of the 
Kashmor llund, and the highly satisfactory way in which, under severe pres¬ 
sure, it stood and answenal the purposes for wlii<!h it was constructed. He 
also re<!ords his opinion that the nysults of all the diJTcrent canals, as detailed by 
the Supciriutending Engiiun'r, are satisfactory. For all these good results, great 
credit is due’tcf Colonel LeMesurier and the Executive Engineers under his 
control. 

13. Now that the embankments in Upper Sind have been completed and 
only require to be earcfttlly maintained and watched dui’ing the inundation 
season, those in LoAver Sind are being taken in hand. As regards the provision 
of special funds for (In^ purpose, Government aAvait the receipt of some definite 
proposals, Avith detaihid plans and cstimatcis, for the necessary Avorks. 

14-. Copic's of the report and of the Commissioner’s endorsement, together 
with the observations of this Governnnmt thereon, should, as usual, be for- 
Avarded to tlie Gova;rninent of India and the Secretary of State.

Letter No. 16'5, rlutod I'stli .Tannary 1883, from tlie SuperinteiKling 3<’n'>-inoer for Irriga¬ 
tion iu Sind, submitting Irrigation llevenue Report for tlie year 1811-82. 


Submitted to Government. 

2. This report (sxplains fully tlic revenue results of the year. The inun¬ 
dation of 1881 Avas a favwable one, though at one time OAving to tlie lowness 
of the river in July and August, apprehensions Avere entertained that the crops 
wci'e lik(‘ly to sulTer serious loss. The tiraaly rise of the river in Sojitomhor 
removed thes<i fears, and as it continued high, and the canals contained water 
till a late date, tlie crops Avere above the average, and the Irrig.alion revenue 
was unusually l:iige, being no less than K6,29,8M in excess of the average of 
the previous tivo y<^ars. These figures, it must be remarked, refer to assess¬ 
ments, not actual eolhictions. 

3. This largo inci'case is attributed by the Superintending Engineer to the 
introduction of th(5 revised sy.stom of assessment, and this, tluire can bo no ques¬ 
tion, has had a gn^at deal to do Avith it: hut a gr<'at deal is also due fo the reeul-' 
tivation of lands, which had heeu left uncultivated, OAving to the successive 
floods now forlunat«‘ly kept out by the Kashmor and other proteelive embank¬ 
ments; and also to general causes, for, as the tahhjin the following paragraph 
of the report shows, the increase has been very general all over Sind, and not 
confined to the parts Avhore revised rates have h(;on inti'oduced. Another reason 
that has largely conlnhuted to the. increase has been the state of the Western 
Nara, one of the largest canals in the Shikarpur and Karachi districts, which 
in the previous year failed very .seriously, owing to the s(;t of the river against 
its mouth, hut Avhieh woi-ked satisfactorily during the yciar. I’he increase in 
khavif cultivation has really been considerably larger than the table given in 
para. 3 shows, for, as Colonel LeMesurier has pointt?d out, kharif lands flooded, 
but cultivated with rahi crops in seasons of flood, have been entered under the 
head of klutrif, because so classed at the time of settlement. The present 
method of recording cultivation is undoubtedly defective, but this is not the 
place to discuss how it can best bo improved. 

4. The improAxd results described by the Superintending Engineer are also 
due in no small degree to the endeavoura recently made to improve the canals, 
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and clear them more thoroughly than had been done for long, for, as the’Super- 
intending Engineer remarks, he had been com[)elled in some previous years to 
neglect clearanc*(‘s in order to obtain funds for protective (jmbankments. The 
increased expenditure on canals may bo said to have (iomineneed in 1879-80, 
when, as shoAvn in para. 0, 116,87,102 were expended on works. In 1880-81 the 
expenditure rose to 317,32,956, and in 1881-82 to 318,80,014. The results are 
now beginning to be apparent, and a return being received which sliow's the 
wisdom of placing the canals in thorough order, and kec])ing thciu in it. Much 
yet remains to be done, but the Commissiomjr is conlident that if liberal grants 
are continued for a few years longer, the results will be even more gratifying 
than those described in the present report. 

6 . The Commissioner observes that the Superintending Engineer has 
throughoTit used the figures supplied by the lixaminer, Public Works Accctmts, 
and as this is what Government has directed, tlie only ligunis it is lUH-essary 
for the Commissioner to draw attention to arc those which show consolidated 
land revenue, as givcni in Table VII. In this table the consolidated revenue 
is entered as being 3137,65,171. This, unfortunately owing to a mistake, 
for which the Collectors of Hyderabad and Karachi—not the Examinei*—are 
responsible, is not correct, the correct figure being 3137,36 220. The dilbn-ence 
represents the village cess lovi(idon land revenue under Bomhay Act IV of 1881 
in the talukas into which revised settlements liave recently been introduced. 
Instructions liavc been given to prevent a similar error in fut ure. 


6 . The Supei’intending ]5nginoor has, in paras. 11 to 16, raised the question 
wbether the present method of classing receipts under the head of “direct” and 
“indirect” is suited to Sind. In other Province's he ])oiuts out “ owiu'vs’ rate” 
and “ water advantage rate” ai*c entered as indin'ct receipts, while water rates 
appear us “ direct ” revenue; but in Sind 90 per cent, of the consolidated 
revenue, which inchxdcs water rate, is cntcrt;d as “ indivead.*’ The; Commissioner 
agrees with Coloncd L(;Mesui*icr that the prciscnt arrangement is misleading; 
but, on the other band, the whole 90 per cent. W'ould not, according to tb(‘ 
system in force clsoAvhere, ap])ear uiidcr the head “ direct ” rcveniuj; so that,' if 
what is desired is to have one system in all ]’rovinc(;s, some further change than 
that suggested by Colomd LcMesuricr would have to he mad(?. AYliethcr such 
a change is really necessary or desirable, the Annual Ivoport is not the place 1 m 
discuss, and therefore the Commissiouer will not further pursue the subject. 


7. The Kashmor embankment, in spite of the severe tost to which it was 
exposed, stood well, and it is highly satisfactory to find this very importau! 
work answering so admirably. 

8 . The Superintending Engineer gives, as usual, details fur all the dilTorent 
canals : it is not nec(;ssary for the Commissioner to review these details ; it may 
suffice to say that the rcsidts are satisfactory. 

9. Th(j Commissioner is glad to notice that the i'mbankim'uts in Lower 
Sind are noAV “ being taken up as a whole.” The embankments in Upper Sind 
may now be said to he in good order, hut those in liower Sind still leave mucli 
to be desired; and until this has been sc'on to, and cultiv:itiou made less risky, 
no large increase in rtwenuo can he hxjkc'tl for. Now, too, that rev('nue survey 
0 [)eTOtioT)s are being rapidly pushed oil in Jajwi'I’ Sind, every help should he 
alTordcd to cultivators: the old and very faulty lease sysfi'in will cense, as the 
settlement is extended, and a veiy largo increase of revenue may confidently 
be lookcal for, if only agricultural operations can he carried on in safely. In 
his 70th paragraph, the Superintending Engineer observes that special funds 
will be required for the work to be done in Lower Sind, and the Commissioner 
trusts that Cidoncl LcMcsnrior will bring to notice what sums ai*o r('.[uiivd, as 
he fully concurs with that officer in the opinion that tlu've ought to be no 
cause of complaint of iTflufficient return for the outlay “ as far as the whole 
district on both hanks (of the Indus) south of Jerruck is concerned. ”
